THIBD OENEBAL ISSUE. 

The third issue, supplied from Dec. 5, 1864, to Aug. 16, 1869, consists of 3, 5, 
10, 25 and 50 cent notes, the latter of two designs. 

The 3 cent note is 21 inches wide and It inches high. The face has a por> 
trait of Washington in oval in center, with the words “THREE CENTS” to 
left and right. In space above and below the usual inscription is placed. A 
United States shield, with the figure 3 on face, occupies each upper corner 
and fioral ornaments the lower corners. On back a large figure 3 on a round 
ornament is in center. Ill in ovals are placed at each corner and with orna- 
mental and straight lines form a rectangular border. The usual inscription 
is in segmental lines across the ends. 

The 5 cent note is 2f inches wide and 2 inches high and bears on the face 
in central oval the portrait of S. .\f. Clark, chief of the bureau of engraving and 
printing. A large figure 5 is placed on each side and above them the words, 
“FIVE CENTS.” In each upper cornfer, forming part of a rectangular 
frame, is an oval with figure 5, and in lower corner.s, scythe, axe, bale of 
goods, etc. The back shows a very broad elaborate border with large figure 5 
on each angle, enclosing the usual wording in straight lines. The 10 cent 
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note is 3i inches wide and IS inches high. The portrait of Washington, used 
for second issue, appears in center of this note, enlarged one-half, with figures 
of value on each side. The usual wording is disposed of in curved lines with 
ornaments in the four corners, all enclosed in a border of straight lines. The 
word “ten” appears in the lower corners. The value, in gilt figures, is re- 
peated four times near the corners. The back has the usual wording in 
straight lines, enclosed in a heavy ornamental border, on which, at each end, 
is a large letter X. The value, in large outlined figures, is printed in gilt 
over all. 

The 25 cent note is 3J inches wide and IJ inches high. It has in the center 
a Urge portrait of W. P. FesSendeii, secretary of the treasury, with the 
words “Twenty-five Cents” on each side and the usual inscription above and 
below, all in curved lines. Ornamental corners, with the figures 25, are 
connected by straight lines to form a rectangular border.. Across each end 
is a gilt label with the figures 25. Tjic inscription on back is in straight 
lines in an oval space enclosed by an elaborate, heavy, square frame, joining 
which, at each end, is an ornamental label with a large 25 and the word 
“cent.” A large outlined 25 is printed over the center in gilt. 

There are two designs of the 50 cent note, and as both appear in every ser- 
ies and variety, it is probable that both were printed throughout the entire 
period of the issue. 

What is usually called the “Justice” 50 cent note has in the center a figure 
of Justice, seated, with left hand raised and carrying a scales; to her right is 
a disk on which is pictured the U. S. Shield with American Eagle above. 
Her right hand, holding a sword, rests on this disk. She is not blind-folded. 
Across each end of note is a label with the word “FIFTY” and this label is 
repeated twice again, in gilt, between the ends and the central figure. The 
usual reading is disposed of in curved lines, mostly in same space as the gilt 
labels. The whole is enclosed in a frame with figures of value in the four 
corners. The back has the wording in center enclosed in a broad rectangular 
frame with indented curved corners,

is repeated five times each above and below; across each end is an oval with 
large figures of value. 

The “Spinner” .50 cent note has the portrait of Gen '1 Spinner in place of 
the figure of Justice, otherwise it differs only in minor details from the note 
just described; the backs are. identical. 

Both the 50 cent notes are 4i inches wide and If inches high. Because of 
the lack of uniformity in the size, design and varieties, the notes of this is- 
sue do not admit of a perfectly satisfactory arrangement in an album. They 
are naturally divided into three distinct classes: First, those having auto- 

graph signatures, the backs always printed in red; second, those witfi en- 
graved signatures, with the backs also in red; third, those with engraved sig- 
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natures and the backs in green. The faces of all the notes are printed in 
black. 

In all three classes notes are found printed on white bond paper, also on a 
fibre paper similar to the “split paper” of second issue; it is heavier and of 
better manufacture, but still will split if wet or roughly handled. 

In describing these notes I shall take them in tlie order indicated above, 
which I believe to be that of issue, reversing the order in Scott’s catalogue, 
and referring to those numbers out of rotation. 

The “Autograph Signature” class contains only 10 cent notes and both de- 
signs of the 50 cent. 

Scott’s No. 49 is the 10 cent note with the autograph signature of S. B. Col- 
by on the lower left portion, below which is pen printed the word “Register”; 
to the right is the autograph of F. E. Spinper, with the word “Treasurer” 
below, also printed in with pen and ink. A variety of this note exists with 
the words “Register of the Treasury” and “Treasurer U. S.” in place of the 
usual “Register” and “Treasurer.” I have been told, but I cannot state on 
authority, that this form of title was placed only on the first sheet of notes 
issued, possibly not on the whole of that, and was at once abbreviated to the 
words usually found. 

The 10 cent note with the autograph of N. L. Jeffries as Register in place 
of Colby is Scott’s 50. . . 

Scott’s 51 is the Justice 50 cent note with autographs of Colby and Spinner, 
with the words Register and Treasurer written in as on 10 cent note. 

The same note with “check marks” on the, back in gilt, thus:

This note has been found without the words Register and Treasurer, they 
having been overlooked; it is rare in this form. 

Scott’s 53 is the same as 52 except that it is printed on fibre paper and the 
check marks on back are

Scott’s 54 is the “Spinner” 50 cent note with autograph of Colby and Spin- 
ner; on this note the titles are engraved. The check marks on back are

Scott’s 55 is the same in every respect as 54 except that the autograph of 
John Allison appears as Register in place of Colby. 

Some of these autograph notes have been found with only one signature or 
with none, to notes of this description the signatures of W. S. Rosecrans or 
John C. New were secured at a later period; it is a matter of opinion if they 
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were not of equal value in the condition as found; I believe Scott’s numbev 
56, a Spinner note with autographs of John Allison and John C. New, to be of 
this class. 

All the autograph notes are rare and all have backs printed inured as before 
stated. 

The second division of the third issue includes notes of the values or 5, 10, 
25 and 50 cents, the latter of both designs; all have the signatures of Colby 
and Spinner engraved and all have red backs; the titles “Register” and 
“Treasurer” do not appear on the 10 cent note though they were written in 
on the autograph notes. 

With the engraved signatures are found letters and figures on the face of 
the notes which greatly increase the number of varieties. 

These checkmarks are engraved on each left hand note on every sheet of 
the values of 5, 10 and 25 cents; for the 5 cent, a small letter “a”’ just below 
center and at the left end of the note; for the 10 cent, a snaall figure *‘l” in 
' nearly the same position, and for the 25 cent, a letter “a” at the lower left 
corner just inside corner ornament. Every note bearing one of these marks 
will be found to be from the left margin of sheet, the other notes on sheet 
being without distinguishing mark. 

Both designs of the fifty cent notes were printed twelve on a sheet — three 
wide and four high. The label with the word FIFTY across the end of 
these notes has small depressions at the ends and larger ones on the 
sides. On the three notes at the top of sheet a letter “a” was engraved in 
^ lower depression of the left label and on the four notes at left of sheet, in the 
leftside depression of the left label was engraved a figure “1.” Thus the 
upper left corner note of every sheet is found with both “a” and “1,” the 
other two upper notes have the letter “a” and the three remaining notes on 
left margin have the figure “1,” six notes on each sheet being without marks. 
What purpose these marks served I am unable to state, but they are found 
on every d,enomination and variety of this series without exception.. The 
size of the letters and figures varies from less than 1-16 to over 1-8 inch in 
height. 

Scott’s No. 42 is the 5 cent note of this class and is found with and without 
the letter “a,” on face. 

Scott’s 43 is the 10 cent note; also found with and without the figure “1.” 

Scott’s 44 is the 25 cent note; there are varieties with and without the let- 
ter “a.” 

Scott’s 45, the 50 cent Justice note, can be found with the four varieties of 
face as mentioned above, as can also the same note with the addition of 
check marks on back, thus: ^

This note has been found lacking the red portion of back, but perfect in 
every other particular. 

The “Spinner” 50 cent note of this class is found only on bond paper and 
with check marks on back:

Scott numbers it 48. The four face varieties can be found. 

The third class of third issue notes are precisely like the second class, ex- 
cept that the backs ar printed green in place of red. The denominations are 
the same with the addition of the 3 cent note. This note shows no signature, 
and is also the only one without check mark varieties either on face or back. 
It has, however, other variations. Scott’s number 29 is this 3 cent note with 
dark shading, like a curtain behind the portrait in oval. 

A variety having the upper portion of this shading lighter «than the por- 
trait is Scott’s number 30. 

As part of the frame, below the portrait and over the letter «L, there is a 
small, diamond-shaped ornament, below which are two small circles. Some 
collectors retain, as a variety, a note which does not show these small circles. 

The 3 cent notes are usually on the regular bank note paper, but are also 
found on a softer cream white paper with finer surface, taking a clean, sharp 
impression. 

The 5 cent note, Scott’s 31, is found with and without the letter “a” on 
face. 

Scott’s 32 is the 10 cent note, found with and without the figure 1. I have 
found this note also on the cream white<paper mentioned above. 

Scott’s 33 is the 25 cent Fessenden note on bond paper. It has no check 
marks on back but the face is found with and without the letter “a.” 

Scptt’s 34 is the same note printed on heavy fibre paper. It has on back:

On the two preceding notes the gilt label near ends is an openwork orna- 
ment, with the figures white and shaded. Scott’s 35 is a rare variety, having 
these labels considerably smaller and solid bronze, with white 25. It is on 
fibre paper and has back and face varieties like No. 34. 

The “Justice” 50 cent note without check marks on back is Scott’s number 
36. It has the usual four face varieties.

The Spinner 50 cent note without marks on-back is Scott’s 39 and the same

Scott’s 41 is a Spinner 50 cent note with a new des'pn for back. The figures 
50, with FIFTY above and CENTS below, are on the face of a hexagonal or- 
nament, occupying the center of note, with large fioral ornaments at each 
side; stars in the corners, with curved ribbons, form a border. The inscription 
is placed partly in the corner spaces and partly on the ribbons. The four 
varieties of face are found on this note also. 

With this third issue, -notes of the value of 15 cents were proposed and the 
plates engraved, but their issue was disapproved by Act of Congress, April 7, 
1866. Though strictly essays, they find a place in most collections. 

A bust of Gen’l. Sherman near left end of note and of Gen’l. Grant to right, 
each in an oval on a lathe work ornament; between, in center of -note, the 
words FIFTEEN CENTS, below which the figures 15 and the usual wording 
disposed of in all the available space. The back has the wording in an oval 
in center, surrounded by the figures 15, repeated sixteen times. Large figures 
15 are at each end, the whole on a heavy lathe ornament. They were printed 
only with face and back separate, the former with engraved signatures .of 
Colby and Spinner and with autograph signatures of Jeffries and Spinner; 
also of Allison and Spinner. Scott numbers these 79, 80 and 81, respectively. 

The backs were printed in both red and green, and th^ pairing of these 
notes is a matter of choice, or of possession. They were a plain white paper 
with broad margins and are found on the Government Shield. All are valu- 
able. 

Proofs are found of the third issue on plain white i>aper; also on the C. S. 
A. paper, and Mr. Cunningham mentions having some on cardboard. Every 
denomination is to be had, both with autograph and engraved signatures, the 
faces and backs separate. . The latter js both red and green and all with 
broad margins. A selected number of these, with close cut margins, were 
used on the GoveJ’nment Shield. Experimental pieces are occasionally met 
with, such as are mentioned for the second issue, on various papers, usually 
canceled.

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ALTENBURG. 


Alteaburg is the capital of the duchy of the same name and an old German 
city situated about 24 miles south of Leipzig. Its origin goes back, to about 
the nth century. The duchy itself is a fertile tract in the eastern part of 
Thuringia and has a flourishing manufacturing trade. From 1603 it was in- 
dependent, but the old Altenburg branch of the Ernestine line becoming ex- 
tinct, in 1672 its territory was divided between Gotha and Weimar and the 
Saxe Gotha-Altenburg line itself became extinct in 1825. Population of the 
duchy in 1890; 170,864; and city, 31,439. 


GOTHA. 

This duchy lies on the south border of Prussia along the northern border 
of the Thuringian forest and mountains, the highest peaks of which lie in 
Ootha, the country being divided into what is called “open country” (das 
Land), and “forest” (der Forest). 

Gotha, its principal town and capital, in 1890, had a population of 29,134, 
and is one of the chief commercial cities of the section and, with Coburg, is 
the residence of the reigning grand dukes. It was quite a town in the days 
of Charlemagne. The city possesses noted collections of paintings, a library 
of over 200,000 volumes and many rare manuscripts and one of the finest cab- 
inets of coins and medals in Europe— some over 100,000 specimens. The 
reigning line was founded in 1640, obtained a part of Eisenach in 1645, and 
Altenburg, as before said, in 1672. The line of Gotha-Altenburg became ex- 
tinct in 1825, arid the Hildburghausen line succeeded in the following year, or 
1826. 

The numismatic history of Altenburg and Gotha, treated in this article, 
will include the period of coinage between the years 1691 and 1772, embracing 
that period when the duchies were ruled in common by the Grand Dukes 
Frederick II and III, and only the minor coinage will, be considered, but 
that, the writer trusts, in a way sufficiently elaborate, and yet concise 
enough, to give the collector a key to the coinage of the duchies during the 
period named.

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HOOPER’S RESTRIKES.

Japan has issued many coins of iron. In the Annam country pewter coins 
are in circulation and in Sictm i)orcelain coins have been used as legal tender. 


Passing of a Coin.— With the first day of the new century -the ancient 
Austrian coin, the kreutzer, drops officially out of circulation, after a curren- 
cy of something like 400 years. It is retired in accordance with the conven- 
tion establishing a copper currency of equal value for all parts of the em- 
pire. It used to be circulated freely in North as well as South Germany, but 
for the last quarter of a century has not gone beyond the Austrian frontier. 


Wear ON y ALU ABLE Coins. — A gold" coin passes from one. to another two 
billion tinies before the stanap or impression upon it becomes obliterated by 
friction, while a silver coin changes about three billion two hundred and fif- 
ty million times before it becomes entirely effaced. 


Numismatists in England much interested in the recent discovery of 
ancient Venetian coins in proximity tq one of the Mashonaland rivers. The 
coins in question have, in the meantime, been sent down to Natal, and sub- 
mitted to expert scrutiny at Pietermaritizburg, with the result that casts of 
the originals are to be sent on to London. The coins have been declared to 
be medals struck at Venice between 1570 and 1577 A. D. On one side is a fig- 
ure of St. Mark, with the inscription: ‘‘This dukedom be Uiine, O Christ, 
and the giver be Thine;” while on the reverse are three figures, two -in a 
kneeling position, the other upright, with a hal6, bn which the inscription 
is: “The Doge Aloys Mocenigo, first magistrate of Venice.”

George immediately saw that she was a new woman who had read up on 
currency instead of , crochet work, and dazed by a sense of his folly he sprang 
wildly through the door. 


All the English farthings and halfpennies of James II were of tin because 
there was a profit to the King of about forty per cent, of the whole issue. On 
the obverse of “Secundus,” and his laureated bust to the right in a mantle, 
and no armour. On the reverse, “Brittannia’’ figure as on the half-penny of 
Charles II, and round the edge the inscription “Tfummorum Famulus, 1685,” 
with a square plug of copper in the center, William and Mary also issued 
half-pennies and farthings of tin with a square plug of copper in the center. 
James the Second coined a small quantity of these metals in Ireland among 
his Gun money, also “plantation” pin money for use in the colonies. Owing 
to their better wearing qualities, copper and bronze have entirely superseded 
tin and pewter. 



English Tin and Pew'ter Coins.— Copper and brass coins, and those with 
the two metals conjoined, were issued in the reigns of Elizabeth, James the 
First and during the Commonwealth, but the first regal or pewter coins were 
under the Commonwealth, and there is only one specimen known. On the 

obverse were the words, “The farthing token of the” and on the reverse 

the words, “Commonwealth of England.” The obverse has, in the field, a 
harp in a shield and small diamonds between the words of the legend, and 
the reverse has St. George’s cross in a shield. Chas. II struck ten farthings 
in 1684, which are like the copper farthings struck by him. They had a 
square stud of copper in the center to prevent immitations and round the 
edge the legend “Nummorum Famulus, 1684.” Many patterns were issued 
during his reign of tin coins, as the king wished for such a coinage, owing to 
to the great profit arising from the use of such a cheap metal. 


Roman Coins in China. — It was reported recently that a number of Ro- 
man coins had been discovered in China, The Pekin correspondent of the 
North China Herald writes:— I hasten to give you a most interesting piece of 
news— nothing less than the discovery, in Shansi, of a lot of Roman coins. 
They were brought to me the other day, and after a little study, I was able 
to decipher the inscriptions of eleven, while Dr. Bushell, of the British 
Legation, a well-known numismatist, deciphered three or four more. They 
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are sixteen in all, and are made of copper, and they bear the names of Tiber- 
ius, Claudius, Nero, Vespasian, Nerva, Trajan, Hadrian, Pius and Marcus 
Antoninus, the Empress Faustina, Commodus, Gallienus and Aurelian. I 
may add that Dr, Bushell has been requested by the president of the Pekin 
Oriental Society to read a paper on the subject on the 27th of December. 


Times Chaijge.— Along the line of the Eoyal procession on Thursday ten 
guineas was not thought an extravagant price to pay for the possession of a 
window well placed for the view. Times have changed, so have moneys and 
so has money’s worth. The opening of Parliament is, the Newcastle Chron- 
icle reminds us, a small affair compared with a coronation. A good place for 
seeing the procession when the Conqueror was crowned cost a “blank” — a 
base piece of foreign origin and of the lowest value. A good seat at Stephen’s 
coronation cost a “pollard,” at King John’s a “suskin,” and at Henry Ill’s 
It rose to a “dodkin.” The view of the Royal procession became of still 
greater value in the reign of Edward I, when a quarter or half a farthing 
was paid. In Edward Ill’s time it rose to a halfpenny, to a penny in Richard 
II’s reign, and so on to a groat when Henry VIII ascended the throne. A 
tester was paid at Queen Elizabeth’s coronation, a crown at Queen Anne’s, 
and at George II’s half a guinea was given. 


“Ancient” Coins. — The electrotypist of the British museum has produced 
such admiral facsimiles of ancient coins that experts have been puzzled by 
them. As a precaution against unintentional fraud, however, the counter- 
feits are in the future to bear the initials, “B. M.” 


CHARLES J. RODGERS. 


Honorary Mimlsaiatlst to the Govemmeat of India. 


The subject of this sketch was born at Wilne, Derbyshire, England, April 
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10, 1838. Went to the Punjab in 1863 to establish for the Christian Vernacu- 
lar Education Society for India, at Amritsar, a training college for teachers; 
was Principal of that college for 22 years. As most of the work was in the 
vernacular, Mr. Rodgers got thoroughly initiated into the different styles of 
writing; hence when he took up the study of the coins of the country (which 
he did on commencing his work in order to illustrate his lectures of the his- 
tory of the Punjab and India) the reading of the coins presented few difficul- 
ties. Mr. Rodgers was fortunate in having for a friend and numismatic 
guide and teacher, the great Sir Alexander Cunningham, the first archasol- 
ogist and numismatist in India. Mr. Rodgers has published the following 
papers on oriental coins:

Besides this Mr. Rodgers has largely contributed to the coin collectors in 

the British museum, the Indian museum, Calcutta, the Madras museum, the 
Lucknow museum, and the museum of Lahore; at the same time many pri- 
vate collections have been considerably helped by him. 

Mr. Rodgers has disi>ersed several large collections of Eastern coins, that 
of Mr. Eugene Leggett, of Kurrachu, of the late Dr. Stulpnagel, at Lahore, 
and of the late Tom Higgins, Esq., and he is now dispersing a splendid col- 
lection made by a general in the Indian army. The catalogues of the last 
three collections were prepared by him. 

Mr. Rodgers does all his work alone. He has no pandits ormaulvis to* assist 
him; no clerk to write his papers, no draughtsman to prepare his plates, so 
that he is solely responsible lor the mistakes in his work. 

The Marquis of Dufferin and Ava, when the Governor General and Viceroy 
of India, made Mr. Rodgers “Honorary Numismatist to the Government of 
India” on account of his writings and the assistance given to museums. The 
title is unique and so is the work which earned it. If every empire could 
boast of an honorary numismatist who had done so much to illustrate its his- 
tory by its coins we should know more than we do. 

We have forgotten another work by Mr. Rodgers, “Coin Collecting in 
Northern India,” six plates. This work describes the held the Panjab pre- 
sents for a collector and gives a general view of the subject. 

There are many forgeries of Grieco-Bactrian and Indo-Scythian coins in 
the Panjab market. Collectors refer to Mr. Rodgers before making pur- 
chases. 

Just now Mr. Rodgers is writing lor “The Pioneer,” one of the most influ- 
ential papers in India, a series of sketches on “Out-of-the-way Places.” 
These sketches h'Bve been highly spoken of by scholars. They deal with the 
history and archaeology of the places described. Mr. Rodgers is not only a 
numismatist; he is an archaeologist. One of his earliest papers was “Archae- 
ology in an Indian Bazar.” Professor Gardner says “Numismatics is the 
grammar of archaeology.” As we have seen Mr. Rodgers is pretty well up in 
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the grammar. His knowledge of buildings and old sites is equally good and 
his descriptions of them are not only accurate; they are interesting. 

Mr. Rodgers having sold his first collection is now making another. He is 
making a specialty of the Sultans of Debta before the time of Babar. He has 
now in hand the plates for several fresh papers. He believes that as yet we 
know but little of the numismatics of India. It is his desire to see the col- 
lections in the museums improved, but collections of coins cost money and 
time and labor, and the Government of India finds that it can spare no mpn- 
ey for either old coins or the time and labor requisite to obtain them, so that 
now is the time for collectors. 

It is not the case with Mr. Rodgers that a prophet is not without honor 
save in his own country. His work is thoroughly appreciated, both by the 
Government of India and that of the Panjab. The fact that the collections 
of Lahore and Calcutta were made over to him to' be catalogued speaks vol- 
umes. The catalogues speak for themselves. 

In 1897 Mr. Rodgers re-visited England and his many friends in this country 
hope that he may see his way clear to visit us, where he would receive a 
warm reception, ere he again turns his face towards the Orient. 
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Fou a long period, just how long it is difficult, if not impossible, to state, 
gold and silver in ingots, stamped by its manufacturer and endorsed by the 
banker, broker or mercliant tlirough whose hands it passed, were current in 
China and Japan. Up to 1835 the government of China made no attempts at 
coining the better metals, but contented herself in issuing the copper and 
brass casli wliich had been her main medium of exchange for over two thous- 
and years. The above illustration is a good copy of the silver shoe coin so- 
long used in China, and whicli passed by weight and fineness “current money 
with the merchant.” This specimen weighs 5* ounces and bears many chap 
marks and is a desirable addition to any cabinet. The silver is evidently 
line and the cut gives its full size. The coin has long been in the Pape fam- 
ily, of Efflngliam, 111., and now belongs to Charles Pape, of that city. It is- 
for sale and offers may be made to him or the editor of this magazine.

The find consisted of 75 very fine Spanish dollars and about 
25 gold pieces of the si2e of our five and ten dollar pieces. The coins were all 
in a very fine or uncirculated condition and all of them were dated in the 
1700’s. The silver pieces were somewhat tarnished but the gold pieces were 
quite bright. Some of the silver coins were sold very cheap at first by the 
finder, he disposing of five of them for twenty-five cents each. He soon found 
out their value and realized a dollar each for the silver and four and eight 
dollars each for the gold. 


PoBTO Ricans for some time have enjoyed a special coinage for their island 
from Spain and the natives no doubt will ask, and by rights should receive, 
the same consideration from the United States, of which they have become a 
part. The obverse should have some national design and be in English, 
while the reverse might appropriately bear the name of the island, with 
value and inscription in Spanish.

This medal will bear on the obverse tlie 
imperial arms, with the words, “Meeting of the Sultan Abdul Hamid Han 
II with the Emperor William II of Germany . at Constantinople.” On the 
reverse will be a German eagle with these words in German, “In commemora- 
tion of his majesty the Emperor of Germany to his majesty the Emperor of 
the Ottomans, Abdul Hamid Han II, at Constantinople.” 


Auction Sales. — On Nov. 24 Messrs. S. H. and H. Chapman sold at the 
auction rooms of Davis & Harnley, Philadelphia, the collections of Edward 
J. Schwartz, of Buffalo, N. Y., and P. O. Tromblay, of Montreal. These con- 
sist of a fine line of U. S., Canadian and foreign coins, etc.; 708 lots. In Jan- 
uary this firm announced the sale of the stock of the late Geo. W.. Massamore, 
consisting of coins, paper money, autographs, prints, etc. 

On Nov. 28 the balance of the collection of Col. Walter Cutting, of Pitts- 
field, Mass., was sold at the rooms of the Collectors’ Club, in New York City. 
This comprised an immense lot of copper coins and tokens of all countries. 
Lyman H. Low is the cataloguer; 743 lots; plates, 2. 
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Bank of Ensland Notes. 

Bank of England notes are made from new white linen cuttings— never 
from anything that has been worn. So carefully is the paper prepared that 
even the number of dips Into the pulp made by each workman is registered 
on a dial by machinery. 


It is estimated that there are 199,900,000 old copper pennies, issued between 
1793-1857, outstanding. Outside of collectors’ cabinets, but few are seen, and 
these very rarely in circulation. A few years ago over 4,500,000 two cent 
bronze pieces were put in circulation. Less than half of them havo been re- 
turned and yet one is rarely met with in circulation. A million three -cent 
nickel pieces were struck off and put in circulation, and yet, outside of the 
church coliection plates, where they are placed in mistake for dimes, one is 
rarely seen. Of the 800,000 half-cents not one has ever been returned to the 
mint for recoinage and they are so rarely seen that nine out of ten of the 
present generation will deny that such a piece ever existed. 


True on the Face of it. 

The Brussells Gazette of the 3d of October has the following: .1 ulien Allais 
was sent by his mother to buy an eel. For this she gave him a five-franc 
piece. On the road to the seller he played with his money by throwing it up 
and catching it, till at last he missed it and it rolled into the water of the 
Nord canal. With an anxious eye he peered over the quay after the retreat- 
ing piece of money, and a gust of wind took his hat after it. Promptly he 
took his decision, got into a boat, followed his hat, which had just got below 
the water, disappearing evidently for all time. Inside his hat he found an 
eel — and this is just where the story becomes interesting. When he took 
the eel home his mother found inside— well, not the five-franc piece, but 
eight pieces of half a franc each, viz.; four francs in all. As this is just what 
the lady expected to get back alter paying for the eei, the transaction was 
complete and satisfactory to all concerned, always excepting the eel. The 
puzzle is, where did the eei find the coins? Very probably where the story 
came from. 


A STATEMENT of the'coinage of the United States mint in Philadelphia,, 
given out on Jan. 2 for 1898, shows that the output for the year just ended 
was the largest since 1890. The total number of coins made was 100,258,433. 
The gold coined was 170,470 double eagles, 812,197 eagles, 633,495 hall-eagles- 
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and 24,165 quarter eagles, with a total valuation of $14,759,257. Total silver 
coinage was 5,884,735 dollars, 2,056,735 half-dollars, 11,100,735 quarters, and 
16,320,635 dimes, a total valuation of $11,770,395. There were 12,532,087 nick- 
els and 49,823,079 cents coined, giving a grand total of $27,654,452 for the year. 
There were also coined 511,873 pesos foa the government of San Domingo, 
and orders for 200,000 more of these coinings have been received.

“Washington, D. C., Dec. 28, 1898.— It is hereby ordered that on and after 
Jan. 1, 1899, and until otherwise provided, all customs, taxes, public and 
postal dues in the island of Cuba shall be paid in the United States^money 
or in foreign gold coin, such as the Spanish alfonsinos (centen) and the 
French louis, which will be accepted in payment of such customs, taxes, 
public and postal dues, at the following rates: Alfonsinos (25<peseta pieces), 
$4.82; louis (20 franc piece), $3.86. 

“That all existing contracts for the payment of money shall be payable in 
the money denominated in such contracts, and where French and Spanish 
gold shall be the stipulated money of payment they shall be received in their 
present decreed inflated values, i. e., alfonsinos (25 peseta piece), $5.30; louis 
(20 franc piece), $4.2s; or in United States money at the relative value set 
forth in the above table, namely, $4.82 for alfonsinos (25 npeseta piece), and 
$3.86 for louis (20 franc piece.) 

“It is further Ordered that on and after Jan. 1, 1899, and until further pro- 
vided, the following Spanish silver coins now in circulation in the island of 
Cuba shall be received for customs, taxes, public and postal dues at the fol- 
lowing fixed rates in American money: The peso, 60 cents; the medio peso, 
30 cents; the peseta, 12 cents; the real, 6 cents; the medio real, 3 cents. Bronze 
and copper' coins now current in th6' island of Cuba will be i‘$«ived at their 
face value for fractional parts of $1, in a single payment to an amount not 
exceeding 12 cents (1 peseta).

Besides, we have for immediate publication a three part article on “The 
Temple medals of China,” beautifully illustrated, by Mr. J. A. Brudin.

At the Osborne House Isle of Wight, this month, Queen Victoria present- 
ed medals for distinguished service in the held to a group of Omdurraan war- 
riors, most of them non-commissioned officers. Her majesty was wheeled in- 
to the green room, where the soldiers were drawn up and saluted her. Then 
each recipient knelt and the queen pinned a medal on his breast. She also 
questioned/the wounded concerning their experiences. 


William Lambert Dork, of Federal Point, St. John’s River, Florida, has 
presented to the University of Michigan about t.wo hundred coins, said to be 
rare and interesting. 
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The .50 cent note has a fine portrait of Lincoln to right, with the usual 
reading on the left two-thirds. Fifty cents in letters and figures are across- 
the center of this portion. The note is 4 .3-16 inches wide, 14 inches high. 
The back has the wording in a central eight pointed space, with FIFTY 
CENTS, above and 50 in numerals twice below; the numerals also occur twice 
near each end; all upon a fine piece of ornamental work. 

All the faces are printed in black and the backs in green. The notes of 
second and third issues were printed by the Government, but of the fourth, 
issue the imprints show that the American Bank Note Cb. printed the faces 
of the 10 and 50 cent notes and the, backs of the 15 and 25 cent, the other side 
of each note being printed by the National Bank Note Co. 

On the face of each note is printed,' in carmine, the U. S. seal, and it is the 
size of this seal, together with the kind of paper on which they are printed, 
that must be considered in assigning these notes to the various series. 

The first series are the four values printed on a white bond paper with wa- 
ter marks. I have found the seal to be not quite round: about 1 19-32 inches 
wide and 1 18-32 inches high. Scott numbers these notes 57, 56, .59 and 60. 

Series two: Scott’s 61, 62, 63 and 64 are the same notes printed ou a water- 
marked paper, into which a small quantity of pink silk fibres have been in- 
troduced. The seal is a lighter shade of carmine than on series one, even 
when printed so strongly as to tinge the entire face of note. I have the 10 
cent of this series on which the seal is printed a Hght brown; possibly the 
other values exist of this variety. 

Series three are the notes as described, on paper with pink fibres but with 
no trace of watermarks; I have the three lower values, but liave not yet seen, 
the fifty cent. I have found the seal more nearly round in this series: 1 19-32 
inches in diameter. 

Scott’s 65, 66 and 67 are the three lower values known as large seal, blue end 
notes; no 50 cent note accompanies them. These notes I divide into two 
series, as follows: 

Series four are printed on a paper with left two-thirds of note containing- 
pink fibres and tinted pink, the right one-third having blue fibres and tinted 
lavender. 

Series five is printed on paper with fibres similarly distributed, but the left 
of note is not tinted and the right one-third is stained a decided blue. I have 
found the seals on the fourth and fifth series to be 1 18-32 inches wide and 1 
20-32 inches high. If this irregularity in the shape of the seai is attributable 
to the stretching or shrinking of the paper during process of printing, it is- 
curious that the distortion of the earlier series should be in one direction and 
that of the later in another. 

I have a 10 cent note allied to the fifth series with the seal printed a dark 
rich purple-brown; the other values also may be found to form another series. 

The sixth series is on same paper as series five; the seal is of same design 
but with sharper and clearer lines, onl v a shade over 14 inches in diameter and 
is round; they are known as small seal notes. With this series is included a 
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«ew 50 cent note bearing on the left a portrait of E. M. Stanton, Secretary of 
War, and in flve lines in center of remaining portion of note ‘‘ Fraction aldur- 
rency | United States | Fifty 1 Cents | 50.” The back shows a large “50 cents” 
on ornamental oval to right, and the inscription to left; all in a rectangular 
ornamental frame. This back is printed in green by the American Bank 
Note Co. The face bears no imprint, but at right end is “Patented July 24, 
1866”. If the patent is on the design, the paper or the combination I cannot 
say. 

The red seal is only 13-16 inch in diameter and the note is 4i inches wide 
and H inches high. 

These sixth series notes are Scotts 68, 69, 70 and 71. 

The “short stain” 50 cent is a scarce variety of the Stanton note with only 
i inch of the end stained blue. I have placed this note in my album with ser- 
ies live, not because it belongs there but for convenience in arrangement. 

My seventh series are the four values as in series six, also with small seals, 
but on a distinctly different paper; the fibres to right are blue and black and 
the stain is light, the notes having a clean gray apijearance, very different 
from tne blue stained ends.

WAR DECORATIONS. 


Orders and decorations of chivalry are so numerous in most of the countries 
of the world that an attempt even to name them, without pretending to de- 
scribe their origin or character, would be a formidable undertaking. But 
among the profusion of these glittering tokens of honor there are compara- 
tively few which are given for bravery alone, without any restriction of class 
which may be won as readily by the private soldier in the field or the ordin- 
ary seaman in. a naval fight as by the general or the admiral. Every country 
has its decorations for military services, but since many of them convey priv- 
ileges of rank and nobility they demand a certain social standing of the recip- 
ient, and hence are not to be won by the rank and file in the army and navy. 

One of the most famous of the few great orders for valor which makes no 
distinction of class is the Victoria Cross of Great Britain. It was instituted! 
at the close of the Crimean campaign in 1856, the queen deeming it desirable 
to have some suitable reward of the kind for her brave soldiers and sailors. 
The Victoria Cross is given only to those who perform in the enemy’s pres- 
ence some signal act of valor or devotion to country. It may be granted to 
volunteers as well as to the regular forces, if the volunteers are serving 
against an enemy to Great Britain. The decoration consists of a plain Mal- 
tese cross, in bronze, having in the center the royal crown, surmounted by the 
lion; and beneath the crown a scroll with the words “For valour.’’ 

On the reverse are inscribed the name of the recipient and the date of the 
deed of gallantry for which the cross was conferred. The ribbon which goes 
with the cross is blue for the navy and red forthe army. On the clasp which 
attaches cross and ribbon are two branches of laurel. Bronze bars are added 
to the ribbon for further brave deeds on the part of the holder, and these bars 
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are inscribed with the names of the actions in which the services were ren- 
-dered. A pension of £10 a year accompanies the decoration. A curious and 
interestinjf fact in regard to the bronze of which the Victoria Cross is made 
is that it is the metal of guns which have been taken from the enemy. 

The manner in which a soldier in the field is recommended for the cross is 
as follows: His action, having been observed by his own commanding oflQcer, 
is reported to the general commanding the army or the division. He, in 
turn, transmits the news to the British secretary of state for war, who in- 
forms the queen. The awarding of the Victoria cross is always announced in 
“‘The Gazette,” and a full description is published of the act of conspicuous 
hravery which won the honor. The recipient is entitled thereafter to sign 
after his name the letters “V. C.” As a matter of fact, however, this privi- 
lege has never been used by the rank and file, but has been confined to the of- 
ficers who have received the cross. Why this should be so it is difficult to 
say: certainly it argues great modesty on the part of Tommie Atkins and his 
brother Jack of the navy. It may be, too that the commissioned officers dis- 
couraged the assumption of the “V. C.” by those under them. 

During the terrible Indian mutiny in 1857 tlie cross was conferred many 
times upon private soldiers. A notable case was that of a young drummer 
who helped to fasten the powder bags on the gates of Delhi. By means of 
-this act the British troops were enabled to get possession of the city. An- 
other instance of the winning of the cross at this time was that furnished by 
:an Irish private soldier, wlio carried amid the greatest dangers and hard- 
ships an urgent message from the besieged garrison of Lucknow to Sir Colan 
'Campbell, begging him to hasten to the relief of the city. A recent presen- 
•tation of the Victoria Cross which has attracted universal interest is its 
gift to Piper Findlater, of the Gordon Highlanders, who distinguished him- 
-self at Dargai Ridge, in northern India, last September. 

The most coveted military decoration of Germany is the famous Iron Cross, 
.founded by Frederick William III, of Prussia, on March IQ, 1813, for patriot- 
ic bravery in the wars against Napoleon. It was revived in a slightly modi- 
fied form by William I in the Franco-Prussian war. and was awarded by him 
to his son, the late Emperor Frederick, for the victory of Wissemburg, on 
August 4, 1870. About forty thousand persons were decorated in 1870-71, or 
-during the war. The cross, as its name indicates, is of iron, set off by a 
silver rim. It is of the Maltese shape, like the Victoria Cross. In the upper 
limb the letters ‘‘F. W.” (Frederick William), surmounted by a crown. At 
the base of the lower limb is tlie date, 1813 or 1815, and in the center of the 
cross is a cluster of three oak leaves. The ribbon from which tlie cross hangs 
is black with a white border. From among his many orders and decorations 
the Iron Cross was Prince Bismarck’s favorite, and was usually the one he 
wore. 

Another Prussian military decoration is the Order of Merit, founded in 1740 
iby Frederick the Great. It consists of a blue enamelled cross, bearing the 
Setter “F,” the words “Pour le Merite” and a device of golden eagles. Since 
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1810 it has been given exclusively for distinction on the field. There is also a 
civil class of the Order for Merit, established in recent years to reward prom- 
inence in science and the arts. 

The badge of the great French order, the Legion of Honor, is termed a 
cross, but is in reality a star, with five double rays or points. The order was 
established by Napoleon in May, 1802, at the time of the Consulate. During 
his campaign many brave acts were recognized by the granting of the Cross 
of the Legion. On December 2, 1805, the day of his great victory at Auster- 
litz, “the battle of the three emperors,” Napoleon gave cross from his own 
breast to a grenadier of the Imperial Guard who had saved the emperor’s life 
from an attack by a Russian soldier. 

The star or cross which is the emblem of the order has undergone many 
modifications since it was first designed, owing to the succession of changes 
in the politics and government of France. In its original form, the effigy of 
Napoleon appeared in the circle in the center of the star. In Louis Phil- 
ippe’s time the head of Henri IV replaced that of Bonaparte. Napoleon III 
restored once more the imperial character of the badge, and finally, upon the 
establishment of the third republic, in 1870, the decoration was altered to its 
present form. 

The star is of white enamel, mounted upon gold or silver, according to the 
grade in which it is conferred. It rests upon a wreath, half oak and half lau- 
rel. In its center, where the heads of Napoleon and Henry IV figured at var- 
ious periods, is now an effigy of the republic, with the words “Republique 
Francaise.” On the reverse side are two tricolor standards, with the device 
“Honneur et Patrie.” 

The Cross of the Legion of Honor is conferred for political and scientific 
distinction, as well as for military and naval valor. In the army or navy a 
private soldier or sailor wins the distinction only by special bravery, though 
it may be conferred upon an officer after twenty years . of good and faithful 
service. 

The medal of honor of the United States is less widely known than the 
decorations just described, but it belongs to the same class, being granted for 
bravery to the men of the army and navy. It was established by acts of 
congress on July 12, 1862, and March 3, 1863, to be given to non-commissioned 
officers and privates for gallantry in action and soldier-likc qualities Two 
thousand medals were ordered to be issued. An instance in the course of the 
war when an entire regiment received the decoration took place at the battle 
of Gettysburg on July 1, 1863. The twenty-seventh Regiment of Maine vol- 
unteered in a body to remain for tne battle, although its term of enlistment 
had expired. All the members received medals. Since the civil war the 
medal has been bestowed for services in the various campaigns against the 
Indians. The first act for which the medal was conferred was that of As- 
ssistant Surgeon Bernard Irwin, who in February, 1861, volunteered to com- 
mand a body of soldiers against Mc' \ t i< lies in Arizona and succeeded n de- 
feating them. Whether the met; . . . .l.r granted’for services ia the present 
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war remains to be seen, but it Is probable that there have been many instanc- 
es of heroism to deserve it. 

In shape the medal is a flve-»pointed star, each point being tipped with a 
trefoil. In the points are clusters of oak and laurel. The medal is of bronze, 
thus maintaining the simplicity and lack of intrinsic value which character- 
izes the Victoria and Iron crosses, and which is suitable for an order of valor. 
In its center, surrounded by a circle of stars, is the figure of America. Hold- 
ing in her right hand a shield blazoned with the arms of the United States, 
she is repulsing Discord, represented bv a figure hoiding snakes in each hand. 
Above the star are two cannon crossed and surmounted by the American 
eagle. The clasp is composed of the American arms, and the medal is at- 
tached to it by a ribbon of the stars and stripes. 


RECENT FINDS OF ANCIENT MANUSCRIPT AND JUDEAEN COINS IN 

PALESTINE. 


For several years a German preacher, antiquarian and numismatist of Wal- 
broel, has been at work, personally and through agents, in excavations in 
Lecnisch, Palestine. His name is Brusselbach and he has lately issued a mon- 
ograph on the subject of his wonderful “finds” in this place where in 70 A. D. 
upon the destruction of the Temple ahd City of Jerusalem, many of the treas- 
ures were removed. Here he has found manuscripts written by Moses him- 
self, relating to the early biblical books. In relation to this Dr. Bruessel- 
bach says: “ The result of our Investigation is that the manuscript, judging 
from all external and internal evidence, is genuine Mosaic. If this be so, the 
religious world is on the point of some startling discoveries, for where one 
manuscript is found there may be others and the next manuscript unearthed 
may contain some portion of the Bible in this ancient script, thus supporting 
the tradition of the Mosaic authorship of the Pentateuch, or parts of it at 
least. 

The Palestine Exploration Fund of England party, who have been excavat- 
ing in the same locality, reports also many interesting disoveries, among 
them a coin of earlier date than any heretofore known. The oldest Hebrew 
coin discovered before this time bore the date of 143 B. C., and Bruessel- 
bach’s party discovered a large bronze coin of David’s time. It shows the 
crown of David whlcn is a circlet of stars. The crown was said according to 
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the story, to be made of gold of the value of a talent. The inscription about 
the coin reads: “David, King of Jerusalem. ”On the reverse is an eight- 
stringed harp, with the inscription: “Fear ye, repent ye. who are strong in 
faith.” Scholars and nnmismatists alike are exhibiting deep interest in this 
coin which was struck off almost three thousand years ago and passed cur- 
rent among tne subjects of King David in Jerusalem. 






The Seal of £otomoii. 

Among the more notable discovery reported by Dr. Bruesselbach is that of 
the “seal of Solomon”. There is no story more clearly remembered by those 
who have read the “Arabian Nights” than that of the mystic ring by which 
the genii were summoned to the service of its possessor. Arabic and Hebrew 
literature is full of the legends of the wonders performed by the might of Sol- 
omon’s seal, made through the wisdom of this wisest of monarchs. The in- 
scription is not so easy to read as those on the coins because of the peculiar 
shape of the letters and the fact that they are interwoven with the design on 
the seal. The name of Solomon has been deciphered. If this is the genuine 
seal of Solomon, it also has on it “the ineffable name” of God, Jehovah, but 
Bruesselbach has not been able to make this out to his own satisfaction amid 
the various lines traced upon its surface. 
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Another coin brought to light is evidently to be located about 175 B. 
C., in the time of the king-priest, Jason. The inscription is in a peculiar di- 
alect of Syro-Aramaic belonging to that period and written from left to right 
contrary to the Hebrew custom in writing. The decipherment of the in- 
scription is “K. Jehason G. Coin of the City,” which is translated, ‘‘Jason, 
the high priest (Kohen Gedol) of Israel.” On the reverse is a palm branch 
and a smoking alter, illustrating the priestly function of offering sacrifices in 
the temple. Strictly speaking Jason is not a Biblical character, for he lived 
in the time just following the close of the Biblical period, the accounts of 
which are very scanty. A seal ring, bearing the name of Simeon, the Macca- 
bee, who ruled 143-145 B. C., was among the other discoveries. The inscrip- 
is most distinct of all, being the most recent, and is therefore more easily 
read than the others. The letters are arranged around a seven-pointed star, 
and run: ‘‘Simeon, the high priest.” 

To Test the Discoveries. 

While Dr. Bruesselbach has made no attempt to exploit his discoveries, he 
claims that there is no doubt of their authenticity. At the same time he says 
that there is likely to be controversy regarding the genuineness of some of 
them and he therefore proposes to place these and other manuscripts, coins 
and rings, which he has dug up, before competent scholars to settle, if pos- 
sible, beyond a doubt, the question of their accuracy. 

The fact that he has found a manuscript purporting to come from the 
hands of Moses, bearing his name and that of Joshua (his successor) on the 
margin, written in very primitive characters on the most primitive material 
ever found, would seem to be important in itself. But there have been skil- 
ful forgeries of such documents before now, and, until a number of experts 
have passed upon the matter, judgment may have to be suspended. This dis- 
covery is, however, in line with other startling finds of the past few years. 
The unearthing at Nippur of inscriptions which carry civilization back to 
5,000 or 6,000 years B. C., showing that the art of printing was known and 
practiced at that early day, settles one of the objections which has frequent- 
ly been raised against the possibility of Moses having written any part of the 
bible, the natural doubt as to the use of writing at that early date. 

The discoveries of Dr. Bruesselbach will certainly arouse widespread inter- 
est and awaken renewed enthusiasm for the work of exploration in the Holy 
Land. 
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NUMISMATIC SOCIETY OP LONDON. 


• 

A meeting of the Numismatic Society of London was held on December 16, 
1898, Dr. O. Codrington in the chair. Major D. Carnegie and H. W. Monck- 
ton were elected members. Mr. W. C. Boyd exhibited two copper coins of 
Constantine the Great, struck while Ciesar. 

Both were of the “Genio Popuh* iJomam’Hype, but one was remarkable in 
having on the obverse the Bust of Constantine, armed with spear and shield. 
This particular type appears to have been hitherto unknown. Mr. L. A. 
Lawrence exhibited a six-pence of Charles I, of the Lower Mint, with the 
triangle mint mark. It weighed eighty-four grains, or nearly double the 
weight of the then current six-pence. Mr. J. B. Caldecott showed a series of 
Spanish silver coins, counter-struck for currency in Jamaica. The earlier 
pieces were countermarked with “G. K.” in script letters under a crown. 
Mr. L. A. Lawrence read a paper on a find of groats of late Plantagenet and 
early Tudor times. He pointed out that the state of the coins served as a 
guide to their chronological issue, and showed that the evidence afforded by 
the hoard confirmed the sequence of the mint marks of Edward IV and Hen- 
ry VII, as recently suggested by him. Mr. J. E Pritchard communicated a 
paper on copper and lead tokens struck at Bristol in the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries. From tho evidence of orders in council and cor- 
poration records, it would appear that though rarely met with at the present 
time, these tokens were issued in very large numbers in 1578 and following 
years, and formed the principal currency in Bristol and the immediate neigh- 
borhood. The issue of the sixteenth century pieces also lasted until 1679, 
which was several years after the general suppression of such tokens.

1897 BROKE THE RECORD IN GOLD COINAGE. 


Geo. E. Roberts, director of the mint, in his annual report says that the 
that the gold coinage of the world in,1897 was the largest recorded, amount- 
in value to $327,719,342, against $195,899,517 in 1896. Of the former sum $146,- 
622,194 was recoinage, and approximately $291,097,148, a net addition to the 
stock of gold coins. The principal coinage was by the United States, Great 
Britian, Russia, Germany, Austria-Hungary, France and Japan. The extra- 
ordinary coinage of the year is accounted for by the preparation of Russia, 
Austria-Hungary and Japan for /their monetary reforms. In the case of 
Russia particularly, gold which has been accumulating for years, much of it 
in bars, was passed through the mints to prepare it for circulation. 

•‘Great as was the world’s production of gold in 1897,” continued the di- 
rector, ‘‘amounting to the value of $237,504,800, and exceeding that of 1896 by 
$34,822,500, it is, judging by the returns already at hand, certain that the 
product of 1898 will be still greater.” 

Reviewing the efforts of the Wolcott international bimetallic commission, 
the director says that the sentiment in favor of a bimetallic money standard, 
supported by international agreement, had found expression, not only by the 
legislative bodies of France and -Germany, but of Great Britain, and it had, 
therefore, seemed opportune that a conference should be held, with a view to 
ascertaining what concerted action might be agreed upon. 

Mr. Roberts adds: “A single nation, acting alone, is certain to lose the 
dearer metal entirely and retain only the cheaper as its standard.” 
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We herewith present our readers with a faithful copy of a nondescript med- 
al with a request for information concerninff its history, origin and use. The 
metal is lead or pewter and bears evidence of having been cast in a sand mole.

EoiTOBiAL’thanks are extended to Charles Morris, Esq., of Chicago, 111., 
for a copy of Franco- American Jetons, a compilation by Ed Frossard, assisted 
by Chas. Morris, and to whom he dedicated the monograph. These Franco- 
American Jetons were struck between the years 1525 and 1758, under the 
authority of the French government, to commemorate the colonization of 
Canada and the Mississippi Valiey-and also to glorify the extension of French 
rule in these new colonies. We extract the following from the preface: 
“Among Americans, Chas. E. Amthon was the first to turn his attention to 
the subject. The result of his observations was embodied in an article pub- 
lished in the American Journal of Numismatics for January, 1879, He was 
followed by the Hon. Geo. W. Parsons, who wrote a scholarly and exhaustive 
treatise on these Jetons from an historical point of view, likewise published 
in the American Journal of Numismatics, and subsequently reprinted in 
pamphlet form. 

General descriptive lists of Franco-American Jetons have also been pub- 
lished in Zay’s “Historic Monetaire des Colonies Francaises,” in Betts’ “Am- 
erican Colonial History, Illustrated by Coteraporary Medals,” in Leroux’ 
“Le Medaillier du Canada,” and in Briton’s “Monnaies and Jetons du Cana- 
da.” 

The first attempt at detailed descriptions of the Franco-American Jetons 
was made by the writer in the catalogue of the J. V. Palmer sale, January, 
1884, where 22 different specimens were offered, all minutely described and 
illustrated by a photogravure plate. Subsequently a list descriptive of 27 
pieces was published in Numisma for March, 1884.

POSTAGE AND FRACTIONAL CURRENCY OF THE UNITED STATES. 


[GEO. W. RICE.] 


FIFTH GENERAL iSt^UE, 

The fifth general issue— Feb. 26, 1874, to Feb. 15, 1876,— resolves itself into* 
three series called ‘‘Green Seal,” “Long Key” and “Short Key” notes. 

The green seal notes embrace only 10 and 50 cent values. The 10 cent note- 
has on face a large portrait of William M. Meredith to left and “Fractional 
Currency” across left end. “United States X Cents” is on upper right side. 
It is printed in black by the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. In the^ 
lower right portion is the U. S. seal printed in green. The back has the us~ 
ual wording, partly on an ornamental border, the remainder to right .in oval 
ornament. It is printed in green by the Columbian Bank Note Co., Wash- 
ington, D. C. The note is 3 5-16 inches wide and 2 1-8 inches high. It is oik 
white paper with blue fibres to right and pink one to left, the fibres being 
mOvStly on surface of back of note. 

The 50 cent note presents on left end of face the portrait of Samuel Dexter, 
“Fifty Cents” on a lathe work ornament across right end, with “United 
States 1 Fractional Currency” | above, and “Fifty Cents. 50” below the right 
central part, all in black, by the government. The United States seal ia 
green is in right central portion. 

The back is printed in green by the National Bank Note Co., New York, 
and has the value in large numerals on a beautiful oval ornament to right and 
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in smaller figures in the left corners. The wording is in a column down the 
center. In upper right corner is “Act March 3d, 1863,” and in lower right 
corner, “Act June 30th, 1864.” 

It is on paper same as the 10 cent and is 3 13-16 inches wide and 2 l-8*inches 
high. These green seal notes are Scott’s 72 and 73. 

The second series— Scott’s 74 and 75 — consists of a 10 cent note precisely 
like that above, except that the seal is printed in red, and a 25 cent note, 
generally arranged to resemble the 10, with a portrait of Kobt. J. Walker to 
left. This also has a red seal. The back is printed in green by the Colum- 
bian Bank Note Co. 

The seal oh all the foregoing 10 and 25 cent notes contains a key, 6-32 inch 
long, the shaft of which is represented by one heavy line. 

Series three are Scott’s 76 and 77, the 10 and 25 cent notes as in series**two, 
but the red seai has been re-engraved; it is 1-16 inch smaller. The--key is 
5-32 inch long, with a shaft of two lines. 

The 10 cent note of this series has been found with the back printed in 
blue. I belifeve it to be a rarity. With this series is classed a 50 cent note 
with portrait of William H. Crawford to left and wording as On the previous 
50 cent note to right, with “series of 1875.” It was printed in black by the 
government, with red seal larger than the other notes and oval. It is 4f 
inches wide and 2i inches high. The back was printed in green by Jos. A. 
Carpenter, Philadelphia, and has dates of acts March 3, 1863, and June 30, 
1864; also “Patented July 24, 1866.” 

All the notes of the fifth general issue have on the face a number and a let- 
ter, probably to indicate the plate and the position of each note. I have 
seen numbers from 1 to 72 and letters from A to P. Many collectors strive to 
obtain each note with eacn serial letter, but an attempt to gather them, 
multiplied by the figures as well, would seem to be prohibited by the number 
involved, running well into the thousands. 

No proofs of the fourth and fifth issues were printed for collectors and they 
were only obtainable by special favor. They are seldom offered and are held 
at high prices. 

The first, second and third issues were, I believe, supplied only in sheets, 
to be separated by the user. I have seen most of the varieties in this form. 
All subsequent issues were furnished in packages of notes, cut singly. I have 
however, seen one set of the fourth issue (the Lincoln 50 cent) in complete 
sheets. 

The issue of Fractional currency was discontinued Feb. 15, 1876, and a page 
of U nited States history was closed. 

This paper will have served its purpose if it has furnished any information 
to collectors of fractional currency or has aroused an interest in them in 
others. 

I shall be glad to add a subsequent chapter, making all necessary correc- 
tions and giving all further knowledge acquired, which I wish could be so 
complete as to warrant the publishing of a numbered list, which should con- 
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tain all existing: varieties. To this end I invite criticism on this paper and 
additional information on the subject of “United States Fractional Curren- 
cy. ’ ’

THE 1804 DOLLAR AGAIN. 


That the silver dollar of 1804 commands a substantial premium and is rec- 
ognized as the rarest American coin is a fact of which most people are aware, 
yet very few perhaps are familiar with its interesting history, and the causes 
which give to it a value far above that of any other piece. The rarest price 
it ever realized was $1,200, a fine specimen having brought that figure in 1883. 
A few years later another specimen, not quite so sharp, was sold for $1,000. 
There are in existence today from twelve to fifteen ^specimens, valued at 
from |300 to $1,000, according to condition. Prized by collectors, they are 
seldom offered for sale, and if one was wanted' at the present time the cus- 
tomer might have to wait a number of years before a single piece would find 
its way into the market. The death of some prominent numismatist, whose 
collection is disposed of by auction or at private sale, affords the only oppor- 
tunity to secure a coin of this kind, which can justly be called the “King of 
Rarities.” 

The dollar of 1804 is different in design from those one is accustomed to see- 
ing and would be picked out immediately as an odd and curious lookingpiece. 
The obverse, or head, as it is familiarly called, is a draped bust of Liberty, 
facing the right, thehair is flowing and the head is bound with a fillet. Above 
there are thirteen stars, six before and seven after it, the one to the right 
nearly touching the “Y” of Liberty. On the reverse, or tail, is an eagle, 
bearing bn his breast a broad shield and in his beak a scroll, on which is in- 
scribed “E Pluri bus Unum.” In the right talon are twelve arrows and in 
the left a branch of olive. Above these in an arch are clouds extending from 
•wing to wing and in the fields beneath, thirteen stars. Around the top is 
the inscription “United States of America” and on the edge “One Hundred 
Cents, One Dollar or Unit.” The latter inscription Is lightly struck in some 
parts. 

In official circles the reason given for the scarcity of the piece is that the 
entire output was sent to China and that the vessel carrying the cargo was 
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wrecked and never again heard of. This explanation, however, is not credit- 
ed by expert numismatists, who ridicule it as a story without foundation. 
There have been many theories advanced for the mysterious disappearance of 
these pieces, but none of them can be verified, and those best informed on the 
subject are at a loss to understand what disposition was made of them. 
There is no way of proving even that any were coined in that year, and the 
opinions given can, therefore, only be based on speculation. The dies were 
made, but perhaps never used, as Uncle Sam’s money factories only coin on a 
special order. If there was a sufflcient number of dollars in circulation in 
1804, it is possible that none were made bearing that date, but this argument 
also is problematical. In truth, there is so little information to be had that 
the oldest collectors in the country can offer no opinion to solve the mystery. 

***** 

A peculiar fact in connection with this great rarity is that most experts 
agree that the pieces in existence today, with a possible exception, are “re- 
strikes,” having been made from the original dies, but at a time subsequent 
to the year in which they are dated. To back up this argument, the known 
specimens differ in many respects, which would seem to indicate that they 
were coined at different times. The “reverse” is seen in several distinct va- 
rieties, the weights of the pieces vary considerably and in many instances 
the inscriptions on tlie edge are different. With absolutely no means of 
authenticating the pieces, and considering the opinion of numismatists, who 
have been Identified with coin collecting for many years, one is apt to credit 
the belief that they were coined.at later periods. Certainly, if a large quan- 
tity was made in 1804, a few of them, at least, would have been found that 
could be properly identified. 

The exception above mentioned is a piece formerly held by a collector in 
Baltimore, who claimed that it was plowed up in a field in the south. 
Strange to say, it is the poorest of all the known specimens, and for this rea- 
son is thought by some collectors to be the only genuine 1804 dollar extant. 
But here again is the same obstacle to be overcome, for there is nothing to 
prove conclusively that it is an original. Undoubtedly the piece has a better 
claim to genuineness than those reposing in various collections over the 
country, but it narrows down to a matter of faith, pure and simple. It may 
be a genuine 1804 dollar; there is nothing to prove that it is not. On the 
other hand, one has to take the finder’s word for it, and that is the only in- 
formation to be had. The specimen is well and favorably known among col- 
lectors and dealers alike, and if offered for sale would probably bring.a fancy 
price. 

The fiscal year of the Philadelphia Mint, which in 1804 was the only one in 
the country, begins with July 1 and ends with June 30, this including two 
dates in a year’s coinage. The report lor the fiscal year ending June 30, 1805, 
shows the coinage of a large number of dollars but does not state what year 
they were dated. No dollar bearing the date of 1805 has ever been found, and

it is generally thought that those mentioned in the report were coined in 
1804. It this is the case then the only problem is, what became of all these 
pieces? In recent years the mint records have been kept systematically, and 
Pne is able to determine how many pieces of each denomination are coined in 
the calendar or fiscal year but early in the century little or no attention was 
paid to this matter, and the opinion was more than once expressed that when 
a large order was received the dies of any date that happened to be lying 
around were cdlled into use to run off the pieces. Of course, this is specula- 
tion also, but owing to the irregularity of the issues and the existence of a 
large humber of “overdates,” which are pieces struck from a die in which 
one figure has been engraved over another, such a theory is rendered possible 
if not probable. 

*•«•*** 

Owing to the many counterfeits of the 1804 dollar that are continually cir- 
culating over the country, it is never safe to purchase one of the pieces from 
anyone not known. Casts, electrotypes, altered dates and dollars made of 
lead are scattered over the land in profusion, and a number of extensive 
swindles have been perpetrated in past years. Some of the bogus pieces are 
so cleverly executed that it takes an expert to detect them, and it is, there- 
fore, not surprising that they would deceive the average person. Occasional- 
ly one sees a .specimen of the proper metal and .seemingly genuine in every 
particular, but on close examination it will be found that the date has been 
tampered with, and under a powerful glass is clearly seen to have been al- 
tered. All sorts of fake pieces bearing the date 1804 are known to be in ex- 
istence and the intending purchaser should think twice and look sharp or 
else get the opinion of someone who is posted before he parts with his money. 

While it is true that those pieces coined by the mint are seldom offered for 
sale, they have not brought, nearly so high a price in recent years as formerly, 
•owing, no doubt, to the general belief among numismatists that they were 
not made in the year 1804. Many heated arguments have been waged over 
this nc»torious piece, but it is useless to conjecture as to whether it is genu- 
ine, for there are no records or other proof to settle the argument. No one is 
living today who, in 1804, was old enough to occupy a position of importance 
in the mint, and as no information can be obtained from the records of that 
year, it will probably never be known whether any dollars were coined in l804, 
and if so, what disposition was made of them. The pieces in existence today 
are, of course, valuable, because the legitimate product of the mint, whether 
made in 1804 or not, and are prized more than any other Ameriean coin. 
Whether they will touch a higher price than that realized in past years re- 
mains to be seen, but the probabilities are that the market value will de- 
crease rather than advance, as the authenticity of the piece is not what it 
•ought to be. 

Of course there were dollars struck with the date of 1805, as all collectors 
know, and the following, from the pen of W. E. Curtis, the Washington cor- 
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respondent of the Chicago Becord, inspired by B. H. Collins, is nearer correct: 

“So far as the opinion of experts go, there are only three genuine silver 
dollars, coined in 1804, in existence. One of them belongs to the city of Oma- 
ha, having been presented by the late Byron Beed, who paid $750 for it at- 
auction. The second belongs to J. C. Bandall, of Philadelphia, who paid 
$570 for it in 1888. Mr. Ellsworth bought his from the Stearns collection, of 
Salem, Mass., and paid for it, as I have said, $1,02-5. There are a number of 
other coins bearing the date of 1804, but their genuineness is doubted. Only 
recently a bartender named Billy Seymour, at Chateau, Mont., offered an 1804- 
dollar for sale for $2,000. He does not know its history, but claims to have 
taken it in over the bar for drinks. Mr. B. H. Collins, of this city, who is 
one of the highest authorities on coins, and was connected with the treasury 
for many years, tells me that some years ago there was an epidemic of 1804 
dollars among bartenders throughout the country. It was ascertained that 
they were vere very skillfully manufactured by a man named Kennedy, in 
Lowell, Mass. He took dollars bearing the date of 1800, which are compara- 
tively numerous, removed the second cipher, covered the face with wax, 
etched a figure 4 in the proper place, and by the use of a galvanic battery, 
attached a four in silver to the coin, which endured all the tests known to 
numismatics. He sold them through the agency of men looking like tramps, 
who claimed to have inherited fortunes and wasted them in dissipation, with 
the exception of one valuable coin, which was worth thousands of dollars. 
They found saloon-keepers the most credulous customers. 

Mr. Collins does not believe any of the dollars bearing the date 1804 were 
coined in that year. Mr. Preston, for many years director of the mint, who 
is also an authority on such subjects, believes the records are correct, and 
that 18,570 were coined, as the books show. His theory is that they all went 
to Central America and that a few of them drifted back to this country. 
There is, however, a more interesting explanation of the mystery. In 1804 
the United States was at war with Algiers, and the frigate Philadelphia ran 
aground in the harbor of Tripoli and was captured by the Algerians. Steph- 
en Decatur, then a lieutenant in the navy, with a boat’s crew, went into the 
harbor of Tripoli one night and blew up the Philadelphia, very much as Hob- 
son sunk the Merrlmac. Lord Nelson pronounced it “the most daring act of 
the age.” It is a popular theory that the entire coinage of the year 1804 was 
sent to the paymasters of the fleet and that most of the money was on board 
the Philadelp hia when she was captured and was probably destroyed. A por- 
tion of the money may have been disbursed in paying the .sailors and in the 
purchase of supplies, but this is generally assumed to explain the disappear- 
ance of the dollars and half-dollars coined in 1804. 

In 1858 all the dies in. the mint were destroyed. But before this was done 
a number of impressions called re-strikes were made from each as relics and 
for the purpose of .securing an exchange with other mints and collectors. It 
was hoped by this means to obtain a complete collection of samples of the- 
United States coinage. But the “re-strikes,” in order to distinguish them 
from the original coins, were not milled, that is, the edges were left smooth. 

In 1804 321 silver dollars were coined and then the mint was shut down un- 
til 1836. but the coins of 1805 are to be found in every important collection. 
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COIN ROBBERY AT THE CARNEGIE MUSEUM. 


The Thief Arrested and Sentenced. 


[PITTSBURG (pa.) DAILY DISPATCH, FEB. 26.] 


The theft of six valuable coins from the Carnegie Museum on January 12 
last was run to earth yesterday by the arrest in Philadelphia of James A. 
Pryor, a negro, who was trying to dispose of one of them to a numismatist. 
Pryor made a complete confession to Superintendent of Police Linden after 
being locked up. His arrest is the culmination of one of the most remark- 
able mysteries ever handled by the local detective bureau. 

On the day following the robbery an exclusive account of its perpetration 
was published in the Dispatch. About 8 o'clock that morning an unknown 
man called Dr. W. J. Holland, Curator of the museum, by telephone at his 
residence. Fifth and Belleville avenues. He claimed to be manager of 
“Moore’s Detective Agency,” and said he had a thought he had a clue as to 
the thieves. He offered his services to Dr. Holland, if the remuneration was 
sufficient. He wanted to know when he could have a personal interview. 

Dr. Holland replied that he would be at home until 1 o’clock that after- 
noon. The man promised to come before that time. Dr. Holland then com- 
municated with Superintendent Roger O’Mara, of the Bureau of Detectives. 

DETECTIVES WAIT FOR THE STRANGER. 

The latter had detailed Detective Richard Kelly on the coin robbery the 
previous, before the affair became public. He sent Kelly, accompanied by 
Detective Thomas Kelly, to the Holland residence to wait for the mysterious 
personage who intended to call. The detectives sat in the library until 1 
o’clock, without their visiting. About that time, however, the postman ar- 
rived with a letter for Dr. Holland. This letter had been mailed at Station 
A, East Liberty, at 10 o’clock that morning. The handwriting was good, and 
evidently that of a person of some education. The letter was as follows: 

Dr. W. J. Holland: 

Dear Sir— This is a bold proposition, but I write to enquire if you will give 
a reward for recovering the coins that was stolen from Carnegie Museum? 
1 never stole anything before in my life, but hard luck drove me to it. I 
have got all the coius except the small one, which I sold for $4.86. I used the 
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money to get something to eat, as I was nearly starved. I had no idea the 
’things were so valuable until I looked in the Dispatch this morning. You 
can let me know what you can do in the personal column in the Dispatch on 
Wednesday, the 18th inst., and then I will make arrangements about deliver- 
ing the things to you myself. Now, what will be the best satisfaction, to 
give a poor, desperate, hard-luck, conscience-stricken fellow,a year or so in 
the lockup or to have the satisfaction of having the things back for a little 
money, which, maybe, I can pay back to you when I get on my feet? I think 
^the things ought to be worth $200 to $250. I will not dispose of them until I 
•hear from you on the 18th through the Dispatch. You can write under the 
head of “Ed.” 

After a consultation with Superintendent O’Mara, Dr. Holland had the 
following advertisement inserted in the personal column of the Dispatch on 
Wednesday morning, January 18: 

Ed— Everything is satisfactory except strike out two and insert one, which 
is more than can be got elsewhere. Communicate to the same address, stat- 
ing where arrangements can be made. W. 

To this advertisement there was no reply. The detectives say that it be- 
came noised in certain quarters that negotiations for the recovery of the 
coins were pending between Dr. Holland and the thief. This had the effect 
of scaring the latter off, and there was no further word received by Dr. Hol- 
land. 

Yesterday morning Dr. Holland received a letter from Mason & Co., coin 
dealers and numismatists, 1314 Filbert street, Philadelphia. It stated that 
several days ago a colored man had called there and tried to dispose of a gold 
coin known as a “Protectorate or Broad,” dated 1656. They said they knew 
of the valuable nature of tlie coin and that it was very rare. They said, 
furthermore, that a well-known and wealthy resident of Philadelphia, who 
makes a fad of collecting rare coins, had been trying for several years to se- 
cure this specimen or one like it. 

INFORMATION PROMPTLY FURNISHED. 

The firm had notified this man that the coin had come within reach. They 
told the negro they could probably find a purchaser and asked him to come 
back Saturday afternoon. To this he readily agreed, they said. Meanwhile 
the prospective purchaser had visited Mason & Co. and told them he had 
read in a Pittsburg paper of the robbery of a museum, as he thought, in 
either Alleghany or Altoona, and of the disappearance of six old coins, among 
them a “Broad.” Therefore Mason & Co. wanted to know of Dr. Holland, 
.as Curator of the Carnegie Museum, if he could give them any information 
about the coin brought them. 

Yes, it was very probable that Dr. Holland could. It is said the dignified 
•Chancellor of the Western University gave his old college yell when he read 
the letter. Then he visited Superintendent Roger O’Mara. The latter sent 
two telegrams to Philadelphia. One was to Mason & Co., over the name of 
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Dr. Holland, a.^^king them to detain the negro who would call that day to sell 
the “Broad,” and that a detective would be at the store to arrest him. The 
second telegram was to Chief of Police Linden, asking that a detective be 
sent to Mason & Co.’s store to arrest the negro. Superintendent O’Mara 
signed this one himself. 

AEKBST OF THE COIK THIEF. 

About 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon. Superintendent O’Mara received an • 
answer from Chief Linden, stating that a colored man, giving his name as 
James A. Pryor, had been arrested at Mason & Co.’s store. He was taken to 
headquarters, where he made a full confe.ssion. Dr. Holland was notified of 
the arrest soon after, and he and Superintendent O’Mara held a ratification 
meeting in the latter’s private office, that was brimful of enthusiasm. 

Pryor is thought to be a well known Pittsburg character. The police think 
he is the man who was arrested about a year ago for the theft of some billiard 
balls. Ex-Coroner Heber McDowell, who had interested himself in the man, 
interceded in his belialf. Pryor was a familiar figure about the coroner’s of- 
fice and the morgue. His father is a well known colored preacher. A detec- 
tive will be sent to Pliiladelphia today for the purpose of bringing him back 
to Pittsburg. 

Few mysteries have furnished the detectives such hard work as this coin 
robbery. Acting on the mysterious telephone message, they scoured the city, 
and finally found that on the morning of January 12, between 8 and 10 o’clock 
two colored men had used the telephone at the Herron Hill reservoir. One of 
them talked to a doctor in Bellevue. 

TRACING TELEPHONE MESSAGES. 

One of the messages was traced and found to be perfectly legitimate. 
Nothing was known of the other man or his conversation. Pryor is said to 
live in the vicinity, and it is believed he is one of the men who used the tele- 
phone that morning. 

The robbery was an exceedingly simple affair. Detective Richard Kelley 
explained last night how a slight jar was sufficient to open one of the cases in 
that department. The lids are on top and hinged. There is a frail frame- 
work of wood for the glass, and although it is constantly locked, a little shak- 
ing was sufficient to dislodge lid, lock and all. After that the removal of the 
coins was an easy matter. Each one lay in a little leather case. 

Suspicion first attached to two men and two women, who were seen in the 
coin room shortly before the robbery was discovered. This theory was proved 
incorrect, however, as all these persons were traced and noie of them are 
colored. The detectives have had the conviction for several weeks that a col- 
ored man was the guilty party. 

The coins taken were: Twenty shilling “Broad,” Oliver Cromwell Protec- 
torate, 1656; George I V, guinea, 1823; Charles II, guinea, 1676; George III, 
guinea, 1794; William III, guinea, 1698; Victoria sovereign, 1886. The latter 
is the coin which Pryor disposed of. It is worth $4.86, the same as any other 
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sovereign, and this was the amount secured, as he stated in the letter to Dr. 
Holland. It is thought that all of the coins will be recovered, as Pryor has 
evidently gone to coin firms in selling them. It will be an easy matter to 
trace them after that. 


PRYOR PLEADED GUILTY. 


Coin Thief Sentenced to Two Years in the Work House. 


[PITTSBURG (PA.) TIMES, MARCH 8.] 


James A. Pryor, the young colored man who stole six valuable gold coins 
from the Carnegie museum, and was later arrested in Philadelphia, pleaded 
guilty yesterday in Criminal court. Pryor, when >taken before Judge R. S. 
Frazer, pleaded for leniency on the ground that he assisted the police in re- 
covering the coins. Rev. W. J. Holland, D. D., director of the museum, 
briefly told the court the details of the theft. Pryor said that he was out of 
work, in debt, had sickness in the family and would have returned the coins 
had not so much publicity been given the robbery. 

“How did you open the case?” asked the court. 

“I forced it open with my hands, your honor. It was not a difficult i.thing- 
to do,” replied the prisoner. 

“I feel that I ought to make an example of you,” said JudgeiFrazer. “That 
is a public institution, and I ought to be quite severe. People are allowed to 
go in there free, and protection must be had. I will take into ^consideration 
that you have given information for the recovery of the coins; otherwise I 
would have given the full extent of the law, which is three years.” 

Pryor was then sent to the work house for a term of two years.

The objects of this society are: To assist in acquiring knowledge in regard 
to numismatics; to cultivate a feeling of friendship among collectors and to 
enable them to affiliate with collectors of.similar societies in America and 
Foreign Countries; and the formation of a cabinet and library of numismatic 
literature for the use of its members. 

Coastltutiott. 

AKTICLE I. — Name and Object. 

Sec. 1. This organization shall be known as the American Numismatic 
Association. 

Sec. 2. Its objects shall be the encouragement and promotion of numisma- 
tic science and the formation of a cabinet and library relating to the same. 

AKTICLE II.— Membership. 

Sec. 1. The membership of this association shall be divided into twoclass- 
, es: Active and Honorary. 

Sec. 2. The first class shall constitute the governing body of the associa- 
tion, from which all officers shall be chosen. 

Sec. 3. Only Active members residing in the United States or Canada, 
shall be eligible to hpld office in the association. 

Se®. 4. The second class shall comprise those persons who are considered 
deserving of the distinctive title of Honorary. Honorary members shall be 
elected only at the annual convention, upon the written nomination of five 
Active members. 

Sec. 5. All apnlications for Active membership shall be addressed to the 
secretary on the form prescribed by Sec. 6 and accompanied with the annual 
dues of one dollar. In case the application is rejected, this fee shall be re- 
funded. 

Sec. 6. Form of application. I hereby make application for active mem- 
bership in the American Numismatic association, subject to the constitution 
and by-laws of said association.

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Sec. 7. Upon receipt of snch application in due form, the secretar}' shall 
cause the name and address of the applicant and his references to be pub- 
lished in the next number of the official organ, and if no objections are re- 
ceived by him within one month from the date of publication, the applicant 
shall be entitled to membership in the association. 

Sec. 8. In case objection is made to the admission of the applicant, the 
secretary shall refer the matter to the board of trustees the secretary of which 
shall at once notify such applicant, stating the name of the objector and the 
nature of the objection and request a statement of his side of the' case. As 
soon as this has been received, the board of trustees shall consider the matter 
and either accept or reject the application and notify the secretary of its de- 
cision. 

Sec. 9. Whenever written charges have been brought against a member 
the secretary of the board of trustees shall notify such member, giving a 
written copy of the charges; the member so accused shall be permitted to en- 
ter a written defense, after which the board of trustees shall determine the 
case under such rules and regulations as it may adopt and may censure, sus- 
pend or expel such member. 

Sec. 10. Appeal may be made from the decision of the board of trustees to 
the next annual vote of the association, the decision of which shall be 
final, but the president must be notified of such appeal within thirty days af- 
ter the decision of the board of trustees has been published.

Sec. 2, The official board shall be composed of the President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Secretary, Treasurer and Chairman of board of trustees. 

Sec. 3. In case of a vacancy in any office the official board shall appoint a 
member in good standing, to serve for the remainder of the term. 

Sec. 4. Whenever ten members of the association prefer charges against 
any officer for dereliction of official duty or violation of the constitution, such 
•officer shall be tried by a court composed of one of tlie trastees acting ex-offi- 
cio as presiding officer and two members chosen by the board of trustees. 
The finding of such court shall be final and binding both upon the association 
and the official tried. 

Sec. 5. All officers are to be elected yearly and such election shall be by 
ballot under the direction of the board of trustees, and in such a manner as 
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they may recommend. A plurality of the ballots cast shall elect. 

Sec. 6. At least sixty days prior to an election the board of trustees shall 
call for nominations and the names of all candidates shall be published in the 
official organ at least thirty days prior to the election. 

ARTICLE IV.— Duties of Officers. 

Sec. 1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the association. He 
shall sign all warrants on the Treasurer. In case of a vacancy in any office he 
shall appoint a member to act until the official board fills the vacancy. In 
case any officer is prevented by sickne.'is or other causes, from performing the 
duties of his office the president may appoint a substitute to act during such 
disability. 

Sec. 2. The Vice-President shall act as President, in the event of the 
death, absence or inability of the President. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary shall keep a true record of the transactions of the 
association and preserve all documents. He shall collect the dues and bal- 
ances due the association and pay the same to the Treasurer at least once a 
month. He shall draw and countersign all warrants on the Treasurer. He 
shall publish in the official organ all applications for membership (as provid- 
ed by Article II, Sec. 7) list o>f new members and any other information he 
may receive in his official capacity. He shall, when required, give the board 
of trustees an approved bond for one hundred dollars for faithful performance 
of his dutie.s. 

Sec. 4. The Treasurer shall receipt for all monies received from the Sec- 
retary. He shall not pay out any money except upon warrants duly drawn 
and signed by the President and Secretary. He shall have charge of any .se- 
curities belonging to the assjciation. He shall, at theclo.se of his term, pre- 
sent a complete statement of the financial condition of the association and 
report of his transactions during the year, accompanied by the proper vouch- 
ers. He shall furnish such bond as the board of trustees may require. 

Sec. 5. The Librarian and Curator shall have charge of all coins, medals,, 
books, papers, etc., which the association may acquire and shall permit ac- 
cess thereto by the members under such regulations as are prescribed by the 
by-laws. He shall compile accurate catalogues of the same, with the names 
of donors, or price, if purchased by the association, together with any other 
information concerning them and keep them in order and^ safety. 

Sec. 6. The Superintendent of exchange shall conduct the exchange busi- 
ness of the asfsociation under the rules and regulations provided by the by- 
laws. He shall furnish an approved bond when required by the board of trus- 
tees. 

Sec. 7. The Detector of Counterfeits shall pass upon the Sgenuineness of 
all coins, medals, etc., which may be submitted to him by the members of 
the association for that purpose. 

Sec. 8. The Board of Trustees shall elect its own Chairman and Secretary. 
It shall have general oversight of the interests of the association and per- 
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form such duties as may be required of it by the constitution and by-laws. 
Its Secretary shall be the custodian of the ofticial bonds. 

Sec. 9. All officers shall report through the official organ, yearly. 

Sec. 10. All officers at the expiration of their terms of office, shall deliver 
to their succe.ssors, all books, papers, monies or other property of the associa- 
tion which may be in their possession and shall not be relieved of their bond 
or obligation until this requirement has been complied with. 

ARTICLE V.— Convention. 

Sec. 1. This association shall meet in convention at such times and places 
as may be decided upon by a majority vote of the members voting. A quo- 
rum for the transaction of business shall consist of one-third of the active 
membership, either present in person or represented by proxy. 

Sec. 2. Such conventions, with the date, shall be announced by the official 
board at least three months prior to the date of the meeting. 

' Sec. 3. Upon written request of at least twenty-five members, the Presi- 
dent shall call for a general vote of the Association upon any desired ques- 
tion. 

Sec. 4. Such vote shall be taken under the direction of the board of trus- 
tees and a majority of the votes cast shall determine the question. 

Sec. 5. Whenever a general vote is taken, at least thirty days shall elapse 
between the call for such vote and the closing of the polls. 

ARTICLE VI.— Branches. 

The organization of branch associations shall be encouraged in every local- 
ity containing five or more members of the Association and, such branches 
shall be subject to the provisions thereof in the by-laws. 

ARTICLE VII.— Amendments. 

Sec. 1. This constitution may be altered or amended only by the consent 
of two-thirds of the members voting upon such alteration or amendment. 

Sec. 2. The President shall order a general vote upon the reconsideration 
of any amendment or alteration whenever requested to do so by one-third of 
the voting membership of the association, but no reconsideration shall be 
taken if notice of such amendment has been published in the official organ 
not more than sixty nor less than thirty days prior to the offering of such 
amendment or alteration. 

Sec. 3. All amendments or alterations shall go into effect upon official an- 
nouncement of the result of such vote. 

Sec. 4. Any by-laws, not in conflict with this constitution, may be made 
or amended by the official board, but such by-laws may be subjected to a gen- 
■eral vote as provided by Article V, Sec. 3. 

Sec. 5. It shall require only the assent of a majority of the members vot- 
ing to make or amend a by-law in convention. 

By-Laws. 

Sec. 1. The dues shall be one dollar per annum, payable to the Secretary 
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in advance, on the first day of January of each year; members admitted dur- 
ing the last half of the year, will be required to pay only fifty cents for dues 
until the following year. In case a member fails to pay his dues before the 
tirst of February his name shall be stricken from tne roll. Any member 
dropped for non-payment of dues, may be reinstated upon payment of all back 
dues. 

Sec. 2. The President at the beginning of his term shall appoint the fol- 
lowing standing committees of three members each: Finance, Library and 

Cabinet, Exchange Department, and Official Organ. 

Sec. 3. When conventions are called, they shall be conducted after the 
manner of all organized bodies of the kind. 

Sec. 4. In order to facilitate the transaction of business and provide for a 
rapid decision of questions requiring the vote of the official board, the fol- 
lowing shall be the order of proceeding: 

Whenever any member of the board desires to submit any matter for its 
action, he shall reduce the same to writing, in the form of a motion, and mail 
a copy thereof to each member of the board. Any comments or observations 
lie may desire to make thereon, shall be written upon a separate sheet. Upon 
the receptionjof such motion, each member of the board shall write upon the 
hack or bottomjthereof his vote for or against the same, or any correction or 
amendment he may wish to make and then forward to the President. Incase 
any amendment has been offered the President shall mail to each member of 
the board a copy of the motion as amended, who shall return same at once, 
■endorsing on it his vote for or against the amendment or his preference for 
the original motion. Upon receiving the votes of the other members, the 
President shall certify to the Secretary the motion and vote, accompanying 
the same with-the original papers. The Secretary shall file and record the 
vote and notify the members of the board of their decision. 

Sec. 5. The -Librarian shall conduct the office under rules prescri bed by 
the Board of Trustees. 

Sec. 6. The superintendent of exchange shall conduct his office under such 
rules and regulations as may be deemed best by himself and the Board of 
Trustees and that will facilitate the exchange of coins, medals, etc., between 
members with the greatest promptness and security 

Sec. 7. The board of trustees shall prepare a “black list” of individuals 
who have dealt in counterfit coins or who have engaged in questionable 
transactions with collectors, and also a list of bad debtors and furnish a copy 
of either list to any member upon payment of a fee of twenty-five cents. 

Sec. 8. The committee on official organ shall make provision for the pub- 
lication of the proceedings of the Association. It shall furnish a copy of 
oach number of the official organ to each member of the Association as long 
as he remains in good -standing. The expense of the official organ shall te 
paid out of the general treasury. 

Sec. 9. No officers shall i ncur any expense on account of the Association ex- 
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cept for postage and expressage, unless the same has been authorized by the 
official board. 

Sec. 10. Five or more members residing in the same neighborhood may a.s- 
sociate themselves as a branch society. Upon notifying the Secretary of the 
formation of such a branch, he shall assign to it a number, which number 
shall be assigned in numerical order. Collectors, not menjbers of this Asso- 
ciation, may belong to such branches, but shall net be entitled to the privi- 
leges of the Association members. Each branch may make by-laws for their 
own government, provided the same are not in conflict with this constitution 
and by-laws.

Your secretary-elect, realizing that he is the logical one to hold 
that office at this time, accepts, and while he may act in that capacity, all 
may rest assured that he will do his utmost towards the upbuilding of the 
association and the getting of it again in shape for active business. He takes 
the olHce under adverse circumstances, and owing to existing conditions, 
must, to a considerable extent, begin at the beginning. He asks the hearty 
co-operation of all the membership in this work. Any suggestions they may 
offer will be in order, likewise any complaints or criticisms. The long list of 
new applications are sufficient to show that the association spirit is not dead, 
but on the contrary very much alive. There is a duty now before all the 
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older members— a duty of loyalty to the old association, a duty to their sci- 
ence and a duty to those new members now coming in with us. This duty 
can best be discharged by now standing up and being counted. Nearly all

The secretary will be 
pleased to hear from any receiving this issue, fully believing that all differ- 
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ences, if any, may be adjusted, and especially would he be glad to hear from 
any in relation to our association and the cause to which we are devoted.

We take pleasure in this issue of presenting the features of James Kirk- 
wood, of Chip^, to our numerous readers. Our special correspondent, so far, 
has been unable to give us any biographical material concerning him. We 
only know him as a genial son of old Scotia, an enthusiastic numismatist, 
whose specialties are in the line of Chinese, Corean, and Japanese coins, and 
who is the recognized authority in these lines. His collections have been on 
exhibition in the We.st End Park Museum, Glasgow, Scotland, for a long 
time, and probably are now. He is in I. H. M. Custom service in China, and 
has lived in China about thirty years. This service has given him unusual 
opportunities to study oriental coinage ahd it is needless to say that he has 
Improved all of his opportunities. 


• Sever/i: carloads of armor plate from the wreck of the United States steam- 
ship Maine have been sent to Springfield, Ills., to be re-rolled by the Spring- 
field Iron Company. Some eastern people have conceived the idea of making 
Maine souvenirs from the plates, and they have prepared an extensive assort- 
ment of dies and pattens. 

The plates, which were origanally mad to withstand hostile shot and shell 
are to be placed in large heating furnaces and put through rhe “universal mill’' 
of the company, which is used to roll out boiler and tank plates. In this 
mill the Maine,s armor plates will be reduced in thickness to a degree which 
will permit the metal to be stamped and spun into scarf, hat and stick-pins, 
cigar-ash receivers, ink-stands, candle sticks, rings, pen-holders, paper-weights 
medallions, medals and miniature replicas of the vessel which was sent to the 
bottom of Havanna harbor a little over a year ago. About fifty tons df the 
metal was sent to Springfield from Havanna by the way of New Orleans. 
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The Lafayette memorial commission have asked congress to have its mo»- 
ument appropriation in the form of 100,000 souvenir half dollar pieces. The 
members of the commission say that the comparatively small number of coins 
to be minted, and the international importance of the occassion, will give 
these coins a value which, with the money on hand and to come from other 
sources, will give the commission $150,000, the sum fixed on as necessary to 
secure a suitable monument. 

The treasurer of the commission. Comptroller Dawes, already has on hand 
nearly $50,000 from the subscriptions of the school children, and more is ex- 
pected from this source. 

Last week another project was started, from which good results are antic- 
ipated. It was in the shape of circular letters, addressed to all the postmas- 
ters of the country, in which they were asked to use their influence to ar- 
range entertainments in their cities or neighborhoods, the net receipts to go 
to the memorial fund. As there are more t han 73,000 postmasters, it is 
thought $30,000 will be secured in this way. If these plans succeed, it will be . 
necessary to ask the government for not more than $60,000. ' 

The souvenir coins would cost the government about $25,000 and the cost of 
minting.

The dedication of the monument is expected to be one of the most impres- 
sive events of the exposition. .The ceremony will take place on July 4, 1900, 
“Ajmerican day,” at the exposition. Thirty thousand French soldiers will 
parjticipate in the preliminary parade and the dedicatory exercises. Ameri- 
can soldiers and marines will be present also, it is said, as will all the Ameri- 
can ambassadors in Europe. During the exercises there will be .unfurled 
from ithe ape« of the monument the largest American flag ever made.

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HOLY COINS. A RECENT AGITATION. 



A Frenchman named Boyer d’Agen, who is the author of a work on Lourdes, 
discovered a curious bronze medal among a.number of old coins for sale in a 
curiosity .shop at Rome, He bought it for 10 centimes because he thought be 
discovered on it Hebrew characters dating back to the primitive times of the 
Christian era. On close examination it has been declared that it bears the 
effigy of the Jesus. 

The portrait is a profile, with the head slightly inclined forward. The 
forehead is high, the nose rather long, slightly pointed at the tip; the mus- 
taches are slightly marked, and the beard is pointed. As for the hair, it is 
long and curly. The physiognomy, taken as a whole, cannot be called regu- 
lar, but it is extremely fascinating. On returning to Paris, M. Boyer d’Agea 
showed the medal to numerous numismatists, who pronounced it to be at 
least of the greatest antiquity, though, of course, it would have been too 
much to expect they should guarantee its authenticity. The Hebrew in- 
scription it bears on the reverse, translated into English, is, “The Messiah, 
the King, will come in peace. He is the light of men, incarnate and living.”' 
Replicas of this medal, in bronze and silver are being struck. 


The recent discovery by M. Boyer d’Agen, in Paris, of a holy coin; bearing 
the supposed image of Christ, has been followed by a bringing to light of sina- 
ilar coins in England. The coin bears a portrait of the Saviour with the name 
Jesus in Hebrew characters. On the reverse side is the motto: 

“The Me.ssiah, the King, will come in Peace. He is the incarnate liviug 
light of men.” 
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The discovery of this coin has excited the numismatic experts of Paris. 
Hardly a doubt is entertained of its beinf? a genuine specimen of this rarest 
amd most sacred of coins, and it is believed to be a specimen of the Messianic 
coin which was in use among the Jewish Christians in Jerusalem during the 
first century after the birth of Christ. 

According to the London Daily Mail, it appears that there are others of 
these holy coins in existence, some in England. It would also seem as if a 
fine specimen of the Messianic coin, being almost an exact duplicate of that 
recently discovered in Paris, is now in possession of Mr. George Mackey, of 
London and Birmingham, a well known collector of such articles of vertu. 

This Messianic coin, now in England, has had a remarkable history. It 
was unearthed in 1812 in County Cork, Ireland. A peasant was digging po- 
tatoes there accompanied by his daughter, when she found among the newly 
upturned soil, what she thought to be a large button. 

On further examination it turned out to be an antique bronze medal of 
singular structure and device. On one side was the head of the Saviour, with 
a Hebrew inscription reading: ‘‘The Messiah has reigned. He came in peace, 
and being made the light of man He lives.” On the medal becoming known 
to antiquaries, many theories were promulgated as to its origins and history, 
and while there were some dissentients from it, the view subsequently ad- 
hered to was that it was a genuine tessera, or amulet, struck by the

to Christianity, and worn by them as a pious memorial of their Master, and 
that its date was indicated by the Hebrew letter “aleph” on the obverse side, 
which, representing the numeral “I.,” implied that the medal was struck in 
the first year after the Resurrection. 

The question has been hazarded: Might it not have been from the St. Peter 
sketch of Our Lord’s likeness that this medallion copy of His features was 
modelled? Who knows? There is one thing about the medal, however, 
which, whatever else may be said regarding its origin, gives it a decisive 
mark of great antiquity, viz: the absence of the “nimbus of glory” round the 
head a feature of the likeness of Christ that is not in evidence prior to the 
seventh century. 

It will be noticed that the Hebrew inscription differs somewhat from that 
on the coin recently found in Paris. But the two are so nearly alike that it 
seems possible that they were struck at the same time, which, experts say, 
was probably the year after the Resurrection. Mr. George Mackey, who owns 
this coin, has written to the Daily Mail from Birmingham, saying he will be 
glad to show it to anybody interested in the subject who may call upon him 
for that purpose.

Otber Retuarkable Coins 

in England, judging from the following letters written to the Daily Mail. 
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One is from a resident of St. George’s square, S. W.. and says: 

To the Editor of the Daily Mail: 

The mention in the Daily Mail of the holy coin has been of great interest 
to me, as I have for some years possessed a bronze coin which so far has puz- 
zled all those to whom I have shown it. It appears to be of much the s;ime 
description as tjie coin of which you print a picture. 

On one s di a head appears, which has been taken for a representation of 
the Saviour or of Pontius Pilate, surrounded by an inscription, partly obliter- 
ated, ill which “Naza” may be the first portion of Nazareth. On the reverse 
there is another Latin inscription surrounding unmistakable emblems of the 
crucifixion, among which a cross and figure, ladder, chalice, hammer, spear, 
crown of thorns, and cock can easily be distinguished. 

The following letter is likewise interesting: 

To the Editor of the Daily Mail: 

Will you allow me to say that the model described as “a holy coin” in your 
issue of Saturday is by no means unique, and has been known to numismatists 
from an early period? I have a specimen in ray own cabinet, purchased some 
twenty years ago. It was first mentioned by Theseus Ambrosi us, and since 
then has been illustrated in various works since the early part of the seven- 
teenth century. 

A full description of the modal (or amulet?) is contained in “An Essay on 
Ancient Coins, Medals and Gems,” by the Rev. R. Walsh, London, 1830. Ac- 
cording to this authority, the character at the back of the head is the Hebrew 
letter “Aleph,” and the characters in front of the face form the Jewish name 
of Jesus. The translation of the reverse is given as “The Messiah has reigned; 
He came in peace, and being m ide the light of man. He lives.

Here is another letter on i lie subject: 

To the Editor of the Daily .Mail: 

I have a very similar coin to the one .‘^hown in your Daily Magazine — a silver 
coin size of a half-crown, but thicker. There is not one in the British 
Museum. The authorities there have inspected mine and sent me the partic- 
ulars as follows: “Italian coin 17th century. Son of Jesse, the Messiah, was 
crucified on the 6th day and taken down on the 6th day. He lived. The head 
faces to left, and is unmistakably the .same as the central figure in the great 
painting of ‘The Last Supper,’ by Le mardo da Vinci.”

In this article mention has been made of Walsh’s work on “Coins, Medals, 
and Gems.” The editor of The Numismatist extracts the following^ con- 
cerning this coin or medal, from the second edition of this work (London 1828) 
in his possession. 

“In the year 1812, a peasant in the county of Cork, in Ireland, was digging 
potatoes, accompanied by his daughter, who picked them up as they were 
thrown above the ground. Among them she found encrusted with clay, 
what she thought to be a large button, and handed it to her father. He 
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rubbed the edge on the sleeve of his coat, and in a short time it became bright 
like gold. He now imagined he had gained a prize, and proceeded with it to 
his landlord, Mr. Cirleth, a gentleman of Cork, of the Society of Friends. 
He further cleioed it, and found it to be an antique medal of singular struc- 
ture and device. On one side was the head of our Saviour, and on the other 
a Hebrew inscription; both, however, considerably injured by time. As the 
place where the potatoes were planted had been the site of a very ancient 
monastery Cowal with the first introduction of Christianity into Irelands 
outof which even the ruins had long since disappeared, it was imagined, with 
every probability that this medal had been brought into Ireland by some of 
the religious community at a very early period, and as such, was an object of 
great interest. Faesimili, therefore, were taken from it, and sent about, and 
in a short time it exciied in no slight degree the attention of the learned, and 
various conjectures were made as to its age and origin. About this time a 
medal of a similar kind came into my possession, obtained from a Polish Jew, 
at Rostoc, in Germany: and in comparing it with that found in Ireland, it 
appeared to be an exact counterpart, an.J struck from the same die. As it had 
not suffered the same injuries from art rition and erasion. it was in a highly 
state of perfect preservation, auJ the let'ers, which were much injured in the 
former, and caused some obscurity in the inscription, were in this sharp and 
distinct as when they were struck. But tlie bust of Christ was singularly 
beautiful; it had a pensive sub imiLy in its ir atid character that exactly ac- 
corded with our ideas of its great prototype, as if lie had sat for the picture: 
and the execution denoted it to have been the pro luction of an era when die 
arts were in the highest vigor. It would appear by the testimony of different 
writers, that it was first mentioned by Tlieseus Ambrosius, and after liim had 
been a subject of inquiry by ihe le trued of Europe for more than two centu- 
ries; that it first made its appearance in Uome wlien the Venus de Medici 
and other long-lost productions of ancient art were again brought to light; 
that inferior copies of it were multip’ied, with slight variations, but that the 
original was not acoiii, but a tessera, or amulet, struck by the first Jewish 
converts to Christianity, and w )ru by them as a pious memorial of their Mas- 
ter: and, finally, that the date was inJicated by th i Hebrew letter, Aleph, on 
the obverse, which then, as well as n(»w, represents i he numeral I, and indi-^ 
cated that it was struck in the first year after the resurrection. - The opin- 
ions here hazarded have been much disputed, particularly the supposed dates^ 
Nor has the use for which it was struck been less a subject of difference. It 
must have been intended also for a circulating coin, a medal to commemorate 
an interesting event, a relic to gratify pious credulity, or an amulet or charm 
to protect the wearer against injury or misfortune. All these opinions are 
adopted by different writers; but whatever might have been the origin there 
is strong evidence that it was generally applied to the fourth purpose, and 
used as an abraxas, in that class of superstitious fabrications which were sa 
highly prized in the first ages of Christianity. Such was the opinion of the 
Jew from whom it was purchased, who had marked it Christian Talisman^ 
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and parted with it as a thing highly valuable to a Christian but of no impor- 
tance to a Jew. 

The value annexed to the medal has also been a subject of much controver- 
sy, some holding it in the most extravagant estimation, and some rejecting 
it altogether as unworthy of a place in any cabinet. But it appears to me 
that both of these opinions are erroneous. There is no certain evidence that 
it h.as a claim to the high antiquity and interesting origin that some assign 
to it; yet it is, nevertheless, certain that it has a respectable claim to the at- 
tention of the curious. When literature and science began to dawn in Euroi>e 
after the darkness of the middle ages, and the minds of inquisitive men were 
first directed to search for the remains of ancient art, this medal was discov- 
ered. It was seen at Rome by Theseus Ambrosius, and described as a great 
euriosity in the pontificate of Julius II, the immediate predecessor of Leo X, 
the reviver of learning in Europe. This proves that it existed at that time, 
and was among the objects of ancient art that then engaged the attention of 
the learned; but it does not prove that it did not exist long before. Indeed 
the very circumstance of its wanting a nimbus of glory round the head, is a 
presumption amounting almost to a certainty, that it was not fabricated aft- 
er the 7th century, at which time that symbol of sanctity was adopted as a 
distinctive mark of sacred person, and it was considered impious to depict 
them without it. The very curious and scarce work of Theseus Ambrosius 
has been recently found in the library of Trinity College, Dublin, where it 
had remained for two centuries unknown, and but for this late and accidental 
discovery his evidence would be wanting in the enquiry. How many rare 
works of a similar kind and earlier date illustrative of the subject may yet 
be discovered, we cannot presume to say: but since his time the medal has 
been noticed and described by a series of writers down to the present day. 
Without myself deciding on any of these conflicting opinions, I have merely 
referred to their authorities: but I think it not too much to assert, that what 
has been thus an object of interest and research to the learned men of Europe 
for nearly three hundred years, must be of no small value in the estimation 
of the curious enquirer. 

“The illustration at the head oft his article is taken from the work of Rev. 
Walsh. The obverse represents the head of our Saviour as described in the 
letter said to be sent by Lentulus to Tiberius: his hair divided after the man- 
ner of the Nazarenes, plain to his ears, and waving on his shoulders; his head 
thick, not long, but forked, the face beautiful, and the bust fine: over the 
whole the tunic falls in graceful folds. On the obverse is the Hebrew letter 
signifying “Aleph” with the word in Hebrew “Jesus,” but the reverse in 
Hebrew also, translated “The Messiah has reigned; he came in peace, and be- 
ing made the light of man, he lives.”

Subjoined is a c6t of the reverse of the medal which has been struck in 
^England for presentation to the members of the Canadian militia and of the 
Imperial forces who were on active service during the Fenian raids and on the 
Bed River expedition. The design of the reverse includes a wreath of maple 
leaves surrounding the British ensign, across which floats a ribbon bearing the 
word “Canada.” The obverse has a portrait of the Queen. The medal will 
l)e accompanied by bars bearing respectively the words “Fenian Raid, 1866,” 
■“Fenian Raid, 1870,” and “Red River, 1870.” Among those who will receive 
the decoration is the Duke of Connaught. 


Money Coined in Britain.— The total amount of money coined by all the 
•Queen’s predecessors on the throne was £205,000,000 sterling. During the 
reign the Mint has turned out £450,000,000 sterling, including £158,000,000 in 
India— a record for ali time.

A gold coin passes from one to another 2,000,000,000 times before the stamp 
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or impression upon it becomes obliterated by friction, while a silver coia 
changes between 3.250,000,000 times before it becomes entirely effaced. 


A siuious discovery was recently made by the Sydney yacht Lady St. Aubyii 
whilst cruising among the South Sea Islands. On an island called Vankoro 
were found a number of old muskets, bullets, silver and gold coins, Spanish 
West Indian dollars and French coins, of great value bearing date 1721 and 
1728. They are supposed to be relics of the ill-fated French navigator La 
Perouse and his expedition. 


A Mint for Canada.— Toronto, March 25: The Council of the Board of 
Trade on Friday expressed itself unanimously in favor of a national mint for 
Canada. The matter was brought to the attention of the council by a letter 
from Mr. T. F. Attrill, of Peterboro, strongly advocating the establishment 
in Canada of such an institution. The profit to Canada therefrom he esti- 
mated at $250,000.

Gennosuke Mitsui, Esq.; Genyemon Mitsui, Esq. ; Takayasu, Mitsui, 
Esq.; Hachirojiro Mitsui, Esq.; Saburosuke Mitsui, Esq.; Fukutaro Mitsui, 
Esq.; Morinosuke MitvSui, Esq.; Takenosuke Mitsui, Esq.; Yono.«uke Mitsui, 
Esq.; Tokuyemon Mitsui, Esq. The first named is the father and the others 
are his sons. Every sha^e of stock belongs to the family, and it is announced 
that they assume an unlimited responsibility for all the liabilities of the 
bank. 



First Gold Coins in England.— The first English monarch to establish 
a gold currency was King Henry II. The first current gold coin in the coun- 
try was issued by the King in the year 1247. It was of pure gold, passed for 
twenty pence, and was called a gold penny. The next current gold coin issued 
— the florin — was issued by Edward III, in 1344. Guineas were issued by 
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Charles II, In 1663, and continued to be coined till 1817, when they were su- 
perseded by sovereigns. The gold sovereign was first coined by Henry VII. 
Though the coining of money be a special prerogative of the Crown, yet the 
ancient Saxon Princes communicated it to their subjects, insomuch that in 
every good town there was at least one mint; but at London there were eight; 
at Canterbury four for the King, two for the Archbishop; one for the Abbot 
at Winchester; six at Rochester, and two at Hastings. 


A VALUABLE PENNY.— The most Valuable penny ever coined in Great Brit- 
ain was the gold one issued during the reign of Henry III, and passed current 
at the rate of, or equal to, twenty silver pennies to one gold one. Its purchas- 
ing power was about the same as twelve dollars of the present day. They 
were of pure gold, without alloy of any kind, and only three or four specimens 
exist of these coins, which gave great dissatisfaction at the time of issue; 
their value being too high, and not needed for the ordinary purposes of trade: 
they were withdrawn from circulation and melted down, hence their rarity. 
They are worth any price, fro m seven hundred dollars upwards.

Horace W. Menefcton and Mr. P. Powell-Cotton were admitted as members, 
aatf^Efeut. Col. Gerald Boyle was proposed as a member. Mr. L. A. Lawrence 
exhibited some forgeries of coins of Stephen and Matilda, of Stephen alone 
and of Robert, Earl of Gloucester, which by .some numismatists have been 
considered to be genuine, and have usually been described as of “Boulogne 
works.” Mr. T. Bliss exhibited some unpublished pennies struck at Canter- 
bury by the Archbishops Wulfred, Ceolnuth and Plegmund. Mr. W. Webster 
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showed a Roman denarius struck in Spain during the retgn of Galba, having 
on the obverse a helmeted head and the legend “Adsertor Libertatis,” and 
on the reverse Victory erecting a trophy and the legend “Legion XV Prin.,” 
^ind also a denarius of Carausius with the head of Sol on the reverse and the 
inscription “Clarit Carausi Aug.” Mr. E. C. Krumbholz exhibited the 
French franc piece of 1898, by the artist Roty, having on one side a represen- 
tation of a sower and on the other a laurel branch with mark of value, etc. 
This piece was soon withdrawn from circulation on account of its unsuitabil- 
ity for general currency. Mr. R. LI. Kenyon communicated a paper on the 
Shrewsbury mint and its otHcers under Henry III. The paper was based on 
s, Roll, still in existence among the Shrewsbury Borough Records, giving an 
account of the' assays made by the Kuforo of the dies between January 29, 
1218-9 and February 9, 1249-50, From this document it appears that duftng 
that period pennies to the amount of 7,1671 were struck in Shrewsbury alone. 
Mr. Kenyon described at some length the status of the moneyer, whose name 
appeared on the coinage. From the evidence of Cotemporary records, it is 
certain that the moneyer was not the actual engraver of the coin dies, but 
he was a burge.ss of the city and a man of means, of responsibility and of 
strict integrity. His principal duties were to receive the dies from the Ex- 
ohequer Court in London, to procure the silver and the alloy from wnich the 
ooins were struck and to direct and superintend the making of the coins. 
The author also gave some interesting particulars as regards the status of 
other mint officers, among whom were the keeper of the dies, the assayors, 
the clerk for the keeping of the exchange and others; and also as to various 
regulations relating to the trial of the Pyx. Mr. E. J. Seltman, in a short 
paper, replied to some criticisms of M. Six on a previous article by him, on 
•Coins of Rhegium. In that article, Mr. Seltman claimed for the seated fig- 
ure on the reverse a representation of Aristaeus. M. Six, on the other hand, 
associated the figure with locastos, the founder of the city of Rhegium, who, 
it is said, died from the effects of a snake bite. From the illustrations of the 
coins, M. Six argued that the coins showed the serpent actually attacking 
the figure of Icastos. In his reply, Mr. Seltman, who had had opportunities 
of examining either the original coins or plaster casts of them, contended 
that on none of them was there any sign of the serpent biting the figure, and 
that what M. Six had taken for the serpent’s head was a mere break in the 
arrangement of the drapery around the hips. In this respect, therefore, M, 
Six’s arguments could not be maintained. (Althenaeum.)

J. Rogers 
and Edward Frossard, both old-time members of the Association, and calls 
attention to further remarks elsewhere in this issue on the subject. Some of 
the members have written, asking that their old numbers in the Association 
be retained for them, but the great majority seem to be indifferent in the 
matter, and if no word is received from them before July 1, new numbers 
will be assigned them.

We have lately come into pos- 
session of a file of the Numismatist for 1891, (Vol. Ill,) clean and nice. The 
first dollar sent us gets it. We know of no other copy obtainable or for sale. 
We have less than a dozen copies for 1892 and 1893 for sale at 75 cents-each. 
Now is the time to complete your files. 


One by one our great ones are falling. One by one our lights go out to be 
rekindled upon the other side. Only a short time since came the word, 
“Charles J. Rodgers is dead in Amritzar, and now (April 14) the telegraph 
briefly announces “Edouard Frossard is dead in New York.” All too briefly 
come these ominous announcements. Yet what grave import and vast mean- 
ing to us. What loss to the Numismatic world. Indeed great ones have fal- 
len from among us. In their death our science and our Association suffer a 
loss that seems almost irreparable and the Numismatist and its editor feel a 
personal one. Mr. Rodgers’ biography so recently published in this magazine 
is still fresh with our readers. In 1896 failing health impelled him to revisit 
his native shores and at Handsworth, near Birmingham, he sought the needed 
rest. Apparently he regained his wonted strength and his restless spirit 
yearned for India where he had spent so many years and he felt that his work 
was unfinished. He returned to Amritzar and that meant a return to work. 
There is a vein of sadness that runs through all his letters. He continued to 
feel, that while his work was appreciated in a scientific way he did not receive 
that recognition in a financial way his long service and work should demand 
from his government. A brief extract from one of his late letters will suffice: 
“I have nothing to add to my story. The government of India has Just now too 
many irons in the fire to attend to Numismatics. But if in the past more at- 
tention had been given to the history of India the present generation would 
not be so ungrateful to the British government as it is. Very little attention 
is given in India to the study of Indian history either by natives or English- 
men. Governors are always changing and although I have left India less 
than two years I am already forgotten. However, my books and papers will 
live after me and the encouragement I have not received will count as a blot 
on the government which is a thing to be deeply deplored. I cannot help 
that, it is no fault of mine. I have begged for work and it has not been given 
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me. I am not a German or a Frencbman. I only count as an Englishman 
whose duty it was to do all he could to exploit the old history of the country 
and to be satisfied with permission to work as much as be liked.” 

His work is over. Our science is the richer for his having delved in it. 
Our way the clearer for the great light he has thrown upon it; but his place, 
who can or will rise to fill it? 

Edouard Frossard was born near Lake Lemair, Switzerland, sixty-two years 
ago and came to this country in 1838. During the Rebellion he served his 
adopted country in the field with distinction. In 1872 he began the study of 
Numismatics and five years later began his career as a dealer which contin- 
ued uninterruptedly up to the time of his death. He was one of the best 
known dealers in coins in this country and bis honesty and fair dealing 
brought him a large clientele at home and abroad. He has compiled many 
catalogues for others, and in his own name, one hundred and sixty; this last 
sale being for April 14th, the same day the wires announced throughout the 
country his death. For some years he published Numisma, a trade journal 
and in connection with Mr. Hays published a monograph on the cents of 1794. 
His late effort in the line of Franco-American Tokens has been referred to. 
Mr. Frossard was a Mason; a member of U. S. Grant Post, G. A. R.. and sev- 
eral Numismatic societies. His photo and biography have been published in 
this magazine. * Mr. Frossard’s health has not been good the past winter, 
he having as he informed us, a neuralgia of the heart but his late letters were 
hopeful and that he was all right again. We have no particulars of his last 
illness, but know “ ’Twas not a transition from life to death, but rather one 
from death to life eternal.”

It frequently occurs that upon the introduction of a coin of new value, 
type or design, the dies first used prove unsatisfactory to those in authority 
and undergo slight modifications. This was the case with the reverse die of 
the quarter dollar of 1892, with the result that we have two die varieties of 
this coin, which I believe have never been recorded, though known to many 
collectors. 

The design is a heraldic spread eagle with an olive branch in claw to left 
and a bunch of arrows in that to right; from the beak floats a ribbon with the 
motto, “E Pluribus Unum.” Thirteen .stars of five points are arranged 
above. Inside the rim on lower portion are the words', “QUARTER DOL- 
LAR,” occupying about one-third of the circle, while in the upper two-thirds 
separated from the lower by periods, are the words, “UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA,” the eagle wings extending to the top of and partly covering 
same. 

The difference of the dies can be best noted by a de.scription of each in 
parallel columns. 

DIB 2. 

The letter U is noticeably nearer to 
the period than the A, the entire leg- 
end being moved a trifle in that direc- 
tion. 
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DIE 1. 

The upper legend is so spaced that 
the letters U and A are equi-distant 
from the periods. 
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The wing to left cuts off the right 
base line of T and covers (2) the up- 
right of E, but shows the crosslet in 
center. 

The wing to right just covers the 
left base line of R and all the right 
I)ortion of E. 

This die is most easily determined 
by noting if the whole of the R is 
shown; if partly covered, it is die 2. 

The star in center above eagle’s head 
and the next one to left and the next 
again to left and up have one point up 
and two down; the star at extreme 
left and those each side the eagle head 
have two i)oints up and one down. 

The legend is nearer to the rim 
than to the ribbon ends. 


The wing to left barely touches theT, 
but covers both upright and crosslet 
of E. 

The letter E is covered about as on 
die 1; also the whole lower part of up- 
right of R, the tip of the wing being a 
trifle broader than on die 1.- 


The six stars noted on die 1 are 
found on die 2 in reversed positions; 
the other seven stars are alike on both 
dies. 


The entire design is slightly smaller 
than on die 1, the rim appearing 
broader and the lettering nearer to 
the ribbon ends than to the rim. 


I have found quarter dollars struck from die 1, of no other date than 1892, 
In which year both dies were used at the mints in Philadelphia, New Orleans 
and San Francisco, and none are rare. 

There exists a peculiar quarter of this year, struck with die 2, which, if 
found in fine condition, is interesting. The rim of planchet being beveled, ^ 
with edge thin, the milling forced back the metal, causing the face of rim to 
become concave, with serated edges, in place of flat, as is usually found. 

The attention of those inclined to superstition is invited to this coin; it is 
a veritable “hoo-doo.” There are thirteen stars on the obverse and thirteen 
on the reverse; there are thirteen letters in “E pluribus unum”; also thirteen 
letters in “quarter dollar, ’ thirteen leaves on the branch and thirteen ar- 
rows in the cluster. Yet with all this, did you ever know one of these quar- 
ters to be refused because of the ill fortune supposed to attend this number 
thirteen? 
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NEWPORT, R. I., COIN AND MEDAL CLUB. 


The twentieth regular meeting of the club was held at the rooms of the 
Historical Society on January 17, subject, the coins and medals of Guiana 
and Brazil. 

In the cabinet of the Historical Society there are two sous of Cayenne, 
French Guiana; half-stiver of British Guiana; and of Brazil, ten-reis of 1878, 
1805 and 1820, twenty-reis of 1824 and 1869, forty-reis and eight-reis of 1830, 
and 960-reis, in silver, of 1824. 

It being the annual meeting, the following report was presented by the 
secretary: 

Report of the secretary of the Newport Coin and Medal Club for 1898: — 
The club met in the rooms of tlie Historical Society at half past three o’clock: 
on the first Tuesdays in January, February, March, April and May. The 
meetings were then, according to custom, suspended until the autumn. 
Owing to somewhat unusual conditions of 1898, tlie first autumnal meeting 
was deferred until Tuesday, November 17, and the meeting on the first Tues- 
day in December was adjourned until today, (owing to the illness of various 
members, etc.) 

The subjects for the past year have been as follows: 

The Coins and Medals of the British American Maratime Provinces. The 
Coins of the British North American Islands. The Coins and Medals of the 
West Indies. The Coins and Medals of Mexico. The Coins and Medals of 
Central America. South American Coinage, commencing with that of Ven- 
ezuela and Columbia. 

Various member and friends of the society have exhibited coins and med- 
als, etc., etc., many of which have been described and discussed during the 
meetings, in addition to the topics of the day. 

The club has also received many valuable donations of books, catalogues,, 
papers, clippir^s, medals, coins, etc., etc., which have been acknowledged bjr 
the secretary, and of which mention will be found in the printed accounts of 
the club’s meetings, as given in the Newport Herald.

Mrs. Sarah H. Chace. the librarian, also reported very fully the additions 
in her department during the year. 

Dr. Storer continued, his description of the medals of Rhode Island. Nos. 
51-56. Major General Gouverneur Kemble Warren (1831-83), U. S. A., of 
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Newport. Obverse. Military bust, to right. Beneath shoulder: W. H. Key 
Inscription: Maj. Gen. G. K. Warren. Exergue: 1864. 

With six reverses: The Fifth Corps badge, a Maltese cross, with inscrip- 
tion Commander of the Corps, Army of the Potomac. (Forobert Catalogue. 
Ko. 6070.) Trophy, and names of battles. Return of Pennsylvania flags (Ibid 
No. 5012, reverse). Pennsylvania Volunteers (Ibid., No. 4950). F. C. Key & 
Sons (Ibid., Nos. 5007-8). New York State Volunteers. Silver, brass, bronze, 
white metal, 38 mm. Four of the above are in the collection of Warren Post, 
G. A^ R., of Newport, and the Barker, two in the Sisson, and one each in the 
Storer and that of the Am. Num. and Arch. Society. The lirst of the above 
medals was exhibited by Dr. Storer. 

The president deposited in the library the numbers of the Numismatist for 
June and July, 1898; and exhibited illustrated catalogues from Dr. Eugene 
Merzbacher, of Munich, and H. S. Rosenberg, of Hanover. 

The catalogue of the sale of duplicate coins and medals of the Historical 
Museum at Berne was received from Messrs. Strochlin and Lade of Geneva, 
another, illustrated, from J. Hirsch of Munich, a third from B. Baer of Herts 
and a copy of “Antiquarian Go.ssip“ for September, 1898, containing numis- 
matic notes, from Mr. Phillip Whiteway of London. 

Rubbings of the medal commemorating a disastrous explosion of gunpowder 
at Breslau in 1749, were presented from the collection of Dr. W. S. Disbrow 
of Newark, N. J.; and others from Dr. B; P. Wright of Utica, N. Y., of the 
medal of 1764 of the Society of Surinam, Dutch Guiana, and of the 20-reis 
of 1889 of the Republic of the United States of Brazil. 

Mrs. Chace exhibited the following Brazilian coins: 40-reis 1820 and 1828, 
80-reis 1822, and 10-rels 1805. 

The very beautifully illustrated work by Mr. Julius Meill of Zurich upon the 
medals of Brazil was shown by the president, who also exhibited metallic im- 
pression of the following rare Brazilian medals: of the “Detention House,” 
attached to which is a hospital, of the city of Pernambuco (Rolfe); to Profes- 
sors Motta Maia and Giovanni of Rio de Janeiro, Jean Martin Charcot of 
Paris, and Mariano Semmola of Naples, for medical attendance upon the em- 
peror in 1888, to Dr. N. Touzet, 1856. of Petropolls, near Rio; to Dr. H. Naege- 
ly of Rio, 1871, from the Societe Beige de Bienfaisance; to Dr. Oscar Bulhoes 
of Rio, 1890; to Dr. Domingos Freire of Rio, 1887; to Jose Maria Teixeira and 
Vito Pachgo Laus, 1889, for services during yellow fever at Campinas; to Drs. 
Jose Justino de Mello and Joso Evangelista Espindola 1889, for similar service 
at Paranagua: to Jose Augusto, Fructuos Gil Goncalves, and Jose Maria 
Fernandes, for the same during smallpox at Pirahy, and to Dr. G. L. Drognat- 
Landrc of Rio, 1873. He also showed a drawing of tiie medal of the Medico* 
Chirurglcal Acadamy of Rio, 1826, and the token of Granado & Co., pharma- 
cists, of Rio de Janeiro. 

A communication was presented from the Numismatic Society of Holland, 
relative to a medal of its president, the late Th. M. Roest, of Leyden. 

A letter was read from Dr. B. Wright, of Utica, desiring the attribution 
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of a rare conjuror’s medal rubbings of which were sent, bearing tlie legend, 
in Latin, “The world wishes to be deceived; let it be deceived.” This was 
discussed by Mr. Amory Austin and the others pres--nt. 

Miss Powel presented an engraving of a modern adaptation from an an- 
cient Greek medal of Alexander, the casque being an elephant’s liead and 
trunk. 

The donation was announced, from Mr. A. C. Zabriskie, of New York, of 
the beautiful medal by Tiffany & Co., recently struck by the American Nu- 
mismatic and Archaeological Society in commemoration of the consolidation 
of the municipalities about the port of New York. In accordance with the 
rules of the club, the medal will be placed in the collection of the Historical 
Society. 

Attention was called to the donation that had been made by Hon. Daniel 
B. Fearing, to the cabinet of the Historical Society during tlie summer va- 
cation of the club, of English Maundy money, and coins of many foreign 
countries, now current, all of them in nearly proof condition. 

Subject for the next meeting: “The Coins and Medals of Bolivia and 
Peru.” 

The twenty-first meeting of the club was held on February 21st, at the 
rooms of the Historical Society. Subject: The coins and medals of Bolivia 
and Peru. 

In the cabinet of the Historical Society there are: of Bolivia, 4-sols 1830; 
and of Peru, four-reals 1835, quarter-real 1797, centavo 1864; and five-centavos. 
1879. 

Dr. Storer continued his description of the medals and tokens of Rhode 
Island.

The librarian announced that the Numismatischer Vekehrof Leipsic for 
January, and the catalogue of the Ropes collection by the New York Coin 
and Stamp Company, had been received and that the Numismatist for Janu- 
ary had been added, upon deposit by the president. Attention was called ta 
the portrait of Mr. Charles J. Rodgers of British India, in the latter. 

A circular was read from Mr. Paul Charles Stroehlin and Dr. Lade of 
Geneva, to the effect that their Combtoirde Numismatique would be hereaft- 
er conducted by the latter. 

' A large photograph was exhibited by the president, who was indebted for 
it to Mr. J. B. Hubbell, Field Agent of the American National Red Cross, of 
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a portion of the medals presented to Miss Clara Baiton, the American Flor- 
ence Nightingale, in recognition of her services in the cause of humanity. 
They are as foliows; Red cross decoration from the Queen of Servia; honora- 
ry badge, in gold and diamonds, of the National Woman’s Relief Corps; iron 
eross of merit from the Emperor William and Empress Augusta of Germany; 
Red Cross, and cross of amethy.st pearls, from the Grand Duchess of Baden; 
testimonial from the German American Soldiery, for services in the Franco- 
German war; silver medal from the Comite International de la Croix Rouge; 
gold cross of remembrance from the grand-duke and duchess of Baden; 
Masonic badge; silver medal from the Empress Augusta; and badges of the 
Grand Army of the Republic and Woman’s Relief Corps. 

It was mentioned that Mr. Roeco Barone, having disposed of all the coins 
■previously exhibited for him to the club, had now obtained a few others. 

Miss Powel presented a silver four real piece of Potosi, Bolivia, struck un- 
der Carlos II of Spain, in 1806; and in behalf of Miss Mary Galvin; a Norwe- 
gian two-ore piece of 1889. These, by the rules, will be transferred to the 
cabinet of the Historical Society. 

Miss Powel also exhibited a seal, with bust presumably of Gen. Wolfe; and 
gave detailed descriptions of the .seals of the U. S Naval Academy at An- 
napolis and the Military Acadamy at West Point. The latter was designed 
by one of the professors at the school; the former by Mr. Park Benjamin; as 
•well as that of the class of 1867, of which he was a membdr. 

Mrs. Chace showed the Peruvian dos-centavos 1878; Bolivian four-sols in sil- 
ver, struck at Potosi, in 1830; the one-sol bank note of the Peruvian Compa- 
nia de Obras Publicas; and a campaign badge in silk of Clay and Frelinghuy- 
sen in 1844. 

Mr. Amory Austin exhibited the latest U. S. silver certificate for one dollar 
with blue seal instead of red; and the silver fifty-centimes of France for 1898, 
bearing elaborate groupings by Oscar Roty. Mr. A, J. Swan commented upon 
the florid design.® by the French engravers of the present day, and compared 
the piece in question with the medals of the French Exposition. 

The president exhibited the following medals in bronze; of the laying of 
the corner stone of the new hospital of the Santa Casa de Misericordia at Rio 
^ de Janiero. Brazil, in 1840; the foundations of the new Italian hospital at 
Lima; and in memory of Drs. Auguste Nelaton and Ferdinand Zanatti, from 
the Italian residents of Peru, in 1862, for their surgical treatment of Giuseppe 
■Garabaldi. He also showed the Heruvian centavo of 1864; and a rubbing of 
the raedlo-centimo struck at Lima in 188.5, from Dr. Wright, of Utica; and 
rubbings of a pharmacist’s token, the “Antigue Botiea France.sca” of Lima, 
for a real, these having been taken for him by the late Dr. J. W. Barstow, of 
.the City of Mexico. 

Subjects for the next meeting: The coins and medals of Chili and the Ar- 
gentine Republic. 

The twenty-second regular meeting of the club was held on March 7th at 
the rooms of the Historical Society. Subject for discussion, the coins and 
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medals of Chili and the Argentine Republic. 

In the collection of the Historical Society there is a Cliilian centavo of 1851. 

Dr. Storer resumed liis description of tlie medals and tokensof Rhode Island.

Inscription: North American, 
Eating House Tin. 18.27 mm. Edges plain. In the Storer colle(?tlon. 

No. 64. Obverse as the last, but Merriam within the circle. Reverse. 
What Cheer, etc. Tin. 18 27 mm. In the collection of Am. Num. and Arch. 
Society. The S. S. Smith Providence token. 

No. 65. Obverse. Field circular, raised, and bearing a number. Inscrip- 
tion: S. Smith, Prov. R. 1., with three stars on each side. Reverse. Field 
similar. Inscription: Merchants Saloon, with a thunderbolt on each side. 
Originally there was an e at the end of the second word, which has been chis- 
eled off. This token is marked with at least eleven different numbers, and 
in sizes that do not eorrespond. No. 18, for instance, of 22 mm. is in the F. 

C. Browne (Framingham, Mass.) and Sisson collections, while the same num- 
ber, but of 28 mm., is in the Storer. Brass, tin. 18 27 mm. 

The Caswell) Hazard & Co. token, Newport. 

(Mercer, List of Rubber Cards, Numismatic 
Directory, 1884, p. 41.) There are also said to have been issued by this firm 
during the War of the Rebellion, copper-shell, tokens, containing postage 
stamps.

Nos. 62, 63 and 65 were exhibited. 

The librarian announced the receipt, from Messrs. Spink & Son, of London, 
of Adolph Weyl’s beautifully illustrated catalogue of North and South Amer- 
ican coins and medals to be sold on April 11,^ and from Messrs. Frederick 
Muller & Co., of Amsterdam, a statement of the proposed dispersal of a 
famous collection of antiquitses and other objects of art, to take place at 
Bois le Due, Province of Brabant, Holland, during the present year. There 
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will be no less than twelve different sales, all of them at the ancient castle of 
Heeswtjk, and they will comprise coins and medals, old pictures, sculpture, 
ancient armor, old china, old glass, old gold and silver-work, musical instru- 
ments, wrought iron and other metals, instruments of torture, old furniture, 
and books of original MS. relating to the history of Brabant. This collection 
has been made by successine generations of the Van Den Boogaerde family* 
one of whom was Governor of Brabant. 

The president exhibited the engraving of a very striking and otherwise 
most interesting medallion of Franklin, in terra cotta, by Jean Baptiste Nini 
in 1777, which is now offered for sale by Messrs.. Spink & Son, of London. 
The history of this piece is remarkable. Executed from life at the porcelaio 
works of Le Ray, proprietor of the Castle at Cliaumont, near Blois in France, 
a number of .specimens, carefully encased, were shipped to America in 1779. 
The vessel was wrecked on the French coast, but a portion of the packages 
were saved and carried to the custom house at Nantes. There they remained’ 
for fifty years, forgotten and unopened, until 1830. They were then disposed 
of for a trifle to the French Naval Department. It is but recently that their 
importance and value have been recognized. Interesting remarks upon this; 
addition to the memorials of Franklin were made by Miss Powel. 

Miss Powel and Mrs. Chace presented Numismatic clippings, for preserva- 
tion by the librarian. 

A letter wjks read from Mr. R. W. McLachlan, of Montreal, curator of the 
Canadian Numismatic and Antiquarian Society, and a communication was 
presented, relative to an important sale of Greek, Roman and Mediteval coins, 
on April 17, at the Sangiorge Gallery, in tlie Borghese Palace, at Rome. 

Mrs. Wm. A. Roddan exhibited Peruvian half-sol 1888, struck at Lima, 
and Bolivia two-reals 1887, struck at Potosi, both in silver; Mrs. Chace, Chil- 
ian two-and-a-half centivos, silver, 1886; and on behalf of Mr. A. O’D. Taylor, 
jr., who had for several years been resident at Buenos Ayres, there was 
shown the Argentine fifty and twenty centavos, 1892, twenty do., 1883, in 
silver, and two do. 1884, and one do. 1895, in copper; and also a number of 
Brazilian bank notes and or Argentine minor paper currency. 

The president exhibited centavos 1851 (two varieties) and 1853, of Chili; and 
of the Argentine Republic, Buenos Ayres 5-10 decimo 1827, and decimos 1822 
and 1823. He also showed pharmacists’ tokens of Callao, Peru, issued by M. 
Rojas and Rafael Ballests; and photographs of the gold badges worn by the 
graduates of the Newport Hospital Training School for Nurses, and by the 
externes or ladies who have attended a special and shorter course of instruc- 
tion. They both bear the Geneva cross emblem of relief to the wounded and 
sick, and on the latter of them there are poppy heads, symbol of forgetfulness 
of suffering, in the angles of the cross. 

The president made remarks upon the reprehensible system, condemned by 
all scientific numismatists of “muling” coins and medals, by which the ob- 
verse die of one is used with the reverse die of another wholly different,-thus 
forming a composite often contradictory and always misleading, with the re- 
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suit that the facts of history and biography are mis-stated, confused and 
stultified. Rubbings of a remarkable and excessively rare instance of this 
had been sent to the club by Dr. B. P. Wright of Utica, and were exhibited 
the obverse bearing bust of Hippocrates, at left, with staff of Aesculapius 
back of the shoulder, and the legend: Archaetypus Hie; while the reverse 
represents an irradiated pole bearing a human head, with four men of high 
and low degree dancing round it, and in the exergue two cornucopias, the in- 
scription being: Tree of Liberty. Now this obverse is by E. Dubois of Paris, 
and is that of the medals of the medical societies of Marseilles and Toulouse 
(Storer, Medals of Natural Scientists, Proc. of Newport Nat. His. Society, 
1892), while the reverse is that of one of the “seditious” half penny tokens 
struck in 1795 by Thomas Spencer of London, its original obverse represent- 
ing a cock vanquishing a lion, with the legend: Let Tyrants Tremble at the 
Crow of Liberty. (Neumann, Kupfermunzen, IV, p. 285, No. 26028); the cock 
and lion, emblems of France and Great Britain having doubtless been intend- 
ed to signify that the British monarchy should go down before the spirit that 
was then rampant in France. Some have thought that the head upon the 
liberty pole, soon after the decapitation of Louis XVI. was to represent that 
of George III, but Newmann suggests that it was rather that of the second 
William Pitt, who though at first in sympathy with the French revolution- 
ists, subsequently suppressed the rebellious movement in England with ex- 
treme severity. It is an interesting question as tO' whether this mule was 
really made at the time of the French and English internai disturbances at 
the close of the last century, the French obverse having been purposely ob- 
tained to represent continental sympathy with the London agitation, since 
Marseilles was a hot bed of revolutionary ferment, or in reference to Morat 
and others having been medical men; or whether it may have been a mere 
chance combination, at a later period, for the purpose of affording a novel 
and puzzling mystification to collectors. 

Subject for the next meeting, the coins and medals of Paraguay and Uru- 
guay. 


COIN COLLECTING. 


[j. C. MINTEa, IN ANTIQUARIAN GOSSIP] 


No Other hobby, perhaps, when once commenced, possesses so great a fasci- 
nation as coin collecting, and there are many things to induce one to take it 
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up. It is a clean hobby, the specimens do not perish, it requires no vast 
amount of room and the tyro can commence in a very humble way, at no 
great risk of initial expense. 

He can first collect the current coins of the realm and then either obtain 
those in circulation in other countries, or coins which, in remoter periods, 
passed in his own. If he does the former, it must of necessity give him wid- 
er and clearer views of the world, its geography, its customs and its rulers, 
for in those coins he has something tangible, which will do more to impress 
upon his memory facts in connection with countries and people, than a vast 
amount of study would do witliout them. 

And what significance coins possess! They help us to build up the history 
of the past; they remain to us while the peoples which used them have passed 
away. On them we get the likeness of their rulers, their temples, their gods. 
They bear the impress of the character of the people. The Greek coins are 
things of beauty, which we have not succeeded, in many respects, in surpass- 
ing yet. The Roman coins are indicative of war. And, to come down to 
those of our own time and country, Brittiannia seated by the waves tells of 
our commerce and rule upon the deep. 

Coins have many associations. They make us feel in touch with their 
time. “Yes, perhaps Shakespeare handled that one; perhaps Milton, before 
his eyes grew dim, saw that. That may have been one of the very mites the 
widow cast into the treasury; that the one Christ asked whose superscription 
it bore.” And so they link us with the past, and are tokens of the power and 
yet the frailty of man.

The first British Canadian coin was issued in 1858. 


The largest collection of coins in the world is in Vienna. It numbers 
125,000. Dr. Hunter’s collection in Gla.sgow cost $105,000. 


Two well polished and clean aluminum surfaces, if brought together under 
pressure and kept for eight hours at a temperature of about 650 degrees 
Fahrenheit, will adhere as though soldered. 


Beginning with March the Russian government introduced Russian coin- 
age into Finland, and will in.sist that all old Finnish coins be returned to the 
mint and removed from circulation. 

This measure, taken in connection with the recent rescripts of the czar for 
increasing the Russian army in Finland, and with the proposal of making 
the Russian language obligatory in the University of Helsingfors and in the 
schools of the province, robs the Finns of all hope of perpetuating their na- 
tionality. 



In the national museum at Washington is an interesting collection of the 
coin? of Bible lands. Coined money did not circulate among the Israelites 
previous to their return from the Babylonian captivity, but specific weights 
of gold and silver were used in commercial transactions from a very early 
period and the term “shekel,” which is the name of the piece of money most 
frequently occurring in the Bible, literally means “weight.” Some histori- 
ans attribute the first coinage to Ezra, but the earliest Jewish coins known 
were struck by Simon Maccabaeus about 146 B. C. Greek and Roman money 
was current in Palestine. 

Among the coins in the museum are shekels of silver of the first issue at- 
tributed to Simon Maccabaeus. The design represents on one side a cup of 
manna, with a legend: “Shekel cf Israel.” On the reverse is the budding 
rod of Aaron, with the legend: “Jerusalem the Holy.” The value of the 
coin in our currency is about 64 cents. 

The “widow’s mite” is a coin of copper issued by Alexander Jannaeus (105 
to 178 B. C.), bearing a wreath of olives, with the inscription: “Jonathan 
the High Priest and the Confederation of the Jews.” On the reverse are 
two cornucopias and the head of a poppy. The mite was the smallest current 
coin in the time of Jesus, and its value was about one-eighth of one cent. 
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There is also a coin issued by Herod Antipas, tetrarch of Galilee, who be- 
headed John the Baptist, to whom Jesus was sent for examination by Pilate. 
A(?rippa, the last Jewish king, issued a bronze coin, of which there is an ex- 
ample. It was he witn whom the apostle Paul had an interview in the 
pre enoeof the Roman governor, Festus. 

The coin found by Peter in the mouth of a fish and used to pay the 
temple tribute for Jesus and himself was a “startar,” of which there are two 
specimens in silver, issued at Antioch, bearing the words “Ca?sar Augustus,” 
under the head of the first Roman emperor, and on the reverse a figure of 
Tj'clie, the genius of Antioch, with her foot on tlie river god Orontes. 

There are also in the museum collections of coins struck by Alexander the 
Great, king of Macedonia, who is mentioned by Daniel; also coins of Babylon, 
Damascus, Tyre, Sidon and other ancient cities, and one of the most inter- 
esting objects is a child’s savings bank made of pottery, with a slit in the top 
through which money was dropped. It was found by Dr. Thomas Wilson, of 
the Smithsonian institution, while excavating in the ruins of 0.stia, a sea- 
port of Ancient Rome, in 1886, and contained 145 silver coins issued from 200 
to 19 B. C.. so that it is presumed that the bank was buried a short time be- 
fore the Christian era.

We extract the following from IT/te Daily Standard Union, Brooklyn, N. Y., 
of April 14th: 

Prof. Edouard Frossard. who passed away Wednesday, was born abroad, 
came to this country when but a young man and began life as a teacher in 
Brooklyn. It was just at this time our civil war broke out, and, although of 
foreign birth, there was none more ready to give his life, if necessary, for his 
adopted country. He enlisted as Sergeant Major with the Thirty-first New 
York Volunteers, served with great honor and was promoted to First Lieu- 
tenant, Captain, Acting Colonel, being intimately associated with the late 
Calvin C. Pratt, of Brooklyn. He was detached for special service as a mem- 
ber of a general courtmartial at Fort McHenry, and was soon after made 
Judge Advocate. He was injured and in a hospital at Mary’s Heights for 
several weeks. Some time after the close of the war he went to Irvington- 
on-Hudson and opened a large private school, having among his pupils the 
sons of prominent and wealthy men. It was during these years, when de- 
voting his life and time to literary work that he became interested in the 
study of numismatics. He became absorbed in this study and decided to 
make it his life work. He soon came to this city and became the greatest 
coin expert in the United States. It is within the last few years that Prof. 
Frossard became the owner of the stupendous art collection, the work of 
.Tohn Trumbull, containing many exquisite miniatures on ivory. Prof. 
Frossard was a man of unusual ability; editor of “Numismat,” a paper de- 
voted to coins; professor of French at the Y. M. C. A., Manhattan; art con- 
noisseur, linguist and author. He was a member of the U. S. Grant Post No. 
327, Brooklyn; a member of Solomon’s Lodge No. 196, F. and A. M., Tarry- 
town, N. Y. The professor was a man greatly beloved, of magnetic charac- 
ter, courteous in manner, gifted in intellect, honest in business dealings— a 
mao of noble life. Services will be held at his late residence, 221 Lexington 
avenue, Friday evening at 8 o’clock. Members of U. S. Grant Post will at- 
tend.

HOOPER'S RESTRIKES.

A counterfeit coin may be lead, but it is hard to push. 


The Lafayette Dollar.— Upon the recommendation of Mr. Roberts, the 
director of the mint, the secretary of the treasury has approved the design 
for the new Lafayette silver dollar submitted by the Lafayette Memorial 
association. On one side of the dollar will be the heads of Washington and 
Lafayette and on the other a representation of the monument to Lafayette 
to be erected in Paris in 1900. The wording will be the same as on the 
standard dollar except that the words, “Lafayette Dollar,’’ will be substi- 
tuted for “One Dollar.’’ 

Apropos of the above, the following from Yotith's Companion will be inter- 
esting, exhibiting as it does, the ulterior designs of Congress to make the col- 
lectors pay the tax: 

“Congress decided to take a soinewhat indirect way of helping the project 
to erect a monument to Lafayette in Paris, as a gift of the American people. 
Instead of paying a sum of money to the monument commissioners. Congress 
voted $25,000 to buy silver bullion, which will be coined into “Lafayette dol- 
lars,’’ and these will be turned over to the commission. 

Silver is now so low that $25,000 will buy enough to make fifty thousand 
dollar-coins of the standard weight and fineness, besides paying the incident- 
al expenses of designing and coining. These dollars— thus limited in num- 
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ber to fifty thousand— the commissioners believe, will be quickly taken up by 
coin-collectors at $2 each. This is the price it is proposed to charge for them. 
So what costs the government $25,000 may yield $100,000 for the monument- 
It will yield certainly more than $50,000. 

Engravers are already at work on designs for these coins. They will prob- 
ably bear on one side a likeness of Lafayette. For the other side a number 
of subjects have been proposed. It has been suggested that a quotation from 
some address of Lafayette’s inscribed upon the coin would be highly appro- 
priate.” 

The following clipping is given for what it is worth: 

“A new coin is to be issued by the United States treasury. It will be of 
silver and known as the Lafayette dollar. On one side will be the heads of 
Washington and Lafayette and on the other a representation of a monument 
to be erected in Paris. The dollar will have no words except the custom- 
ary ‘United States of America’ and something to indicate that it belongs to 
a special issue of coin. Some difficulty has arisen over the date. The monu- 
ment commissioners are desirous of having the coins turned over to them as 
soon as possible; also to have them bear the date of 1900. It is against the 
practice of the mint to anticipate dates in this way, and there is considerable 
objection to doing so. Secretary Gage has not yet decided how to settle the 
controversy. The issue will be limited to tifty thousand pieces.” 

This from the C’AiC(/f/o of June 20th, and The Numismatist will 

feel that its duty to the Lafayette dollar is done until it makes its appear- 
ance: 

“Engravers will soon commence the preparation of a die for the Lafayette 
souvenir coin. The decision of the treasury officials that a coin could not be 
struck at the mint bearing a dale otlier than tliat of the year of coinage dis- 
concerted for awhile Comptroller of the Currency Dawes and others interest- 
ed in the issuance of the souvenir. 

It seemed for a time that they would have to abandon the plan of having 
the piece bear tlie date of the Paris exposition. By the exercise of a little 
ingenuity the obstacle has been overcome. The only delay now will be caused 
by the submission of the plans for the Lafayette monument to a committee 
of French experts. It is believed that within the next two months this com- 
mittee will have reached a decision. Director General Peck has forwarded 
them the design of the monument and it is expected that its merits, from an 
artistic standpoint, will impress them favorably and secure their approval. 

As soon as it is known that they have given it the engravers at the mint 
will undertake the preparation of a die and have it ready within two months. 
The coins can then be struck in a day. It is estimated that they will be 
ready for the distributing committee not later than next October. 

The coin will bear upon one face heads of Washington and Lafayette and 
upon the other a representation of the Lafayette monument and an inscrip- 
tion to the effect that the coin was struck in commemoration of the erection 
of the monument in the year 1900. This reference to the year in which the 
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monument is erected will give the coin the date of the exposition, and at the 
same time avoid the treasury regulations, as it is not represented to be the 
date of coinage.” 


The mint of France is nearly ready to begin the issue of the new coinage 
which has been taiked about and discussed for a long time. So much im- 
portance is attached to the artistic design and execution of the French mon- 
ey that it is not surprising to learn that the chief engraver, M. Chaplain, 
one of the most eminent of living medalists, has devoted three years to the 
perfection of his designs for the new gold coins. At first he took the head of 
the Republic, which he engraved for the exposition of 1878, making some 
changes in it, but this did not satisfy him. He then designed a composition,^ 
showing an oak tree behind a figure of the Republic, a branch of the oak en- 
circling the head of the Republic and forming a crown. After sundry other 
experiments he returned to the simple design which was finally adopted. 
The new head of the Republic, wearing a Phrygian cap and crowned with oak 
leaves, is a new type, more modern, and we may say more Parisian, than the 
accustomed profile, but the strong, clear modelling has much of the charac- 
ter of the finest classic coins. The design which is here copied, on an en- 
larged scale, from a Paris paper, is that of the louis d’or, or twenty-franc 
piece— the “louis d’or au coq,” as it has already been called from the Gallic 
bird upon the reverse. It was announced that the device, “Dieu protege la 
France,” would be omitted from the edge of the new money and replaced by 
a garland. A long discussion followed in the newspapers, but finally the ad- 
vocates of its retention prevailed and the old device will figure on the new 
louis. 



The PhiladeliMa liecord says: “In moving the $60,000,000 in silver dollars 
from the mint and the postotfice vaults to the new mint. Superintendent II. 
K. Boyer has just made the discovery that $2,000,000 of the silver cart wheels 
are unfit for circulation. They are rusty and mouldy, having been wet by 
water which percolated through the vaults of the mint years ago, and caused 
the bags in which they were stowed to rot. This might seem a serious mat- 
ter were it not for the fact that the dollars are not really intended for circu- 
lation. They are simply held to give value and security to the silver certifi- 
cates issued against them, and for this reason they will not be cleaned, not 
being needed for circulation, but will be allowed to continue to rust and grow 
tarnished in the splendid big vaults of the new mint.

Under dateof April 24, Wm. R. Mackenzie writes from Rome to the Chica- 
go Record: 

“An archmologieal specimen of great importance is reported from the city 
of Polenza, in southern Italy. While several laborers were tilling a field at 
Irsina they discovered what they considered to be an ancient tomb, contain- 
ing a bronze vase. They opened the vase and found within it no less than 
5,000 silver coins. The first impression seems to have been to keep the thing 
secret and divide the rich windfall. But better feelings prevailed, either 
through sheer honesty or through fear of the law regarding treasure trove, 
which is most stringent in Italy. So Sig. Moreno, the owner of the field, was 
notified, and the vase and all its contents are now in po-ssession of the author- 
ities at Polenza. The coins seem to have been little used, some of them ap- 
parently never In circulation at all, being as bright and fresh as when first 
struck. Each of them weighs exactly five grammes. A few bear the impres- 
sion of the legendary she-wolf and probably belong to the Roman republican 
era. The others have the image of one of the earlier Caesars as far down as 
Claudius, about a dozen showing the head of a god, perhaps Mercury. On the 
reverse all have inscriptions which no doubt will be most interesting to nu- 
mismatists. The field in which the treasure was found is now being culti- 
vated as never before sl&ce .Jineas landed in Latium.” 

And in the same paper, Wm. C. Bohrmann writes from Marseilles, April 28, 
as follows! 

“A few days ago, laborers engaged in excavations in the Fort du Galet at 
Cherbourg, unearthed what they tnought to be an oaken log covered with 
mortar. They were using this log as a fulcrum for the levers applied in re- 
moving part of the foundation walls, when the top of the log unexpectedly 
caved in, revealing to their astonished sight a number of old coins, medals 
and parchment. It proved to be an old oaken chest containing four medals 
bearing the efflgy of Louis Pbillipe and the date of 1840; one of them bore en- 
gravings relating to the death of the duke of Orleans. The chest contained 
furthermore a number of new silver coins bearing the efflgy of Napoleon I, 
emperor of France and king of Italy. Historians say that the chest is doubt- 
less the identical one which was placed there at the laying of the cornerstone 
of the fortress by Louis Philippe himself, and that all records of it were lost 
in the ensuing turbulent years. The chest and its contents are to be exhibit- 
ed at the world’s fair next year.”

NUMISMATIC SOCIETY OF LONDON. 


March 16.— Dr. O. Codrington in the chair.— Lieut. Col. Gerard Boyle was 
elected a member — Mr. L. A. Lawrence exhibited some forgeries of coins of 
Henry I, Matilda, the empress and mother of Henry II, and of Stephen, for 
the striking of which the dies had been exchanged.— Mr. Talbot Ready exhib- 
ited an unpublished hecta of Phocaea, with the obverse type a ram rubbing 
its head with its hind foot, and on the reverse a quadripartite incuse; and a 
copper uncia of Britannicus. — Mr. T. B. Caldecott showed impressions in cop- 
per of the Maryland sixpence issued by Lord Baltimore and of the Massachu- 
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setts shilling of 1652, and Mr. T. Bliss some pennies of Athelstan, of East 
Anglia, of St. Eadmund and of Begnald II, and Analf of Northumbria, some 
of these being unpublished varieties.— Mr. E. C. Krumbbolz communicated a 
paper on the recent issues of French coins in gold, silver and copper. In il- 
lustration of his paper, Mr. Krumbholz exhibited specimens of the two-francs, 
one-franc and fifty-centimes pieces in silver ond of the 10, 5, 2 and 1 centime 
pieces in copper. Of the 20-franc piece, which has not yet been issued for 
circulation, a drawing was shown. These new coins are by the artists. Chap- 
lain, Koty and Daniel Dupuis.— Mr. L. A. Lawrence read a correspondence 
which had passed between him and Mr. W. J. Andrew on the origin of the 
dies of early English coins. Mr. Lawrence expressed it as his opinion that at 
intervals before the Norman conquest and from that date the dies were made 
at one center, and from there transferred to the iocal mints to be used for 
striking the coins. Mr. Andrew took a more modified view and held that in 
many cases the dies were of local fabric, but were probably made from designs 
supplied by the Exchequer in London. In a discussion that followed, Mr. 
Grueber said that in the absence of records and documentary evidence, con- 
clusions could only be drawn from the general style and fabric of the coins. 
Judging from these, he was of opinion that down to the reign of Eadgar of 
Wessex (on account of the absence of uniformity of style in coins of the same 
type) there was no common center for the making of the dies, but from the 
reign of Aethelrid II, the coins showed that the dies were made in the same 
place and thence transmitted to the local mints. This statement he corrob- 
orated by referring to Domesday, wherein it was ordered that the local mon- 
eyers should repair to Loudon to receive the new dies for the striking of coins, 
and on receipt of which each one should pay a fine of twenty solidi, and a 
further fine of the same amount per minute so long as the dies were in use.

Announcements were made of the death of the following members since the 
last meeting: Edouard Frossard, Jenkins VanShack, Edward P. Steers and 
Lawrence Turnuve. 

The Librarian, Mr. Herbert Valentine, reported accessions of 179 books, 
pamphlets, etc., and the Curator, Mr. Edward Groh, reported accessions of 53 
coins and medals. Bauman L. Belden, Recording Secretary. 
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The French mint coined last year $68,900,000 in new money. Of this, 
$43,665,300 was in French Coin, $4,956,000 was silver and bronze for Indo- 
China, $4,000,000 silver coin for Russia, and $600,000 gold coin for Tunis. 
Small amounts were coined for Ethiopia, Morocco and Lichtenstein.

Our readers will be delighted to know that the business of the late Prof. 
Frossard will be continued by his son, Ed Frossard at the old No. 108 E. 14th 
St., New York. We are already in receipt of the catalogue of his first sale 
(No. 161), which will take place on June 27th. The sale includes 453 lots, the 
property of Martin Frank Esq., and comprises a general line of of U. S. gold, 
silver and copper coins, some exceptionally rare European coins and the 
medals of many countries. The coins and medals are nearly all in fine, uncir- 
culated or proof condition. 


There is no doubt but that the collection of U. S. coins of Peter Mougey, 
of Cincinnati, remains unsurpassed in the West. A correspondent who lately 
visited him and was privileged to examine these treasures, writes as follows: 
“While in Cincinnati, I much enjoyed seeing the splendid U. S. collection of 
P. Mougey Esq., which comprises all gold, silver and minor denominations in 
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highest attainable condition. Even the rarest of bis silver coins are in from 
about uncirculated to proof state, and he has many proofs far earlier than 
usuafly seen in high class collections. The perfection of all less rare dates 
can from this be taken for granted. His gold sets are beautiful, his half- 
cents, except ’96, are complete in all the rare proofs, and his cents are all up 
to his high standard but the ’99 and ’04.” 


Joseph Mueller, director of the imperial Austrian mint, recently gave an 
interesting lecture before the Numismatic society on the imitation by foreign 
mints of the Austrian Levantine Maria Theresa thaler. These imitations 
can only be regarded as attempts on the part of foreign European states to 
win from Austria the favor in whi^h the natives of the Orient hold this 
country’s coinage. The lecturer produced specimens of imitat ions coined in 
the last century by the Venetian republic and King Frederick II of Prussia, 
in order to supplant the original Maria Theresa thaler in the Orient. For 100 
years no renewed attempts were made at competition by foreign powers until 
in 1890, Italy issued the so-called “Erithrea thaler.” and three years later 
France coined a similar imitation for King Menelik, of Abyssinia. Every at- 
tempt is made in these imitations to retain as far as possible the original 
Austrian coinage and superscription. The female figure, for instance, repre- 
senting on the Venetian Levantine thaler the republic of Venice, bears a 
striking resemblance to Empre.ss Maria Theresa. All these attempts, how 
ever, to imitate the coin have failed lamentably to meet with the favor of 
the conservative orientals. The Menelik thaler may well serve as a drastic 
proof of the spirit of Oriental conservatism. Since 1893, 500 Menelik thalers 
have been issued by the Paris mint, while during the same period 16,000,000 
Austrian Maria Theresa thalers have been coined and circulated.

No. 192. 01)verse : The head (d’ Koine \viii^''-lielmeted t.o ri^ht. The de- 
narial mark X behind and .some letter usuaily in front of the ru‘ek. 

Keverse : The galeated tigure of Rome s(‘ated to left. The right hand 
holds a pontiticial apex ; her left, resting on a shield, holds a spear. N(man- 
ii(s) VABlius) VICTOR, On the shield, 0\'lKlX(^///s), and l)eneath, in ex- 
ergue, ROMA. 

The Flamines were Roman priests of some especdal god, as the Flamen 
Oialis, the priest of Jupiter; Flamen Martialis, the pri(‘st of IMars; Flamen 
Quirinalis, the priest of Quirinus, or Romuius, after his deitiealion, etc. 
These priests of the gods were always from i)atrician families, and historical 
writers mention the fact that the Fabii were llamines (luiyiriales. Just which 
Fabius to whom this denarius should be ascribed is not ijositively known, but 
Riccio gives it to Xumerius Fabius Rictor, who was great grandson to the 
great C. Fabius, who, in B. C. 394, after the Samnite war, paintcal a large 
battle piece for the Temple of the Goddess of Health, which temple was in 
existence up to the time of Claudius, and was then, accf>rding to Pliny, de- 
stroyed by tire. For this painting, the earliest- recorded, of which Pliny 
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speaks In so much praise, he was given the surname Pictor. 

No. 193. Obverse : The galeated head of Rome or Pallas to right. lu 
front, the denarial mark and Q(uinttLs) MAX(imit«) ROMA. 

Reverse : A thunderbolt crossed by a tilled cornucopia surrounded by a 
wreath of wheat ears and poppies. 

This denarius is given to Quintus Fabius Maximus Servilianus, who was 
consul in B. C. 142, The emblem of Hercules and Cornucopia being and still 
remaining the symbol of the city of Valentia, in Spain, ii is supposed to 
allude to his father’s and brother’s expedition into that part of Spain. This 
garland or chaplet on the reverse represents the first known in Rome, for it 
recorded that the nurse of Romulus the founder, Acca Laurentia, crowned 
him with a chaplet of wheat ears and poppies; tied with a white ribbon, as a 
badge of ownership of the cultivated fields. The coin was struck 142-140 B. C. 

No. 194. Obverse : The Apollo laureated to right. In front a lyre and the 
denarial mark. Behind, ROMA. Q(uintus) MAX(imus). 

Reverse : Similar to 193. Again is shown the honored garland, with which 
one once invested remained sacred for life. Even in banishment or imprison- 
ment he could not be deprived of its time-honored protection. Struck in 
B. C. 140. 


FANNIA. 

This was a plebian family, though of consular rank. But two varieties of 
coins in silver and one in brass have been noted. 

No. 195. Obverse : The head of Rome or Pallas Nicephora, wing-helmeted, 
to right. The head is adorned with ringlets and earrings. In front, the de- 
narial mark ; behind, ROMA. 

Reverse: A winged Victory in a. rapid quadriga to right, holding in her 
right extended hand a branch or garland. On exergue : M(arci6s) FAN(mits) 
C(aii) F(ilius), This denarius was struck by Marcus Fannius, who was praetor 
in 672 (B. C. 82) while he was also monetal triumvir. 

The Fannii family, though unknown in history before the second century 
B. C.; evidently had the faculty, like many in these latter days, of keeping 
themselves before the public after that time. C. Fannius Strabo was consul 
with Valerius Messala ; a son was a tolerable oratf>r, and a nephew was a 
cotemporary historian. Fannius Quadratus, in his own estimation, was a 
poet, but his critics were far from unanimous on this point. L. Fannius de- 
serted the Roman army te join the fortunes of war with Mithridates. Fannia, 
one of the women of this family, was the wife of Helvidius Priscus, and her 
many virtues are on record, while another nameless woman of the family con- 
sorted with Marius after he had been dragged from the Minturnean bogs. 

Another denarius often ascribed to this family, but was struck by Marcus 
Fannius in conjunction with Lucius Critonius in B. C. 44. This denarius we 
have classed with the Critoaia gens and was illustrate 1 and described under 
No. 173. 
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FAliSVLElA, 

A plebian family, obscure to history, and known only by the coins left be- 
hind, of which there are several varieties but only one general type. 

No. 196. Obverse: A diademed female head to right. A small mitella 
adoins the head and the bust is draped. Behind, the pileus, or liberty cap, 
*and sometimes "^(enains) C[or\mUo). In front, MENSOR. 

Reverse : A galeated and padulated warrior stands in a galloping biga to 
right. His right hand is extended to aid a legated figure into his car. Be- 
iieatli the horses, CXI or some other numerals, or a scorpion. In exergue be- 
iieaLli : L(ucul'<) FARSVLEI(a.s*). 

The significance of this design and the date of issue is all a matter of spec- 
ulation, as in all probability it ever will i)e. When learned men like Eckhel, 
Riccio and Cavedoni fail to decide or even agree it would be presumptuous 
for us to even make the attempt . 


FLAMIXIA. 

This plelnaii family gives us three coins, all of which are easy to obtain. 

No. 197. Obverse : Tlie galeated lu‘ad of Rome to right. Behind, ROMA, 
and in front the denarial mark. 

Reverse: A semi-nude Niclory in a rapid biga to right. She holds the 
reins in her left hand and a garland in her exterided right. Beneath the 
hors<‘s : LbcveNi FLAM I N(/e.N), ami in exergue, Cl LO, 

From the a.rchaic aspect of the coin generally, it has been placed amongthe 
earlier coins of the Re])ublic, This, liowever, luu been disputed, and in spite 
of its ancitoil aspe(*tand spelling it has been ascribed to the Lucius Flamin- 
ius who was (luestoi’ of the Rei)ublic in the time of Sulla, Struck in B. C. 94. 

No. 1!)S. Obverse: The head of X'eiius adorned to right. IIII VIR 

FL (hu ti). 

Reverse: Victory in a ra])id l>iga, a^ in No. 197. Beneath the horses : 

Lf/e;/?es) FLAMIN(/c.s) and in (‘xergiee, CHILO. 

The head of Wuiiis on this coin reft*rs to the assumed origin of Ca^rar. The 
moneyer wiio struck the coin was Lucius Flaminius Chilo, and it was issued 
inB. C. 4 : 3 . 

No. 1!)9. Obverse : The laureated head of Julius Cavsar to right. 

Reverse : A female (Felicitas) statiding draped in the stola. In her right 

liand she holds a caduceus and in her left, the hasta pura. h(Hcius) FLAMIN- 

ivs nil VI R. 

This coin wu'^ struck by the s ime moneyer as No. 198 and at about thesame 
date. 

There is no liistorical mention of any members of this family, until C. 
Flaminius, who fell in tlie battle on the borders of Lake Thrasimenus, where 
he became disastrously engaged for not obeying the omen of the gods. So say 
both Livy and Plutarch. He should have paid more respect to these ill 
omens, for oidy a few years previously, strange to relate, he resigned a public 
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office to which he had been elected, on account of the squeaking of a mouse 
just after his election. A noted member of this family, and son of C. Fla- 
minius, was Titus Flaminius, and a brothar of T. Flaminius was Lucius Fla- 
minius, to whom the denarius No. 198 is often ascribed, was a distinguished 
and successful admiral on the Grecian coast and who became consul in 
B. 0. 192. 

FLAVIA, 

A plebian family of Sabine extraction. Only two coins, with three minor 
varieties, have been noted of this family. 

No. 200. Obverse : The head of Rome wing-helmeted to right. The de- 
narial mark usually at nape of the neck. 

Reverse: Diana in a rapid biga to right. In her left baud she holds the 
reins and in her extended right a chaplet. Beneath the horses, FLA VS, and 
in exerque, ROMA. 

This is no doubt a very old coin of this series, but at what time or date 
struck is a matter of speculation. It is not rare. 

No. 201. Obverse: The head of Apollo, bared to right. Before it a lyre. 
C(aius) FLAV(tus) HEMIC(^7 ?h 6‘), LEG{<(bfs) PRO. PR(a7on'). 

Reverse: Victory standing to left in the act ot crowning a trophy. 
(^[uintus] CAEP(io) BRUTius) iMBUratcr). 

This denarius was struck by Cains Flavius, who was legatus pro-prietor to 
Brutus when he tied with Cassius before the triumvirate into Asia. He is 
probably the same C. Flavius who took part against Octavius, and three years 
later suffered death at Perugio. Another brother, a pra^fectus fabruni, fell at 
Philippi and was mourmid by Brutus. The denarius was struck in the east 
about 43 B. C.

THE BAROIN GOERTZ DALERS. 


The Numismatist has been asked to give a list of the copper dalers of 
Sweden struck by Baron Goertz, the prime minister of Charles XII, 1697-1718. 
These ‘‘distress ” pieces, it will be rememViered, struck in copper, were made 
to pass at the value of silver, or at four times their value even if struck in 
unalloyed silver. The precious metals were scarce and the treasury, owing to 
foreign wars, much depleted. The money was, therefore, wdiat must be con- 
sidered necessity money or money of emergency. The list follows : 

No. 1. 1715. Obv.: Crown, 1715. Rev.: 1 daler S(o?fftr) M(?/an. “Silver 

coin.” 
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No. 2. 1716. Obv.: Pallas seated with lance and shield. PUBLICA. 
FIDES, “Public faith,” in exergue 1716. Rev.: Same as No. 1. 

No. 3. 1717. Obv.; Warrior erect with sword and shield. WETT OCH 
WAPEN, “Wit and Weapons.” In exergue, 1717. Rev.: Same inscription 
as last in shield, surrounded by cornucopi®, flags and weapons. 

No. 4. 1718, Obv.: A warrior with sword in right and spear in left band, 
a lion passant by his side. FLINK OCH FARDIG, “Rough and Ready. 
In exergue, 1718. Rev.: 1. DALER S. M. in circle, surrounded by a cartouche 
of cornucopi®, cannon, flags, spears, etc. 

No. 5. 1718. Obv.: Jupiter erect, with thunderbolt in right hand and an 
eagle by his side, JVPITER. In exergue, 1718. Rev.: Usual inscription in 
wreath of leaved branches in which are crowns to right, left and beneath. 

No. 6. 1718. Obv.: Erect figure of Phoebus in radiate oval. In right band 
a wand of the sun ; in left, a branch. PHOEBUS. In exergue, 1718. Rev.: 
Usual inscription in ornamental cartouche. 

No. 7. 1718. Obv.: Saturn, or Time, with usual attribute, walking to right, 
SATVRNVS. In exergue, 1718. Rev.: Similar to No. 6. 

No. 8. 1718. Obv.: Mars, standing with lance in right hand, MARS. In 
• exergue, 1718. Rev.: Similar to No. 6. 

No. 9. 1718. Obv.: Mercury, with wand in right band, standing, MER- 
CVRIVS. In exergue, 1718. Rev.: Similar to No. 6. 

No. 10. 1719. Obv,: Hope, standing with mythological attributes. In 
German text, Hoppet (Hope). In exergue, 1719. Rev.: Similar to No. 6. 

No. 11. 1719, Obv.: Bust of the Baron, GEORG HEINR. BARO. DE 
GOERTZ. In exergue, 1719. Rev.: NECESSITAS CARET LEGE— 1— 
DALER— S. M. 

Charles XII was killed at the battle of Frederickshall on Decemper 11, 1718, 
and the necessity financiering of Baron Goertz came to an end with his exe- 
cution on March 2, 1719.

Hudson Bay Money. 



We ^'ive a cut of some of the “tokens” formerly used by tlie Hudson Bay 
Company at its far northern posts in tlieir tradin^r with Indians. They are 
of brass and are handsome to look upon. On the obverse appears the hand- 
some coat of arms of the Ancient and Honourable of the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany, made up of the symbf)ls c»f the fur trade, witli ar^^ent a cross gules, a 
beaver proper in each compartment : su])porters, two stags : crest, a fox. Un- 
derneath the shield is a scroll with the company’s motto, adopted from a 
phrase taken from the AAilgate,« occurring in the fourth verse of the second 
chapter of Job: ^Tro Cute Cutem/’ which being roughly translated means 
*‘Skin for pelt.” On the reverse are tlie letters which below are given (wdth 
accepted translation). H (Hudson's) B (Hay) E (East) M (Main) N (now looked 
upon as M, Made) B (Beaver). They wore of four values, one-eighth, one- 
fourth, one-half, and one beaver, the beaver being the unit of value. Their 
sizes, as measured by the American scale, are 14, 15, 16 and 18 respectively- 
These four varieties are all that have ever been known to exist. 
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The narration of Mr. R. W. McLachlan, of Montreal, a well-known Can- 
adian numismatist, as to how these coins first came ro light is well given in 
an article he published in 1892, of which a slight synopsis will be interesting. 
He says : “They first came to his knowledge about 1884, when one of his one- 
eighth denomination came through an Indian into the hands of a young col- 
lector. He showd his prize and looked around for a purchaser, with the good 
fortune of shortly after disposing of it for the neat little sum of $125. This 
sale set the whole coin fraternity agog, and they determined to find some 
more, if possible. Correspondence with H. B. Co.’s officers in the north and 
with the home and Winnipeg offices did not throw any light upon thesub’ect. 
Thus things dragged along for another two years, until fresh impetus was 
given to the search by a collector who had dealings with the north, showing 
to the astonished eyes of his friends an identical piece with the one already 
known and three others, varying only in their denominations. More hunting 
ensued, but another two years went by without any fresh discovery. In the 
year 1888, Messrs. A. P. Low and C. H. McNutt, who were detailed to prospect 
the country east of Hudson’s Bay, discovered nine complete sets at Little 
Whale River.” 



The Oldest Extant Bank Note.— Among the many products of civili- 
zation which were familiar to the Chinese many centuries before they came 
into use in Europe, may be reckoned bank notes. There is at this moment in 
the possession of “the Old Lxdy in Threadneedle street,” a specimen sup- 
posed to be one of the oldest extant, dating from the fourteenth century of 
our era. It is now proved, however, that paper money was issued in China as 
early as 807 A. D. These securities closely resembled the famous French 
assignats in being based upon the estates of the kingdom. The bank of 
Stockholm claims to have been the first western institution to adopt a paper 
currency, but the Bank of England must have followed very closely with its 
£20 notes, which were issued in 1696.--London Chronicle. 


Foreigners in China buy nearly everything on credit, giving signed “chits” 
for every purchase, the reason being their unwillingness to load themselves 
down with silver or native coin, while paper money fluctuates too much. 


“Making Bank of England Notes.”— Bank of England notes are made 
from new white linen cut4,ings, never from anything that has been worn. So 
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carefully is the paper prepared that even the number of dips into the pulp 
made by each workman is registered on a dial by machinery. 


Copper Ingots as Money.— One of the largest and most cumbersome 
forms of money is found in Central Africa, where the natives use a cruciform 
ingot of copper ore ten inches long. It is heavy enough to be a formidable 
weapon.

Dr. William Seward Webb has presented war medals to every member of 
the Vermont regiment of volunteers. They will shortly be issued to the 
troops by the adjutant-general of the State. The medals are composed of 
metal taken from Admiral Cervera’s flagship, the Maria Teresa. The bar of 
the medal has a deer’s head for a crest, with sprigs of pine, and bears the in- 
scription : “First Regiment Vermont Infantry, U. S. Volunteers.” In a blue 
circle on the medal, in gold letters, are the words, “Spanish-American War,”^ 
aud in a white centre, 1898.” The reverse of the medal bears the coat of arms 
of the State of Vermont, with the letter of the recipient’s company beneath, 
and this inscription : “The gift of W. S. Webb.” 


President Heaton sends us a 10x13 photograph plate of his one and three= 
dollar gold pieces of the United States, This plate includes all the present 
issues of these denominations issued by the Philadelphia and branch mints, 
with the single exception of 1854, C., of which only four were struck and evea 
their whereabouts are unknown. The pieces are all in from fine to proof con- 
dition and are given natural size. The central design is of shield-shape, and 
comprises all the dollars of the branch mints : New Orleans, 6 ; Charlotte, 8 ; 
Dahlonega, 13 ; San Francisco, 7. Immediately surrounding the shield are 
arranged the dollars of the parent mint. The three-dollar pieces surround 
the whole. To recapitulate— The dollars are represented by 81 illustrations; 
Philadelphia, 41 with 3 varieties. Branch mints, 34 ; obverses, 3. The three 
dollars — Philadelphia, 36, Branch mints, 6. Variety and obverse, 2. Total, 
44. In all the photograph illustrates 125 coins. Sufficient data accompanies 
the plate to make it useful without in the least detracting from its artistie 
appearance. Framed, it is an invaluable addition to any collector’s cabinet, 
and library.

The earliest obsidional, or siege pieces, were struck early in fhe Sixteenth 
contury : Pavia, 1524; Cremona, 1526; Vienna, 1529. Later, resulting from 
the Spanish-Dutch war, we have Middleburgand Harlem, 1573 : Leyden, 1574 ;

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THE MEDALS OF CHINA.

During the Han Dypasty, many centuries before medals were struck by 
any other nation, the Chinese made use of medals, charms and tokens for dif- 
ferent uses and purposes. They were struck from both official and private 
mints. They are numerous and found in a great many varieties. Their na- 
tive name is Yen Shing Tsien, which does not, translated, actually mean 
coins, but rather, money like coins, Yen Shing. Some of these pieces are 
manufactured for use by the priests, mostly Buddhist, who hang them around 
the necks of children, thus serving a double purpose, the warding off o4 im- 
pending danger or disaster and an extra income for themselves. These 
charms or medals are often, especially in Europe, wrongly called Temple mon- 
ey or Temple medals. 

These medals are particularly interesting from a religious or folk-lore point 
of view because of the many scenes, figures, syinbols, different manners of 
writing the Chinese characters from ancient to modern times, which orna- 
ment their obverses apd reverses. In the eyes of the Chinese, the beauty of 
the written characters results of their being used in ornamentation. 

The fields of the medal are often divided as shown in Plate I. Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4. 
On this plate are also exhibited some of the symbols, ornaments, signs, fig- 
ures, etc,, more or less often seen on the medals. SiQg (stars), on Nos. 5, 6, 
(perhaps parts of No. 7),Peh Tou or Tbu (Ursa Major, the great bear or great 
dipper). No. 7. Hwa (flow.er). No. 8. Kou (hook). No. 9. Vertical and hori- 
zontal, No. 10. Hu (tiger) is the king of the animals and the symbol of power 
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and the figure of it was supposed to frighten away the devils, No. 11. The 
sun over clouds, No. 12. A bent line {the moon?). No. 13. Fang (square), 
with Pun Ming Sing Kuan, No. 14. Ornament within a circle. No. 15. Yue 
(moon). No. 16. Yih (sun). Nos. 17,. 18. Siuen lo (spiral shell), No. 19. Kioh 
(horn). No. 20. Hu lu (gourd bottle). No. 21. Fang hiang (a certain musical 
instrument). No. 22. Yin ting, a weight of ten-.liangs, Hua wan, links of 
Meander, Nos. 25, 26, 27, 28, 29, 30. The toad in the moon, No. 31. Wan, or 
Swaslica=100(X), often drawn on the breast of idols, and is said to be Buddha’s 
heart. No. 32. Tiger head. No. 33. Lug ting, thunder under a charm char- 
acter, much used in writing ghost papers. No. 34. Yang, and yn, light and 
darkness, the male and female principles fronj which springs action and re- 
action in all things and from which all things were evolved, the dual forces 
of nature — Heaven, the sun, the day, etc., etc. Yang, the earth, the moon. 
The night, etc., etc., are Yn. Yang is in motion and Yn is re.sting, 35. Tai 
Kih, the great finite. No. 36. Wu Kih, the infinite, produced Tai Kih, Tai 
Kill produced Yang and Yn. 

Pa kua, Fu his (B. C. 2800) eight diagrams as he saw them on the back of a 
fabulous animal, called dragon hor.se, in theriver (Hwang) Ho. They consist- 
ed of black and white dots. They are also called the mystical diagrams, the 
diagrams of changes, the eight signs of divination. They are the basis of Yh 
King, the Book of Changes, the oldest of the Chinese sacred books and there- 
fore the oldest in existence. 

The signs are as follows: Kien, Tug, Zi, Tchiri, 8in, Khan, Kan and 
Kwan. They have each a series of meanings, and it is said that if they could 
all be explained, every secret in nature could easily be understood. The first 
and last signs, Mien and Kwan, are Yang and Yn, light and darkness, day 
and night. The primitive meanings of the diagrams are: Heaven, water on 
the earth, fire, thunder, wind, water from the atmosphere, hill and earth. 
Engraved on stone or metal and placed in any property or worn about the 
body, they have a protective power against evil and calamities. The dia- 
grams are illustrated on Plate I, Nos. 37, and 38. 

Tchang pai, a long shield inscribed “Tchang tien szi,” the Heavenly proph- 
et, Tchang, No. 39. Fu; this is another charm character. No. 40. Hu fu, a 
similar character, with tiger’s head, legs and tall, No. 41. Sing kuan; this 
figure means Yuen sheng, and takes its abode in the great dipper. Nos. 42 and 
43. 

Lung (dragon) is a symbol of imperial dignity. 

Fung (phmnix) brings good Inck. 

Ho (stork) carries with it good luck and long life. The same may he said 
of the symbol Kon, hook. No. 9. 

Hu lUjthe gourd bottle. No. 21, insures also long life and exemption from 
death by accident. The dried gourd or calabash itself is often hung about 
the waists of children living in boats, so that if perchance they fall over- 
board, they float, and are picked up and their lives thus saved. 

Shay, the serpent of good and blessing. 
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£wei (tortoise) another symbol of long life. 


ILi Tso hien divides the medals of China into six classes as follows: 

I. Tching hin, the principal series or medals. These have on their ob- 
verses the same legends as on coins, but differ from them in ornamentation 
and size. They begin with the usurper, Wang Mang, 7-22 A. D. 

Some pieces, exactly like the circulating money, but heavier, are cast just 
before the new year, for distribution among the guards and eunuchs of the 
palace. These are called Lamp Hanging money, or in popular slang, “yellow 
■covers.” ^ 

Charms with felicitous sentinels are also cast at the new year and present- 
ed with the Lamp hanging money for palace use and are said to be attached 
to covers of wrappers, etc, etc. 

Medals with the pa kua, or the eight diagrams, are used whenever a new 
hall is built in the palace, a pao ho, or precious box, is placed upon the main 
beam, with these medals inside, and buiit into the roof. This box also con- 
tains in addition, current money of the nien ho, or period of reign, precious 
stones, the five kinds of metal, the five sorts of grain and silk of various col- 
ors. the coins of the present dynasty of China (Bushell). To this class 

belong Nos. 4, 20, 21, 22, 23, Plates II and YI. *

April 20. — Sir J. Evans, president, in the chair. — Mr. J. K Pritchard and 
Mr. Michael P. Vlasto were elected members. — The president exhibited an 
octo drachm of Arsinoe, wife of Ptolemy Philadelphos, of Egypt, which came 
irom a find made some years ago.— Lady Buckley exhibited two groats of 
Edward lY, struck in London, with the mint marks, an amulet and a cross 
crosslet; another of Henry YI, of the rosette-mascle coinage; a proof of the 
obverse of the “Incorrupta Fides” crown by Wyon of George III; also a proof 
of the obverse of the half-crown of William lY before letters, and the shell 
of the obverse of the six-pence of 1817 of George III. — Mr. Maish sent for ex- 
hibition a crown in silver of Cromwell by Thomas Simon, which showed that 
its date had been altered from 1657 to 1658. — Mr. W. C. Boyd exhibited a sty-

cae of Aethelred II, of Northumbria, with blundered legends, and a dupondius 
of Augustus, struck in Spain by the legato P. Carisius, of which Cohen only 
illustrates an Imperfect specimen.— Mr. S. M. Spink exhibited a farthing of 
Edward I, reading “Londriensis” for Londoniensis; and the Rev. F. Binley 
Dickinson, two Tolumes, one containing autographs of well known numisma* 
tists from about 1^, the other a series of portraits of numismatists and col- 
lectors of coins from the sixteenth century to the present time. — Mr. Grueber 
read a paper on a penny of Aethelred II, struck at Derby and having on the 
•obverse the Agnus Del and on the reverse the Holy Dove. The coin belongs 
to Mr. H, G. Mjilton Price, and was found some few years ago in London. 
Mr. Grueber considers that this coin was struck towards the end of the reign 
of Aethelred II, and that the type referred to his restoration in 1014 Mr. 
Grueber also re^ a paper on a penny of Eadgar, having on the obverse a 
mitre, and a half-penny of the same king, with a rose branch for the reverse 
type. .Both coins were attributed to the York mint, thesecond being unique, 
as no othOT half-penny is known of that reign. He also described a noble of 
the amulet or first coinage of Henry VI, of which no specimen had hitherto 
been known. All three coins had been recently purchased by the British 
Museum. 

Mat 18. — Sir J. Evans, President, in the chair. — Mr. Bolles Bowles was 
■elected a member.— Mr. J. Bearman exhibited a penny of Aethelred II, struck 
at Thedford, with the crowned bust of the king on the obverse and a cross 
-pattee surrounded by four smaller crosses on the reverse, being an unpub- 
lished combination; also a penny of the same reign, struck at Barnstaple, of 
the “Crux” type. — Mr. L. A. Lawrence showed a small pocket balance of the 
eighteenth century, for weighing guineas and half-guineas. — Mr. G. F. Hill 
•exhibited a photograph of a mass of corroded copper coins of Gyrene, belong- 
ing to Mr. G. Armes, of Eastbourne, which is said to have been formerly in 
the possession of the late Sir Francis Drnmmond, the consul-general in Trip- 
oli. This mass of coins weighed over 13 pounds.— Mr. L. A. Lawrence read a 
paper on forgeries of coins of Henry I, Eustace, son of Stephen, Henry, bishop 
•of Winchester, and the Empress Matilda. These coins, which formed two 
separate series, were shown to have been struck over coins which were not is- 
sued till considerably later than the period they purported to represent. — 
The Rev. R. S. Mylne described two medals of the Academy of St. Luke, in 
Home, bearing the portraits of Clement XIII and XIV, specimens of which 
bad been awarded by the academy to the writer’s great-grandfather, Robert 
Mylne, E. F. R. S., who was the architect of Blaekfriar’s Bridge, erected in 
1760.

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THB OLD PHILADBLPHfA MlNt. 


The first piece of property owned by Uncle Sam and the first United States 
mint was nearly destroyed the other day by a fierce fire, which broke out in 
the basement of this interesting and historic old building, which is situated 
at Nos. 37 and 39 north Seventh street, Philadelphia. 

Fortunately the firemen were pear at hand, and by their pronapt response 
to the alarm and untiring efforts, the old, historic, building was saved from 
complete destruction, and might yet be restored and .placed in such a condi- 
tion that it would be a splendid object lesson not oniy to the present genera- 
tion, illustrating the wonderful growth of. the wealth of the republic from a 
very small and modest beginning. 

It seems almost incredible that within the recollection of living men this 
plain old structure represented the entire personal holdings and real estate 
security of our national government. 

The history of4.be first mint of the United States began with the passage 
by congress of an act looking to the formation of such a necessary institution. 
The initial step to put this act in operation was naturally the appointment 
of the officers of the institution, who should have charge of the establishment, 
for the director of the mint, Washington selected David . Pittenhouse, the 
astronomer, who received this appointment and accepted the' position on the 
1st of July, 1792. 

Henry Voigt, a watchmaker, was appointed chief coiner, and Tristnm 
Dalton was made treasurer. In the succeeding year Albion Cox was appoint- 
ed the chief assayer and Thomas Scott engraver. The officers having bee« 
selected, the next important matter wa-s to obtain a proper building for the 
accommodation of the machinery of the mint and the officers. With this ob-. 
ject in view, a lot on, the east iide of Seventh street, north of Farmers’ alley, 
now Filbert street, was purchased. There was an old still house and other 
buildings on the property. These structures were quickly removed, and on ■ 
the 31st of July, 1792, the corner stone was laid by Washington, a distinguish- 
ed gathering of the leading men of the day being present 

The foundation stone in place, work was commenced on the' building at 
once. So rapidly for tliat period was the work pushed that the foundation 
was ready for the superstructure on the 25th of August. The framework was 
raised on the afternoon of that day. 

A few days later, on the 10th of September, 6 imunds of old copper were 
bought for the mint by llittenhouse, at the rate of Is 3d per pound, this 
metal being the first ever purchased for the coinage of the United States. 
Three coinage presses, imported from England, arrived on the 25th of Sep- 
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teraber and were put in operation about the first of October. 

In his message to congress, November 6, 1792, President Washington made 
the gratifying statement that a small coinage of half-dimes had been com- 
pleted, “the want of small coins in circulation calling the first attention to 
them.” Before the end of the first year after the 6pehi hg of the mint» ndt 
only half dimes, but dimes and coppers, in sufficient quantity to meet the 
pressing needs of the country, had been coined. 

In 1794 the first silver dollars and half-dollars were coined, and in the next 
year the first gold eagles and half eagles were produced. Up to the year 181& 
the work of coining at the mint was done by hand or horse power, but in the 
latter year steam was introduced for operating the ^presses. 

During the dreadful yqllow fever that devastated Philadelphia in 1797-99' 
and again in 1802-3, the work of the mint was suspended. David Eittenhoiise 
the first director, was generally liked and respected. And although the es- 
tablishment under his care was of a most primitive nature, it was conducted 
with great care and judicious management. For forty years the old building 
on Seventh St. was used for the purpose of the mint. It was only after the 
marvelous increase in the population of the country had rendered it absolute- 
ly necessary that better quarters should be obtained that the secretary of the 
treasury and the president seriously considerad the matter. 

By the will of the late John F. Kates, a prominent merchant of Philadel- 
phia, who died in that city a few months ago, and who was at the time of 
his death the owner of the old mint building, he bequeathed the cornerstone 
and all its contents to the Historical Society of Pennsylvania. So this por- 
tion of the historic old building will at least be forever properly preserved. 


THE NEW PHILADELPHIA MINT. 


Editor Nusiismatist:— 

Dear Sir: — As it may interest your readers to know something of the new 
mint at Philadelphia, I will give my observations during a recent visit to 
that city. First let me state, for the benefit of those who have never been in 
the Quaker City^ that the present mint is a two-story, square, white marble 
building with a columned portico and wide front steps, occupying the entire 
lot it stands upon, on Chestnut street, in the business part of the city. An 
eighteen-story office building overshadows it on the west and a small alley 
separates it from Wanamaker’s great Phila store. The building is much too 
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«mall for the work Roing on withia it. Visitors, conducted by guides, go 
through the various rooms, guarded only by a railing in some of them from 
the workmen, and finish their tour in the museum of coins on the second 
floor, the coin cabinets of which were seen at the Chicago World's Fatri 

The new mint is being built about a mile northwest of the old one in a 
more elevated part of the city and but a few blocks from Fairmount Park. 
The ground is an entire block, about 400 feet front, on Spring Garden St., 
between 16th and 17th, with a depth of perhaps 200 feet to a small street in 
the rear. 

The location is an admirable one, as the building will front upon one of the 
finest new residence streets of Philadelphia, while in the rear are some of the 
largest manufactures of machinery in the country, so>that it will share all 
railroad facilities for receiving raw material, fuel, etc., and the shipment of 
its products, which they possess. 

The foundations occupy about three-quarters of the lot. leaving a margin 
for grass of say fifty feet. The granite walls, as seen over the present tern- 
]K>rary fence, have reached the second floor and suggest a future imposing 
building. It will have the form of a hollow quadrangle, with an isolated 
two-story building in the courtyard as the museum, approached by a gallery. 
Galleries will go through all the future work rooms, so that visitors can in- 
spect coining operations from above, without interference or communica- 
tion with the persons employed. The basement and its vaults are already so 
far finished as to permit the transfer, now going on, of millions of coins from 
the old mint, but the indications are that .he new mint will not be in order 
lor coinage or visiting for two years or so to come, as the interior, above the 
basement and bounded by the half-finished walls, is yet open to the sky. 

Electric cars pass the site of the new mint on three sides, making it easy to 
reach from any part of the city. 

So, altogether, the government is to be congratulated upon the location 
and character of its new principal coining establishment, both by the many 
who hope for a good share of its product, regardless of date, and by the select 
few who think first of its proof pieces and small issues. The latter will also 
watch with interest for the effect of its great future coining capacity upon 
ether mints of the country, and treasure their “mint marks” accordingly.

Abyssinia’s Singular Currency.— For standard money the people of Ab- 
yssinia use the Maria Theresa 1780 dollars, but for small change a very differ- 
ent coin is resorted to. This is no other than a bar of hard crystalized salt, 
about ten inches long and two and a half broad and thick, slightly tapering 
toward the end, Five of these bars go for a dollar at the capital. People 
are very particular about the standard pf fineness of the currency. If it does 
not ring like metal when struck with the finger nail, or if it is cracked or 
chipped, they will not take it. It is a token of affection when friends give 
to each other a lick of their respective “amolis,” and in this way the value of 
the bar is decreased. Smaller change than a bar of salt is sometimes needed, 
and then the patives have recourse to a cartridge. Three cartridges go to 
one salt. It does not matter what sort of cartridges they are. Some sharpers 
use their cartridges in the ordinary way and then put in dust and a dummy, 
bullet to make up the difference, and others take out the powder and put in 
the bullet again.

At a sale of coins, the property of a military officer, at Messrs. Sotheby’s 
auction rooms in London, a Scottish penny of William, the Lion, his earliest 
coinage, of the Roxburgh Mint, and of which there are only three other 
specimens known, realized £S 2s 6d.

The sentence, “In God We Trust,’’ was introduced on the United States 
coinage by James Pollock, director of the mint, with the approval of Salmon 
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P. Chase, then secretary of the treasury. It first appeared on the copper two 
cent issue of 1864, and is the first use of the v^ord^Grod in, any,. government act. 
It appeared on the 1886 issue of the double eagle, eagle, half-eagle, silver dol- 
lar, half-dollar and nickel five cent piece, in lieu of the long existing motto of 
“E. Pluribus Unum.** In the trade dollar issue of 1873 both mottoes were re- 
tained, “In God We Trust*’ appearing on the obverse side. It does not ap- 
pear now on the cents, nickels or dimes. 



Mr. H. Griffin, while plowing on his farm, near Harrisburg, Ont., recently, 
turned up forty or fifty very odd Mexican and American coins that are of 
considerable value. The land on which he found the coins is on the Beverly 
or Governor’s road, near Harrisburg, and has never been ploughed up before. 
The coins are dollar and half-dollar pieces and bear the date of 1830.

Abcas is the name of a point on the coast of Campeche where there is a 
lighthouse, and the keeper is Bosendo de Leon. News has just been received 
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that ou tbe 10th last. Don Rosendo was whiling away dull time on the sandy 
seashore, looking for the eggs of the turtles which swarm along the coast. 
To look for the eggs it is necessary to dig up the sand, and while in this op- 
eration in a secluded spot among some big stones, he found, not luscious tur- 
tle eggs, but bright bar^ of gold and silver. He at once advised tbe federal 
authorities of Campeche; who sent a party to gather up the treasure. It is- 
said the value of the bars is fabulous, but it is not yet made known by the 
local authorities. The part that pertains by law to the finder, it is said, will 
be more than enough to make Don Rosando happy and idle for the rest of his 
life, and he has already resigned his position as lighthouse keeper at Areas. 
It is supposed that these gold and silver bars were buried there by the famous 
old pirate, Lorencillo, who, in the halcyon days of the buccaneers, was the 
terror of tbe Gulf of Mexico, the Yucatan coast and the seas around Cuba. 


We do not know whether James McClure, that eccentric character of Mar- 
tic, Pa., is a coin collector or not, but if he is he will not carry his five and 
ten dollar gold piecs around in his pockets, as has heretofore been his custom. 
At a late Sunday school picnic in Martic, some of the boys essayed lo have 
some fun with him and slipped some stones into his pockets. When McClure 
discovered the trick he became furious and chBsed his tormentors, hurling at 
them the stones in his pockets. In his excitement he forgot about his gold 
piece.s, and before discovering what he was doing, had thrown at the boys 12 
$10 and 8 $5 gold coins. He became like an insane man upon discovering what 
he had done. 


During the great fire at Walkerville, Mich., on May 9, 1891, which com- 
pletely destroyed that town, Mrs. Wm. Mumford, who was the W. C. T. U. 
treasurer, buried about $80 belonging to the building fund of that society in 
the garden for safety. After the fire the money could not be located, though 
sought after many days, and was thought to have been stolen. This year 
the garden was plowed as usual: and a few days ago, while digging potatoes 
Mrs. Mumford ran across some pennies and digging deeper she found nearly 
all the money. The greenbacks were nearly decayed. The box and cloth in 
which the money was buried had entirely disappeared. 


Washington is to strike an unique medal for the Dewey reception. The 
committee of 100 has secured from the government a lot of metal captured 
from the Spanish in the battle of Manila, and from this the medals will all 
be struck. It is thought that these will be the most popular Dewey medals 
of the year and in anticipation of a large demand they are to be turned out in 
large numbers. 
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Virginia H. Eaton, of Verona, Pa., has purchased at administrator’s sale, 
the fine collection of coins of the late Robert T. Graham, of Etna, Pa. This, 
added to her own collection, places her in possession of one of the ttnest pri- 
vate collections in the state.

II. Km YU. Words of good omen or those charms with felicitous senten- 
ces, consisting of four characters, such as “Happy New Year,” “Long Life,” 
“Long Live the Emperor,” “May You be Rich,” May you be first id the pub- 
lic examinations,” “A Fair Wind,” “A Good Harvest,” etc., etc., or they 
may have symbols pf happy meaning, as a peach tree, a tortoise, a stork, a 
gourd bottle for long life, a phoenix or stag for ^wd luck. - ' 

These charms are mainly used in the feasts for celebrating the New Year 
or worn about one’s person as talismans of good luck. 

To this class of medals may be ascribed Nos. 1, 2, 3, 5, 6, 7, 14, 16, 24, 25, 26 
on Plates No. I, V and VL 

III. Sang Siao. Zodiacal or charms with the animal cycle or parts there- 
of. 

The twelve animals of the Sang siao or the Chinese Zodiac are: Shu, rat; 
niu, ox; hu, tiger; mien, hare; luuif, dragon; shay, serpent; ma, horse; yang, 
.sheep; hou, .monkey; keii, fowl (cock); khiuen, dog; tchu, boar (pig). 

The oldest known article bearing a.representing of these animals of the Zo- 
diac is a mirror made in A. D. 622. 

. Each of these animals corresponds with each character of the Duodenary 
Cycle and are often seen together on the charms, which practically are life 
and birth charms. Often they have a figure of Sivg Kxian and the Pa Kua or 
Yan and. Ytt. 

The Duodenary Cycle is not only applied to years, but also to tnonths, days

1799. 



EAGLES. 


The EAGLE of 1799 w^as similar in design to , that of the previous year, with 
the exception of the arrangment of the stars on the obverse, there being five 
stars facing the bustJinstead»of four and six of 1898. In 1799 five stars are fac- 
ing the bust, while to the left are eight. A variety, probably an error, has 
fourteen stars between thejeagle and the clouds on the reverse, instead of the 
usual thirteen. 17,483 pieces were struck according to the records of the mint. 
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HALF-EAGLES. 

7451 half-eagles were struck after the design of 1798 and though the number 
issued seems small, they can yet be obtained in from good to line condition, 
at about double their face value. 

QUARTER-EAGLES. 

The mint records stated that 480 quarter-eagles were struck this year. 
Snowdon and Dickeson, both, follow the record, though the lat^r acknowledge 
never having seen or heard of one. Evans says none were struck, and there 
can be no doubt of the truth of this, for the forty y^ars of intelligent research 
since the “Numismatic Manual” was issued, has failed to reveal a single spec- 
imen. 


SILVER DOLLAR. 

The silver dollar of 1799 presents US the same general type of 1798. There 
are however, two varieties of type and six die varieties. We sliall follow 
Dickeson. 

Type I. Thirteen stars, seven to left and six facing. 

II. Thirteen stars, eight to left and five facing. 

Varieties. 1. The laurel without berries. 

2. One small berry midway of the branch. 

3. Fourteen stars on reverse, evidently error of the die-sinkers. 

4. Five berries on the laurel. 

5. Figure 9 on obverse touches bust of effigy. 

6. One extra leaf on the branch of laurel. 

The coin is one of the easiest obtainable of the old series. The number 
struck according to Snowden was 429,515. In his manual Dickeson gives the 
number at 423,515. All the records agree that no other silver coins wer^ 
struck by the mint during this year.

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■CENT. 

The cent of 1799 is held by numismatologists to be the rarest copper coins 
of the United States mint. Why this fact should be must ever remain a mys- 
tery for director of the mint. Snowden states that the records of the mini' 
show that 1,015,580 pieces were struck, and Dickeson gives us 904,585 as the 
number that was issued. If the story tl^e latter gives, that . a shipment of 
several hundred thousand of them was made'to the African coast by a Salem, 
Mass., Arm where they, were punched with holes and bartered away with the 
natives, were true, some of them would undoubtedly ere this have returned 
to supply the great demand for theml That they are rarely found holed, in- 
deed rarely found at all, must place this story among the myths that have 
held sway, and which reason and judgment forbear us to give credence. We 
have learned encmgh these days to know that our earliest mint records are far 
from reliable and the honest doubt will ever be that any thing like this num- 
ber was ever struck for circulation. Again, no uncirculated specimen has 
ever been found and those in from good to line condition are exceeding scarce. 

The metal in the coin is unusually soft, due to too much alloy or the burn“ 
ing of the copper in the smelter. . The dies are very uneven and the dates ^e 
faintly struck as a rule. It is much easier to believe that if such a large 
number were actually struck as recorded that their wortiilessness for circula- 
tion due to unsatisfactory condition of metal and workmanship, elected them 
to be soon returned to the melting pot, and if the sina of the father are visit- 
ed down to the son, then we shall hold the 1999 cent guilty to some extent for 
the soft and dudish cent of 1800. 

There are twoVarieties of obverse and two of the reverre and we shall fol- 
low the description as given in the Coiu Collector's JowrnaltOT July 1888. 

1. Obv. Measurements: length of word LIBERTY at base, 9i; distance 
from tip of nose to nearest point of letter Y, 3i; distance from tip of nose to 
lower left point of the letter L, 10; length of date through the centre 4i; dis- 
tance from the figure 1 to the lowest curl, i; distance from the figure 7 to the 
lowest curl li. The letter E is a little below the line of its fellows. The 
date is evenly spaced; the final 9 stands perfectly upright and exhibits be- 
neath it traces of an 8, showing that this variety was struck from an altered 
die of the preceding year indicated particularly by a line which connects the 
knob of the 9 with the loop forming the body of the figure. 

Rev. — Bev. A . — The letters of the legend are evenly spaced. A leaf touches 
the letter C of CENT, wliich is below the line of its fellows. The figures of 
the fraction are small and well shaped. Measurements: length of word AMER- 
ICA at base, 9f; length of wreath stems, from point of union to terminus, 
right stem, 2f; left stem, 2i; distance between the ribbon ends, 41; length of 
denominater. 21; length of dividing line of fraction, U. 

II Obv. Jlfeasixremcnts: length of word LI BERT Y. at , base, 9J; distance 
from tip of nosa.to nearest point of letter Y, 3i; distance front the tip of nose 
to the lower left point of the letter L, lOi; length of date through the centre, 
4i; distance from the figure 1 to the lowest curl, f; distance from the figure 7 
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to the lowest curl, li. The date is curved and not evenly spaced; the knobs 
of the 99 are thick and turn up sharply; the final 9 inclines towards its fellow. 
Only traces of milling appear at the border. 

Rev. — Rev. B — This reverse is believed to be from the same die as reverse 
A, after it had been worked over with the graver. The figures and letters ap- 
pear larger from this cause. Rev. B. presents a peculiarity which will enable 
the collector to readily distinguish it from Rev. A. This is a small projection 
between the letter T of cent and the letter E of ONE. Ills believed to be due 
to the removal of a small scale of steel from the die at the time of retenching. 
It invariably appears on Rev. B, and Is never found on Rev. A. 

Any cent bearing the date 1799, not exhibiting the peculiarities and cor- 
responding with tlie measurements given above, may be safely set down as a 
counterfeit.” 


HALF-CENTS. 

The records of the mint give an issue of 12,167 half-cents for this year, bub 
as none have ever been seen it is quite conclusive evidence that none were 
ever struck. 


CHILDREN’S SAVINGS BANKS IN ANCIENT ROME. 


[william E. CURTIS.] 


The children of the Romans in prehistoric times used to put their pennies 
into savings banks just as the children of the Yankees do today. In 1886, 
when Prof. Thomas Wilson of the Smithsonian institution was ■'wandering 
about Ostia, the seaport of ancient Rome, he found a group of peasants ex- 
cavating. They had dug out of the sand a number of pots and jars that had 
been buried for ages, and one of them had found a child’s savings bank, 
which contained 145 silver coins issued by the emperors of Rome between the 
years 200 and 19 B. C. > As none of the later date were found it is to be as- 
sumed that some child lost this bank shortly before the Christian era, and it 
was covered for nineteen centuries by the encroaching sand. 

Ostia is sixteen miles from Rome, at the mouth of the Tiber, and dates- 
back to the time of the Emperor Ancus Macrus, who established salt works, 
there. It grew with the growth of Rome, and in the days of Caesar was a, 
seaport of importance, with 80,000 inhabitants or more; but the debris. 
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brought down by the Tiber ttlled up the harbor and drove away the shipping, 
and subsequent centuries have transformed a busy commercial center into a 
little fishing village of between 200 and 300 inhabitants. Tourists go there 
out of curiosity and antiquarians are most always digging in the sand that 
has filled the ruins. 

The little savings bank was almost perfect when it was uncovered, but the 
peasant who found it broke it open to get the coins within. Prof. Wilson 
found most of the pieces, however, and has been able to put it together. It 
consisted of a single piece of pottery about three inches long and two and 
one-half inches wide, with a slit in the top through which .the money was 
dropped. v 

Among the coins was a ‘‘denarius,” or tribute money which the Jews had 
to pay to the Romans. This coin is valued at about 16 cents, and was shown 
to Christ with the question, “Is it lawful to give tribute to Caesar or not?” 

In the bank also was a sample of the “widow’s mite,” referred to in Mark 
xii., 42, and Luke xii., 6. It was a Jewish coin, valued at 54 mills. 

The piece of money which Peter found in the mouth of the fish (Matthew 
xvii., 27) to pay the temple tribute for Christ and himself was a half-shekel, 
officially known as a “stater,” and was worth about 25 cents. There is a 
sample of this also, and of the shekel which was coined by Simon Maccabeus, 
an Assyrian king, who was one of the first t() coin money. There are also in 
the collection coins of Herod, the Emperor Tiberius and other rulers men- 
tioned in and identified with scripture history. 


THE ORIGIN OF THE DOLLAR SIGN. 


The Numisihatist has bien asked time and time again as to the origin of 
tlie dollar mark, familiarly used in connection with figures of value. The ex- 
planation given has been such as was usually accepted as the union of the 
letters ‘iU. S.” But even this explanation has been disputed and other the- 
ories been advanced to account for the sign, all very plausible. It has re- 
mained for Dr. Marcus Baker, of Washington, to give us a new theory as to 
its origin which is given for what it is worth, and we will let the Washing- 
ton correspondent of the Boston Transcnpt tell the story: 

“Dr. Baker, in his researches in the library of the bureau of education, 
came across an old tjook entitled, “A Compendium of Federal Arithmetic,” 
designed for the use of schools, and especially calculated for the meridian of 
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the United States, which was published at Lansingburg, N. Y., in 1797. Its 
author was Rev. Chauncy Lee, of Rutland, Vt. In this book the author sets 
forth a system of what he calls “characteristics,” by which one vertical stroke 
was to designate the mill, two vertical strokes the cents, these two crossed 
by one S-shaped stroke the dime, and for the dollar, the sign consisting of 
the two verticals with the two curved strokes, now so familiar, was proposed. 
At that time the people of the country were just emerg’ing from the use of 
pounds, shillings and pence, where each was separated by a space from the 
next denomination. It accordingly seemed necessary to Mr. Lee to have an 
arbitrary mark for each of the denominations of our monetary system. But 
he soon found that one character, with the decimal point, was all that was 
necessary, and in the latter part of his own book, all of his elaborate system 
of symbols, except the one intended to mark the dollar, was found to have 
I)een dropped. 

“Dr. Baker certainly finds the dollar sign in the old arithmetic, and he 
does not find it in use at any earlier date. By the time Adams’ arithmetie 
was published in 1805, the symbol had become established. He therefore re- 
gards Mr. Lee as the inventor and believes the sign to have been absolutely 
arbitrary in its origin. Since the publication of his paper in one of the mag- 
azines, Dr. Baker has received many letters on the subject, but none in which 
his conclusions are challenged. He intends, for further verification, to make 
a study of the department records to see when the dollar sign first appeared 
in the treasury accounts. He also hopes to make a more thorough search of 
the old text books tp see if by chanpe any use of this sign prior to that of the 
Rev. Chauncey Lee can be discovered. It is certainly interesting to know 
the origin of a thing in such constant use as the dollar sign. Dr. Baker’.s^ 
discoveries seem likely to take all the sentiment out of the matter, but this- 
is the common result of modern historical research.” 


TAMWORTlf CASTLE AND MINT. 


In 1897 th6 corporation of Tamworth, Staffordshire, to commemorate the 
queen’s jubilee, bought this famous old castle, the home of the Marmion’s, 
for $15,000, and it has now been formally dedicated to the use of the ^public 
forever. 

tamworth, or to give it its Saxon name, Tamaa-vreor-thege, v^as a fortified. 
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place, and the mint of the Mercian kings. It has, like most ruins, gone 
through all sorts of vicissitudes. The Danes attacked and burned it in 911^ 
but it was rebuilt by the Princess Etheltieda, who died and was buried there. 
At the Norman conquest Robert de Marmion possessed the castle, and ittheoi 
passed thrc ugh the hands of five or six families, till it became the property* 
of the marquess of Townshend, from whom it has just been purchased. 

It is a wonderfully picturesque ruin, this old castle, which has for over a 
thousand years, been one of the strongholds of our country. ^ 


METAL TRADING CHECKS 


Used in Part ^ of Minnesota as a Substitute for Money. 


The use of metal trading checks has become so general in some of thecoun- 
try districts in Minnestota as to almost supplant the use of government coin,, 
and a suit has been instituted against the stamping concern making the 
checks to determine whether the production of them is in violation of the ' 
federal coinage laws. These checks are about the size of a silver quarter ► 
They are stamped with the name of the firm for whom they are made, andl 
bear a statement that they will be received for a certain amount in trade, 
the amountJi rumging from 5 cents to $1. Country merchants use them in, 
exchange for produce. They are good for trade only at the store issuing them. 
But from the fact that the stores refuse to pay for produce in any othes cur- 
rency, they soon come to be accepted by all other stores, as the farmers sell- 
ing produce have no other coin to spend. In this way their circulation be- 
comes general in certain localities. The storekeepers maintain that as they 
have an unquestionable right to give receipts good in trade, it is immateriall 
whether they arc written on paper or stamped on metal. The practice is a. 
profitable one for the merchants, and it enables them to do business ou a bor- 
rowed capital on which they do not pay interest.

WITH THE EDITOR. 


What shall I collect and why should I collect?— These are ques- 
tions that naturally come to every collector of coins; questions that stare the 
collector in the face and grow upon him as he proceeds upon the way. They 
are questions that each one must face for himself. No other can do it for 
him. As the mind, inclination and resources of each must vary, so will the 
questions be differently answered by the individual. Briefly, collect that 
which will add to your knowledge, your pleasure and your profit. Why 
should you collect? Aye, this is the rock upon which we split! And yet, 
why may not the same answer be given to this, as to the other? These 
thoughts are forced upon us at this time by the receipt, in the same mail, of 
two letters from two esteemed correspondents, both enthusiasts in our sci- 
ence, but holding divergent views, and in both instances the replies were sug- 
gested by some remarks of the editor at some time or other. We shall make 
brief extracts. Says one: “Your remarks about Oriental and Ancient Coins 
find an echo in my heart. This idea of collecting coins with a view of get- 
ting the greatest variety of dates and in the greatest variety in unimportant 
symbols on coins seems to me the greatest nonsense and it surely does not el- 
evate the study of coins. People in general wouldn’t poke so much fun at 
coin collectors if they would collect the kind of coins anybody would care to 
look at. I had begun to think people now-a-days rarely had a care for the 
artistic, the historic or what quickened the pulse of the imagination, nor 
proper appreciation of things worth appreciating. The culture of the 20th 
century is going to be an esthetic culture, and why should coin collectors get 
behind the procession with Grqek and Roman coins in their line?” 
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Says the other: “In your first volume you more than once give your opin- 
ion regarding the collecting of the different dates of one type. Now there 
may be no use or benefit in it, but I am strongly attracted by this very thing 
and still more by the minute varieties, and I am sure their are mauy others 
of like taste, as is shown by the eager competition for varieties.” 

It has been over ten years si dee these editorial remarks, that called forth 
this last opinion, were published. The editor is fully aware that there are 
very many collectors, and among them our best and most painstaking, who 
find great pleasure and profit in collecting these series of dates and die vari- 
eties. The editor trusts that he has become more tolerant in his views in 
these years that have gone. He certainly is not inclined to maim or mar in 
the least any true pleasure or interest anyone may have in any branch of our 
collecting; much less the critical or detailed study of the coinage of one’s own 
country. 

At the same time the numismatist must recognize that his science, as the 
handmaid of history, geography and art, must be developed along these lines 
to receive the serious attention of the true student and the respect due us 
from others whose good opinion we should not only strive to obtain, but to 
deserve. 

As a numismatist editor, we deem it our duty to place our science on the 
highest pedestal or plane possible, possibly far beyond our reach or attain- 
ment, but at the same time if our aim and efforts should be right there will 
be fewer regrets and less to apologize for, when we are done and our work fall 
to others, and we trust worthier, hands. 


Editobiai. attention has been called to two fine collections of coins for sale 
at reasonable prices. Both would be especially valuable acquisitions to some 
educational institution, museum or person of means. Both of these collec- 
tions are in the old world and it would be a delight to us if we could be the 
means of transferring them to this side. 

The first is a collection of Alexandrine coins numbering about 3,000 speci- 
mens all different, and representing about all the emperors between Augus- 
tus and Diocletion. These belong to an estate and must be sold. G. Dattari, 
Cairo, Egypt, will be glad to give particulars to those who mean business. 

The other is a large and unusually fine collection of Roman bronze and sil- 
ver coins, classified and fully ascribed according to Cohen. This collection is 
in Cologne, Germany, but particulars may be gotten of Prof. W. O. Emery, 
Crawfordsville, Ind. 


We take pleasure in presenting our readers this month with an illustration 
of the Dewey Medal. This medal was voted by Congress and presented this 
month to the participants in the battle of Manila. No medal was ever more 
worthily bestowed The designer was Daniel Chester French. 
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The statement is going the rounds of the press that the transport Buford 
which arrived at New York early this month, brought $1,400,000 in specie 
from Cuba, money received from the sale of international money orders issued 
oij- that island. Most of this amount is in gold, but it is estimaned there is a 
tc^ and a half of old coppers. Part of this treasure is made up of gold coins 
dating back centuries. Some of them are in a remarkable state of preserva- 
tion, and have been in actual circulation for hundreds of years. Most of the 
gold coins, however, show considerable abrasion, and a number of them have 
be^n plugged. The government will not Jose anything on this account, as 
thp cuins were accepted at their value in weight, without regard to their an- 
tiquity. The government will probably get a handsome premium, as many 
of^the coins are of the rarest kind.

THE COINS OF REPUBLICAN ROME.

FONTEIA. 

This was a Roman family of great antiquity. Tliirty varieties of coins in 
the various metals have been noted as being struck by it. The denari are 
mostly quite common. 

No. 202. Obv. A double faced head, Fontus, sou of Janus, between the 
denarial mark and some Roman letter. 

Rev. An elaborately equipped Roman pretorian galley with pilot at the 
helm, to left. The stern is adorned with an acrostolium and garlands, also 
streamers. Ciaius) FONT(eiu.'?). In the exergue, ROMA. 

Arnobius states that the Fonteii were in descent from Fontus, the son of 
Janus, and it is held that the bi-frons head is placed on the obverse with this 
traditional idea in view. Others, from the fact of the heads being youthful 
and without beards, hold that they are of Castor and Pollux, the Dei Pen- 
nates of this family. The galley in the reverse may either allude to the man- 
ner in which Fontus came into Italy or to some naval expedition undertaken 
by some member of the family. The acrosteolium decorated with garlands 
and streamers is typical of a happy or prosperous voyage. The coin was prob- 
ably struck by Caius Fonteius who was legate to the praeter Servilius Caepio 
in B. C. 112, and who was slain with this praeter or pro*eonsul at Asculum on 
the breaking out of the Marsic or Social War in B. C. 91. 

No. 203. Obv. The laureated head jugata of the Dioscuri to right. A star 
is seen over the head of each and in front the denarial mark. 
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Bev. A large tireme or war galley to right. A pilot sets at the helm un- 
ilfli tihaiapliiritiiii TilfiTTti'iiifrrnTTTrT(iiii) Ih the field, pellets, and usually 
some letter beneath. 

The Dioscuri (Castor and Pollux) were held in the'highest honor by the peo- 
ple of Tusculum, from which city the Fonteii primarily came. This money- 
er, Manius Fonteius, is probably the same person who was defended by Cicero, 
and who is mentioned by that noted orator in his writings. The coin was 
probably struck in B. C. 84, when M. Fonteius was monetal triumvir and 
questor. 

No. 204. Obv, A youth laureated and ringletted to right. Behind, 
MAN(i^) FONTE1 (*m), C(aiiyF{Uiti8). In exergue, the fuimen. .. 

Rev. A winged boy riding a goat to right. The pileii or hats of the Dios- 
curi are above, and in exergue the thrysus, all surrounded by a myrtle gar- 
land. 

The head on this denarius is no doubt that of Apollo Vejovis and the wing- 
ed boy the genius of Vejovis. The two hats again refer to the Die Pennate 
of the family and the section of country from which they came. The figure 
on the reverse has also been ascribed to Cupid, but the absence of his attri- 
butes, the bow and arrow, would seem to discard that idea. The coin was 
struck in 88 B. C. and is quite easily obtained. 

No. 205. Obv. The bust of Mars, helmeted and robed, to right. A trophy 
behind, as if over left shoulder. P(ublitis) FONTEIVS P(ublii) F(ilius) CAPI- 
TO III(Mm)VIR. 

Rev. An armed horseman on a galloping charger to right. In his right 
hand he brandishes a spear, as if in the act of striking one of the military 
figures beneath his horse’s feet. MAN(ius) FONT(eiws) TRI(6M»utf) "MIL- 
(itum). 

Much speculation and little consolation follows the study of this coin. 
Eckhel regards the two armed figures beneath the horse as enemies engaged 
in single combat. Mionnet looks upon themastwoenemieswhomthemount- 
ed warrior has laid prostrate. Riceio is inclined to believe that the whole 
refers to certain exploits of the military tribune, Manius Fonteius, who, 
while in command and in the presence of Titus Didius, in Celtiberia, dis- 
played his prowess in slaying the general of the enemy. Publius Fonteius 
Capito was moneyer in B. C. 94-93 and the denarius was struck at this period. 
It is quite rare. 

No. 206. Obv. The veiled and diademmed head of Concord to right. 
T^ublius) FONTEIVS III(Mm)VIR CONCORDIA, 

Rev. A grand portico of two rows of columns. T(itus) DIDI(tis) IMP(era<- 
£r) VIL(ia) PVB(ltca). 

This coin was illustrated and described under No. 175 (The Numismatist, 
Vol. XI, p. 61) Didia gens. 

FUFIA. 

A plebian family of Rome of consular rank represented by only one coin, a 
denarius, which is quite rare. 
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COINS OF REPUBLICAN ROME 

No. 207. Obv. Two youthful heads jugata to right; one is helmeted and 
the other laureated and adorned-with ringlets hanging down on the neck. In 
front, VIRT(ms); beneath in exergue, KALENI; at back, HO(?eos). 

Rev. Two females standing with hands joined, one stolated and holding a 
full cornucopia, the other to right holds a sceptfe and stands with right foot 
on a globe. To lefty ITAL(ia) in monogram; beneath, a winged caduceus; to 
right, ROMA, and in the exergue, CORDI. 

Honor and Virtue are represented by the heads on the obverse. The female 
figures on reverse represent Rome and Italy joining hands in friendship and 
peace after the Social War, when the confederated: towns were admitted to 
citizenship as the result in B. C. 89. 

The moneyer, L. Rufus Caleno, who c.msed this coin to be issued, was af- 
terwards praeter with Muci us Cord i us in B. C. til-o9 and there is a doubt 
whether the coin was struck about B. C. 89 or later, and strictly whether, it 
belongs to the Fufi l or Muci i families. 

The Fufii originally came from Cales, a town in Campania, and the cogno- 
men Calenus or Kalenus was taken by the family because of this fact. 

FULVIA. 

This was a plebian family of ctmsular rank and first brought to notice his- 
torically when L. Fulvius became consul in B. C. 322. The family was well 
known in Tusculum long before this period, where they hoiusted of having re- 
ceived the peculiar sacred rights from Hercules after his several noted labors. 

No. 208. Obv. The wing helmeted head of Rome to right; before it the 
denarial mark, and behind, ROMA. 

Rev. Victory in a rapid biga to right. In her right hand she holds a gar- 
land and in her left the reins. Under the horses, CN(ei«s) FOVL(miw!) in 
monogram. In exergue, M(areu.s) CAL(idiiw) Q(uintits) M(eieHws). 

No. 209. Obv. The same as No. 208. 

Rev. Victory as last. M(arcus) CALlH(i(«!) MET(eHti«) CN(etMs) 

FOVL(iaus). 

These two last denari were struck by the monetal triumvirs, C. Fulvius 
and M. Calidius, and are also ascribed to tlie Calidia gens, where one of 
them is described. (See Calidia No. lo4. The Numismatist, Vol. X, pp. 177- 
178. 

Of the Fulvia family, two ladies are mentioned in history; one first mar- 
ried to Clodius, afterwards to Caius Scribonius Curio, the profligate^ whose 
debts, to the amount of two and a half million dollars, were paid by Caesar, 
and again later to Mark Antony, who deserted her for Cleopatra. A daughter 
of hers, by name Claudia, was, the wife of Octavius, but seeking to force or 
provoke the return of Antony to Rome, she was instrumental in provoking a 
rebellion against Octavius. Her forces were, however, overcome and com- 
pelled to surrender bo Agrippa, the general-in-chief of Octavius at Perugia 
in Etruria. She is the same who demanded the head of the great Cicero be 
brought before her and with violent Imprecations pierced the dead orator’s 
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tongue through with her bodkin. The other Fulvia divulged the conspiracy 

Cataline, the price of her secrecy not being paid by her paramour. 

These denari were struck about one hundred years before our era, and many 
Othw varieties of the coins of this family were struck at the colonial mints. 

FUNDANIA. 

A plebian family, of which only variety of coin, which will be noted. 

No. 210. Obv. The galeated head of Borne to right, a, mint mark or some 
•dot or pellet at base of the neck. 

Bev. Jupiter in a slow quadriga or triumphal car moving to right. A 
naked child in his front on one of the horses, as if guiding the chariot. Be- 
neath, G(ott4s) FVNDAN(ius) and in the field above, Q(ties(er). 

This denarius was struck by C. Fundanius in commemoration of the vic- 
tory of Gaius Marius-over Gimbri, in B. G. 101. This GaiUs was the father- 
Ih-lavtf^ of the great Terenti us Varro, who has been considered as one of the 
most learned men of ancient Borne. The coin was struck before B. G. 87. 

FUEIA. , 

A patrician family of great antiquity and which furnished many men of 
note to Borne. Among them was the great Gamilius, whose name, for some 
unexplained reason, is not found on the coins of the family. 

No. 211. Obv. Geres mantled and crowned with corn ears to right. In 
front a grain of barley and behind an ear of wheat. III(«»i)yiB BBOCCHI. 

Bev. An ornamented curule chair between two fasces. L(iiCTi) FVBI(o) 
CN(ct) F(ilii). 

L. Furious Brocobus, the son of Gneius, was moneyer in B. C.. 114. The 
Brocchi were a branch of the Furii and the surname was given to the first 
Broccbus from the fact of his teeth projecting prominently from his mouth. 

Geres was tne daughter of Saturn and Gybele and. was the Goddess of Ag- 
riculture. The poets assigned her abode in Sicily. She instructed mankind 
in the arts of tillage and division of the fields. Her head appears on many of 
the consular and imperial coins of Borne, usually with her attributes of 
wheat or corn ears, poppies, etc. The first fruits of the soil were offered her 
and she was a synonym of abundance with the Bomans. 

No. 212 Obv. A turreted female head to right. Back of the neck AED- 
(elis) GVB(m1w.) 

Bev. A curule chair on which is inscribed Flublius) FOVBIVS, and in ex- 
ergue, CBASSIPES. 

P. Furius with the thick foot (crassipes) was curule edile in B. C. 45 and co- 
temporary with Gretonius and Fannius, and a little later a magistrate. The 
Curule Ediles were established by Furius Gamilius in B. C. 308. To them 
were intrusted the care of the sacred edifice, templesof justice, the city walls 
theaters and on the whole everything for. the protection and pmmotion, 
of religious defense and beautification of the cities. 

The head on the obverse typifies Gybele, the mother of Ceres and her ifiace 
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on the denarius in connection with the curule chair is supposed to refer to 
the celeibration of the Megalesian Games. 

No. 213. Obv. The laureated and bearded bifrons head of Janus. M^crrct) 
FOVRII L(«cii) F(ilii). 

Rev. Rome stolated and erect in the act of crowning a trophy to her right. 
At her back, ROMA, and in exergue morogrammed, PHILI. 

This denarius is supposed to have been struck by M FuriusPhilus, who was 
moneyer in B. C. 124 to commemorate the victory of his grandfather over the 
Ligurian Gauls in 223 B. C. 

No. 214. Obv. The wing helmeted head of Rome to right. Behind it the 
denarial mark. 

Rev. Diana with a cresent on her forehead erect in a biga at full speed to 
right. In the Held above, a murex or purple shell, and beneath the horses 
PVR(pcro). ROMA, in exergue. 

□ This denarius was issued by the moneyer Lucius Furius Purpurio while 
preter under the consul C. Aurelius Cotta in B. C. 200.

THE KING’S COINS. THE FIRST MONEY MINTED FOR CANADA. 


The ‘balance of trade’ is much theorized upon by a certain class of econo- 
mists of these days, but among the early Canadian settlers it was a real live 
question. Of course, they did not talk about it under this name, but they 
felt keenly the evil effects of fts heavy balance against them. They had to 
import everything they required from the mother country, and had nothing^ 
to export save the few furs collected and controlled by the fur company, 
which held a royal monopoly in that trade. How were they to pay for tbeir 
goods was a question that troubled importers. They had a little roooey In 
the country which the incoming colonists had brought with them or which 
the fatherly king had sent out for the use of his faithful Canadian sablects. 
But to pay pressing debts every scrap of this money was gathered up— even 
the small change— and remitted to France by the merchants. Consequently 
the people had no money with which to trade. Traders were therefore com- 
pelled to accept furs, wheat and other convenient, or rather Inconvenient, 
commodity the ‘inhabitants’ might have to offer. 

This kind of change was so cumbersome that none save merchants could 
make use of it, consequently, as is stated in an edict of that time, ‘artisans 
and day laborers had not been paid.’ It was under these circumstances that 
the ‘Compagnie des Indes Occidentale (West Indies Company), which then 
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monopolized the Canadian trade, petitioned the kin^ of France to issue a 
special coinage which should only be current in the North American colonies, 
and that at a higher rate than in P>ance. This coinage the king by edict 
dated Feb. 19, 1670, ordered to be struck at the Paris mint. The edict calls 
for three different denominations, ‘30,000 livres of pieces of fifteen sols, and 
50,000 of five sols in silver and 20,000 livres of doubles in copper’. The silver 
pieces were Of the same design us the French coins of that date, having the 
bust and titles of the king. Louis XIV., on the obverse, with arms of France 
on the reverse, but the legend or motto on the reverse Was different. On the 
regular French coinage this legend is ‘Sit Nornen Domini benedictum’ 
(Blessed be the name of our Lord), while on the American coinage it reads, 
‘Gloriam regni tui dicent’ (They shall speak of the glory of thy kingdom). 
This quotation, taken from Psalm cxlv., 11, is intended to refer to the great 
French colonial empire. The copper piece which was to have been inscribed 
‘Double de I’Amerique francaise’ (Double of French America) for some rea- 
son or other was never issued. One or two patterns exist, but none are in the 
hands of Canadian collectors, while ^iie five sol piece is somewhat rare, selling 
for from five to ten dollars. 'J'he fifteen-sol piece is very rare, commanding 
prices all the way from $50 to $200. Tiie king, to help the company in ‘con- 
sideration for their risk and expenses ii] sending out the said coins to the 
said country, remitted the expen.ses of the seigniorage’, but, notwithstand- 
ing that, the ‘said coins were not to be carried back to, or to be current in, 
France under penalty of confiscation and summary punishment,’ in thecourse 
of a few years hardly any of the coins remained, aijd the country became as 
destitute of change as ever. 

In 1717 a coinage of copper six and twelve ’denier' piece- was ordered to te 
struck for Canada at the mint in Perpignan, in France. Dies were prepared, 
but ‘on account of the bad quality of the copper at that mint’, as is stated in 



a later edict, none were ever is.-.ued. This rarest of our Canadian coinages 
bears the inscription ‘Colonies’ and VI. and XII. deniers respectively on the 
reverse. No prices have been quoted, as only one, or at least two, specimens 
of each are known. 

Again another coinage of copper was ordered for Canada in 1721. A new 
company had been organized, callecj the ‘Compagne des Ipdies,’ (Co pany of 
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theindies) to control the Canadian trade, and in compliance with their prop- 
osition the king ordered that the copper plans that the ‘company had 
caused to be made in Sweden should be coined at our mints’. The coin- 
age was to have been so extensive that four mints were to have taken up the 
work, those at Bordeaux, LaUochelle, Nantes and Rouen. 



Only two of these minrs participated, La Rochelle, which bears the letter 
^H,’ and Rouen, inscribed ‘B.’ A further coinage was struck at La Rochelle 
in 1722. There were to have been three sizes, but only one— tlie nine deniers 
— was issued. These coins bore fop obverse two L’s, crowned with the motto, 
^‘Sit nomen Domini Benedictutn,’’ and the reverse “Colonies Francoises’ with 
the date and the mint letter. Tlie variety struck at La Rochelle, especially 
the date 1722, is quite common. That of the Rouen mint is much scarcer, 
selling for from two to five dollars. , 

These coins on account of their reduced size (the nine deniers was no larger 
than the six) were not well received in Canada, so the the company asked for 
an order to compel the inhabitants to accept these then, but the order was 
not successful. An order-in-council consequently was issued later reducing 
the value from nine to six deniers. 

From this story of the early coins of Canada one may learn something of 
the straits to which the first settlers in Canada were put for want of sufficient 
change and the great convenience we now enjoy in this direction.

WITH THE EDITOR AND ADVERTISERS. 


The stories of the 1804 dollar, like Tennyson’s “Brook” seem to go on for- 
ever. The last contribution to this literature we find in the New Orleamt 
Times, Democrat, of late date. As the story differs somewhat from the usual 
run of stories on this subject we give it entire, without further comment. It 
is entitled: “Diamond Dollars Of 1804.” “Every now and then one reads 
about the discovery of another of the famous “Diamond Dollars’ of 1804,” 
said a gentleman of this city, who owns oiie of the finest private collections 
of coins and medals in the south. “The dollars of that date are popularly 
supposed to be worth from $1,500 to $2,500 apiece, and if a few originals could 
be produced, I dare say they they would bring that figure easily enough. But 
it happens, unluckily, that there are only four on earth, and they are locked 
up in the vaults of the treasury building at Washington and couldn’t be 
bought at any price. They are what are known as the ‘test pieces,’ which 
are always laid aside whenever a new coin is struck, and the rest of this issue 
is at this moment quietly reposing under several miles of deep blue sea. The 
true story is rather interesting. In 1804 the mint at Philadelphia is known 
to have turned out 19,570 silver dollars. That was the entire issue, barring 
the test pieces I have just spoken of, and it was never put into circulation. 
The whole lot, just as it came from the stamping presses, was dumped into 
an iron chest and put on board a merchantman bound for China. It was di- 
rected to a captain of a United States frigate then in Oriental waters, and 
was intended to be used in paying certain expenses connected with the ser- 
vice. The merchantman ran into a Chinese typhoon and went to the bottom, 
where to the best of my information, she still remain-s, iron chest and all, and 
that is the reason why your Uncle Sam, is the only collector in the world who 
has a complete set of American dollars. Every other collection, including my 
own, is short one issue, and the gap will never be filled until the sea gives up 
its own.” “Do you mean :to tell us, then,” said a listener to the foregoing, 
“that all the ‘diamond dollars’ now in private cabinets are counterfeits?” 
“By no means,” replied the collector, “I own an 1804 dollar myself, and there 
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are at least three others, to my knowledge, in the south. They were issued 
by the government and are perfectly good and legal coins, but they are not 
originals. They are what are known teQhnically as ‘re-strikes.’ In the early 
days, when the mints had ^ few coins left over from one year to another, they 
w^ould change the date by striking them with a special die, an operation that 
can always be detected by an expert., ^or some reason, or other, nobody " 
knows just why, a few dollars of tjie. 1800 issue were restruQk in 1804 and put 
in circulation. It is probable that the tot^al number was not over forty or 
fifty, and a good many have been lost. The on^s*in existence are worth $150 
apiece, and you may rest assured that all. the ‘diamond dollars’ not mere imi- 
tations belong to this little lot of restrikes. Of course, some of them have 
been sold to green collectors as originals, and I was myself the innocent cause 
of such a transaction only a few years ago. A friend of mine, who lives in an 
adjoining state, and who owns a great many rare and beautiful coins, tele- 
graphed me one day asking whether $500 was too much for a genuine 1804dol- 
lar. I took it for granted that he knew the facts about the issue, and after 
puzzling over the message for a considerable time concluded that it was an 
obscure joke of some kind, and that I was simply too stupid to see the point. 
So I wired him back advising hin> to buy a bushel at that figure, and he 
promptly closed the deal. It turned out afterward tnat the coin was a re- 
strike, and my friend has never quite forgiven me. What deceived him was 
the fact that the piece was known posstively to have been locked up in an old 
chest at Savannah s, nee 1813. ''i hat did away with the counterfeit theory, 
and the only thing he was doubtful about was the price.” 


Every collector of coins h is duplicates. Some will buy a large number of 
coins at private sale or auction, just to obtain a few wanted to complete sets, 
or some desirable peices that he has been anxious to obtain; The large por 
tion of his purchase is duplicated in his cabinet, or ptrhaps belong to a line 
that possesses no interest to him. What shall he do with them? Some col- 
lector would be glad to get them, no doubt of that, but how to bring about 
the intercliange, is the question. At one time the Exchange Department of 
the A. N. A., did good work in this line. The coins were sent in to the Ex- 
change Sup’t., who placed them on circuits, or in the hands of those who 
wanted them. This method liad the advantage of allowing one to see and ex- 
amine just what he was buying. Where a club of five or more in a commun- 
ity joined to receive these parcels, it was a model ahd inexpensive method 
of promoting exchange, but to the individual collector far removed from the 
centres it proved to be too expensive a method of purchasing. In all likii- 
hood the Exchange Department of the A. N. A., will not be in position to send 
out exchanges for some time to come. In the meanwhile then what can be 
done to facilitate or promote exchanges. The “Want” and- “Exchange” de- 
.partments of this magazine are freely open to all our readers, but this pro- 
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Tides only in a general way. To be brief, the editor would reccommend all 
who have duplicates and wish to dispose br exchange them for those they 
lack, to make out neat, brief but comprehensive lists of their peices by coun- 
tries or lines, giving description, condition, and price. A—, may have a fine 
line of duplicate cents or half-dollars. B-, a nice lot of Canadian pieces. 
C— , German crowns or other dollar size silver. D-, Ancient Greek or Roman. 
E — , East Indian, Chinese, Japanese, etc. F— , German coppers and base. 
G— , English, Colonial or Tokens. H— , War Medals, Fractional Currency, 
Confederate money etc., and so on down the whole category to the end. Now 
it seems to the editor, thg,t this will, be our best method At present. Make 
out your duplicate lists a? above recommended (these lists to be in all in- 
stances promptly returned to you) and Inform the editor giving your name, 
and countries or class of duplicates in your lists, and we will publish so that 
others may know and write for them. 

There is no cabinet, however large, but what can be enriched In this way. 
Remember a poor coin Is no coin at all, and a common one can hardly afford 
to be less than good, and above all, put the prices at figures that- will move 
them should they be wanted. In these days of auction sales, catalogue prices 
can be only a guide and rarely rule. Remember that fact in making out your 
lists. Now let us make this coming winter a busy season and begin NOW. 


Basil G. Hamiton, Fort William, Ont., writes us as follows: ‘The Arcadi- 
an Recorder of Halifax, Nova Scotia, is being favored with a long series of ex- 
cellent articles OB the early times of Canada. In the last edition while writ- 
ing of affairs in Halifax, the following mention regarding a series of spurious 
coins was made by the writer,” ‘little effort made to ferret out the schem- 
ing fellows in the town who were issuing, just at this time, from their lurk- 
ing quarters, handsome gilt tokens or counters, of the value of about two 
pence each, as ten shilling pieces. These counterfeits, it may be said, bore 
on one side the King’s Arms, and on the other was inscribed ‘‘Be moderate 
in your stakes,” “Keep your temper.” They were of neat execution, and had 
been, in many instances, successfully passed off on the unwary.’ 

It would be interesting to know more of these pieces which have escaped 
the attention of both LeRoux and Breton. Can any of our readers shed more 
light on the question?

Note.— Aaron White was a highiy educated but somewhat eccentric lawyer 
•of Connecticut. When the war of the Rebellion started he deemed the finan- 
cial strain would be so great that the U. S. would become bankrupt, and 
as a consequence, all government paper, especially “green backs,” would be- 
•come worthless. To avoid such a calamity, he began hoarding specie, with a 
strong penchant for the old copper cents and the then new nickel cents of 
1862-3, which he purchased at the mint. These he packed in boxes. After 
bis death the hoard was removed to a garret of a warehouse, where it re- 
mained for years. Finally the executors of his estate appointed Ed Fros- 
sard to-examine the hoard, which was found to consist of 200 silver half-dol- 
lars, 100 silver dollars, 350 gold dollars, 250 Colonials, 5,000 bronze two-cent 
pieces, 60,000 old copper cents and 60,000 nickel cents. These had become 
spotted and rusted so that 5,000 of the choicest sold for $100. W. Elliot 
Woodward states that these tokens were suppressed. See Levick Catalogue,

IV. Shen, Shing, Sien and Fuh— spirits, sages, genii and Buddhas, or 
Religious and Mythological Medals. 

The Chinese originally had three religions, San Kian, but these have grad- 
ually, In the course of time, been merged into one. To the San Kian belong 
numerous gods, genii, sages and others, so the field of worship and supersti- 
tion is very large. The charms of this class are both of the Buddha and Tao 
sects and examples are illustrated on Plates II, V, VI; see Nos. 9, 13 and 30. 
Some are inscribed with an incantation or prayer. 


♦The plates referred to in this installment are found in August and Sep- 
tember Issues. Plate VI, on page 183, was incorrectly given as III. Plate III 
proper is found on page 196. 
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V. Wu tze hua wan. Ornamental medals which have no inscriptions.^ 
Such medals with only charm characters are illustrated on Plates IV, V and 
VI; see Nos. 12, 15, 17, 18, 31. 

VI. Ma tsien— Hor.se money. These medals have the designs of horses in 
great variety of positions or are inscribed with horse names or something re- 
ferring to horses. See Plates V and VI, Nos. 19 and 32. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE MEDALS ON PLATES II. 

No. 1. Obv.. Ta shing tsai teh tsiuen tsai Yh fuh tckang y niu yang. A great 
achievement; to get money and wealth (capital); to increase wealth and pros- 
perity and to raise properly oxen and sheep. 

Rev. Pao fu mu li ti hiung y tze sun kin pu. To protect parents and to bene- 
fit one’s brothers; to bring up children properly and to remove ill luck. 

No. 2. F tien wu ki. May Heaven give you no end. 

No. 3. Tchang loh we yeng. Everlasting pleasure. 

The above three medals belong to the Han dynasty. 

No. 4. Tien hia tai ping. Great peace under Heaven throughout the Em- 
• pire. 

No. 5. Tsien tsiniwan sui. A . thousand autumns; myriad years or very long 
life; under two men. The reverse of this medal is seen under number 24, 

No. 6. Kwei ho tsi shon. May you live as long as the tortoise and the stork. 

No. 7. Tchang mingfuh knei. Long life, wealth and honor. 

No. 8. A man with sword, above the clouds, killing devils. The reverse is 
given in number 11. 

No. 9. The image of Buddha, a tortoise and a stork. 

No. 10. A man (sing kuanf), a boy, a tortoise, a serpent and, above all, the 
great dipper. 

No. 11. Hao the pa kua. The Duodenary Cycle. A Meander and >Sang Siao 
or Chinese Zodiac. This specimen I have in my collection and is not noted 
in the native works. 

No. 12. Sing kuan. A man holding a flower pot, stork, etc. 

No. 13. This model is inscribed “Wang mw;” the roya'l mother or motherof 
the gods; a figure probably to represent Wang mu. Fan tao was a famous 
and mythological peach tree which blossomed once in a thousand years and a 
thousand years afterward bore fruit. This fruit was eaten by Wang mu, and 
the tree is consequently emblematic of long life. 

L No. 14. Dragon and phooenlx medal. 

No. 15. Four charm characters; the reverse of No. 12. 

No. 16. Tchang ming fuh kwei. Long life, wealth and honor. Kin yu muan 
tang. Your whole house filled with gold and gems. 

No. 17. Two human figures. 

No. 18. Illustrates the taking of a crocodile in the river Yang tze. 

No. 19. Inscribed, Yu shi. Imperial informers, or said to be the emperor’s 
ears and eyes; design of a horse between. 

No. 20. Inscribed, Ho p«, or some legend as is found oh Wang Mang’s 
money. 
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No. 21. Yung Ngan. Same as on money of 528 A. D. Wu nan=five sons. 

No. 22. The great dipper, sword, tortoise and serpent. Rev. is inscrbed 
Wu tang ta pu. Same legend as on the money of 574 A. D. 

No. 23. Ta hwan tunqpao. Same inscription as on money of the period of 
1107 A. D. 

No. 24. Ktioh too jin ngan. The country is prosperous and the people are 
peaceful. 

No. 25. H'u nan erh niu. Five male and two female descendents. Phoenix 
standing on an ornament. 

No. 26. Sanyuen ki li. May you be first ifi the three public examinations. 

No. 27. Wei. The eighth sign of the Duodenary cycle. 

No. 28. The tenth sign of the cycle and Sang=%o live. Beneath, a hen. 

No. 29. Has the Pa Kua and the Sangkiao, or Zodiac. 

No. 30. Ling ying tchin mi. Intelligent reaction; true soldier. 

No. 31. Blank, or without inscription. 

No. 32. Horse medal.

LAFAYETTE DOLLAR. 


Mr. McKinley to Present the First Dollar to M. Lonbet. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 7.— Superintendent Boyer, of the United States 
mint, in this city, at which the Lafayette dollars are to be coined, said today 
that, although the design and die had been approved by the Lafayette Memo- 
rial Committee and the director of the mint, he could not tell when coinage 
would be started. The intention of the committee is to have a ceremony 
connected with the striking of the first coin, which is to be presented by 
President McKinley to the president of the French Republic. 

The design on the face of the coin represents General Lafayette astride his 
horse, grasping the reign in bis left hand, and in the right bolding his 
sword, the hilt of which is presented. The right band grasps the scabbard. 
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which rests od the ri^ht knee. The lettering: on the face reads; ‘‘Erected 
in honor General Lafayette, by the youth of the United States.” 

Where the date is found on the standard dollar, are the words, ‘‘Paris, 1900. 
On the reverse side are reliefs of Lafayette and Washington. The words 
jead ‘‘United States of America” and ‘‘Lafayette Dollar ” 

Congress, at the last session, appropriated money sufficient to purchase 
silver to coin 50,000 of these dollars, which are to be sold as mementoes of the 
Paris Exposition, and a mark of good will and appreciation to France for the 
invaluable service rendered during the Revolutionary war by General Lafay- 
ette. The coins are to be sold by popular subscription, the price being $2. 
The proceeds are to go toward paying for the erection or a statue of General 
Lafayette in Paris.

Editor of the Numismatist: — Your article on “What Shall I Collect?” 
is on an interesting topic. Coin collecting may be influenced by these con- 
.siderations: 

Fir.st, situation and opportunity; second, patriotism; and third, taste and 
culture. 

A person near any mint can best get its coinage in perfect condition. 
They should, in any given city, section or country, use their opportunity, at 
moderate cost, for the general good, as well as their immediate benefit, since 
the finest coins existing, however widely distributed now, owe their condi- 
tion mainly to original local care. The best coins of a mintage in common 
use may seem commonplace to some, but many a boy with little spending 
money has, by saving such, provided the gems of great collections in other 
sections, lands and ages. So a a collection of the best coins of the nearest 
mint supplying his locality is not only easier and cheaper to a beginner, but 
a duty to numismatists. It is, besides, the best schooling for thorough col- 
lecting of coins of other nations or periods^ 

Second. When the sound beginning is made which has been referred to 
above, then the sentiment of patriotism comes in to broaden the field and 
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make the early pastime an earnest interest and pride. The coinage of one’s 
land of every mint an^ period and of all its colonies becomes a joy to a loyal 
nation, and the increased expense of collecting a personal gratification, with- 
out thought of profit in the future. Such, collectors in all ages, have been 
teachers and preservers of history. 

Third. Collecting under the influence of taste and culture alone (for which 
beauty of design and world-wide information are above rarity or peculiarity) 
is the climax of numismatic sentiment and financial indulgence, but as it 
must needs seek distant lands and periods, the limitations are great, and 
whatever success attained results largely from the work pf collectors of the 
preceding classes. ’ ^ 

The coins of ancient races of men are possibly more open to world-wide 
competition and purchase, but the^ aesthetic collector of foreign and antique 
pieces must resign the satisfaction of complete series, nearly perfect average 
condition and curious varieties to the home one, and find his pleasure less in 
the latter’s keen instinct for completeness in what he undertakes, than in 
the mental enjoyment of the artist or historian over a field too vast to be 
ever in any great degree personal. Collector^ of remote coins, imperfect in 
many respects as they must be to the expert, have^ however, a mental stimu- 
lation for thff possessor and a greater interest to the general public. And, 
though a fortune is necessary for anything approaching advanced position in 
such comprehensive collecting, museums gradually build up from such indi- 
vidual effort the most interesting object lessons of the progress of the human 
race.

The total coinage at the Philadelphia mint during November was $3,046,070 
which represents 19,415,240 separate coins. Of the gold coins to the value of 
$1,608,700, there were 107,420 eagles, 99,300 half-eagles and 1,520 quarter-eagles. 
In silver there was a total of $1,182,000 coined, 1,142,000 being half-dollar 
pieces, 1,508,000 quarters and 2,340,000 dimes. The mouth’s coinage of nickels 
was valued at $141,500‘ w^hile 11,387,000 pennies were made. 


Our attention has been called to an error in our “Table of United States 
Coinage,” given in our September issue. The total number of Trade Dollars 
issued should be 11 instead of 4, as given. 


The Transvaal or Kruger penuies are struck at Birmingham, England. 
The mint at Pretoria only coins gold and silver and is now striking about 
100,000 silver crowns per month. 


The present congress will make the gold dollar the standard unit of value 
and many of us are wondering if the new unit standard will not be represent- 
ed by the striking of gold dollars again. It would be indeed strange if the 
new unit was not represented in our coinage. 


Dead WOOD wants a mint.— The people of the Black Hills expect to get an 
appropriation from this congress for a coinage mint. The bill that has been 
introduced in the senate by Senator Kyle, from South Dakota, appropriating 
$200,000 for this purpose, is said to have ihe necessary support to carry it 
through. There is need of a mint at some point in the Black Hills, prefer- 
ably at Deadwood. There are mints in cities of less inabitants than Dead- 
wood and in mining districts of lesser importance than the Black Hills. 
The increase of gold in the hills has been steady and permanent and the 
output will reach more than $10,000,000 this year. Deadwood already has a 
United States assay office. 
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While moving an old building near Battle Crefek, Mich., the other day, 
James Moore found a box of peculiar looking coins, which were of a strange 
mintage and are printed with characters of some language which the Batlte 
Creekites have as yet' failed to lecognize. * We will guarantee that any reader 
of this magazine could solve the mystery on sight. 


A Mississippi woman fell into a mill dam and when she was rescued an old 
pocket book, containing sixteen dollars and sixty-nine cents in silver and 
bills, was found entangled in her wire bustle. Her husband wanted her to 
do it over again, but she would not consent.

Henry J. Anderson, Napa, Cal., writes as follows: “In 1805 two San 
Francisco papers stated that the coinage of silver dollars for 1894 had been 
below 800 at the San Frapcisco mint, no dollars having been coined at any 
other mint; in fact, that only 758 had been struck of this date in all; also, 
that the coinage of 1895 dollars was small. I have seen advertisemeuts offer- 
ing five dollars for either date. Please let me know, as I have a few of each 
date.’’ We have answered this question before, but the idea seems to be 
generally prevalent that these two dates of the S. mint are rare. The facts 
are that 1,260,000 silver dollars were struck in the Frisco mint in 1894 and 
400,000 in 1895. This ought to settle the question as to their rarity. 
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
